WIDOW OF BARON VON KETTELER 


EN ROUTE TO DETROIT. 


Daughter of President Ledyard of the 
Michigan Central, and Who Was 
with Her Husband in Pekin When 
He Was Slain by the Boxers, Nears 
the End of Her Sad Home-Coming 
from the Orient — Broken in Health 
and Spirit.

On board the Canadian Pacific Limited, 
Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 20.—The Baroness 
von Ketteler, widow of Germany’s Minister 
to China, who was slain in Pekin on June

Tonight she lay on a couch in the private’ 
car of her father, H. B. Ledyard, President 
of the Michigan Central railroad, which had 
been sent on by the officials of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad to meet the arrival dt Van- 
couver, British Columbia, of the steamshi 
Empress of India, which conveyed the part 
to America. 
Crushed in spirit by the tragte death of 
her husband and with her physical resources 
depleted by the terrible strain she underwent 
during the eight weeks she was virtually a 
prisoner in the British Legation in Pekin, 
the Baroness deg¢lined to talk at length of 
her experience. Her only solace, she ‘said, 
was in thé relief she felt at being far from 
a country the barbarity and cruelty of 
whose people was greater than she had ever 
seen depicted in print. ‘1 
Soon after the party sailed from: Yoko- 
hama the Baroness was threatened with an 
attack of nervous prostration, and her 
brother and her medical attendants feared a 
complete physical collapse. Within the last 
few days, however, she has somewhat im- 
proved in health. ; 


Crushed in Health. 


** My sister has been so completely crushed 
in health and spirit,’ said Mr. Ledyard, as 
he turned from the couch where the Baroness 
lay ‘with closed eyes and blanched chéeks, 
** that I have been able to.get from her little 
of the story of her terrible experience in 
Pekin. 

** Indeed, she has at times positively re. 
fused to talk of events just. preceding or 
following the murder of the Baron. She 
has constantly impressed upon me, however, 
that Baron von Ketteler died a herv. . A few 
days before his death he had warned the other 
Ministers, including United States’ Minister 
Conger, that the Chinese government’ wags 
planning treachery to the foreigners in 
Pekin, but he contended that the Chinese 
officials were cowards and might not carry 
out their treacherous intentions... 

‘“* A day or two later the Ministers and their 
families were offered by the Tsung-li- Yamen 
the privilege of removing to Tien Tsin under 
official escort.

WRITER 18 DEAD. 


CHARLES ‘DUDLEY WARNER Is 
‘TAKEN BY HEART DISEASE. 


Death Comew# Saddenly After His Leav- 
ing Company of Friends in Hart- 
ford, Conn..— Essayist for Many 
Years Was Editor of Well-Known 
Current “Literature — Began Life 
with Small Prospect of Success He 
Attained, 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
Charles Dudley Warnef died suddenly late 
this afternoon, leaving Mark Twain the only 
survivor of the trio that gave Hartford a 
literary reputation. Mr. Warner this after- 
noon took luncheon at the house of A. C. 
Dunham, with the Rey. Joseph H: Twichell, 
Miss Harmony Twichell, Senator Hawley, 
and Colonel Frank W. Cheney of Man- 
chester. 

He was An the best of spfrits. After 
luncheon he went to the office of the Hart- 
ford Courant, of which he was editor, and 
from theré to the house of Robert Smith, a 
negro, in whose family Mr. Warner took 
much interest, frequently giving them books 
and assisting them, 


Dies Within Ten Minutes. 

He complained of illness and lay down, 
asking to be awakened inten minutes. When 
the ten minutes were up he was dead. The 
medica] examiner decided that heart disease 
was the cause of death. 

Mr. Warner was 71 years old. He leaves 
a wife and one brother, George H. Warner, 
engaged in literary work, who is married to 
a sister of William Gillette, the actor. 


Charlies Dudley Warner was born ona 
farm near Plainfield, Hampshire County, 
Mass., on Sept. 12, 1820. His parents were 
Justus and Sylvia Russell Warner, He was 
a direct descendant on his grandmother's 
side of Francis Cook, a Mayflower Pilgrim. 

Mr. Warner’s father died shortly after the 
birth of the son, and Mrs. Warner went to 
Cazenovia, N. Y., in 1842. The boyhood of 
Mr. Warner was lonely and he spent every 
spare moment he could find with a book in 
hand, developing a deep love for reading that 
remained with him through life. He pre- 
pared for college in the public school of 
Cazenovia, supplementing it finally with a 
course in the Oneida Conference Seminary. 
While at the seminary he met General! Joseph 
R. Hawley, now Senator Hawley, who re- 
mained his lifelong friend. . 


Devoted to Books. ‘ 

In his study at the seminary Mr. Warner 
devoted much of his time to the English 
authors, laying the foundation for the ex- 
cellent literary style which distinguished all 
his writings. At the conclusion of his course 
at the seminary he went to Hamilton Col- 
lege, Clinton, N, Y., from which he gradu- 
ated in 1851, taking the first prize for the best 
English essay. 

During his college life Mr. Warner wrote 
many brilliant essays which attracted the 
attention of the college professors and led 
them to predict a brilliant future for the 
young essayist. As an undergraduate he 
contributed to the Knickerbocker Magazine 
and in 1852 had several articles accepted by 


Putnam's Magazine. In 1853 he edited the 
Book-of Hloquence from English and Ameri- 
can authors. I} was published tm novi 
and su in 187T reprinted in Con- 
cord, N. 

Meets Early 


In 185% he went to Detrait, Mich., to edit a 
monthly ‘magazine, but the failure of the 
publisher thwarted his plans. Disappointed 
but not discouraged, he joined a surveying 
party and spent the winter of 1853-'54 on the 
Missouri border. In 1854 he returned East 
and entered the law department of the Uni- 
‘versity of Pennsylvania, from which he 
graduated in 1856, and was admitted to the 
bar in Philadelphia. 

He moved to Chicago to practice law, but 
conscjentious scruples against advising a 
client to commence a suit when it could be 
settled out of court took many dollars away 
from his office. He always gave his clients 
the benefit of his advice, but seldom led them 
into suits he was satisfied were not to their 
advantage. 

Joins General Hawley. 

His old friend, Joseph R. Hawley, had re- 
membered him through all these years, and 
in 1860 Mr. Warner accepted an offer to move 
to Hartford, Conn., where he was given a 
position as assistant editor at $800 a year 
on the Hartford Press. 

The outbreak of the civil war fired Hawley 
with patriotic zeal, and he was among the 
arst to volunteer his services in Connecticut. 


‘His departure left the position of editor-in- 


chief vacant; and Mr. Warner took charge 
of the paper. He was so successful in con- 
ducting it that in 1867 the publishers found 
themselves possessed of sufficient funds to 
se of the Courant, the 


oldest paper in C ecticut, established in 


1764. 
Travels in Foreign Lands. 

Upon the return of Mr. Hawley, Mr. War- 
ner devoted his attention entirely to literary 
subjects. He found time in 1868 to travel in 
Europe and Africa. His ‘* Letters of Trav- 
el,” written in 1868 and 1869, were of deep 
interest to his friends at home and were so 
excellent that they were copied widely. He 
developed the tendencies of an antiquarian 
while abroad and collected many historic 
relics, which were used in the decoration of 
his comfortable home upon his return. 

During 1870 Mr. Warner, who had devoted 
much of his time to the cultivation of a 
garden at his home, wrote “ My Summer in 
a Garden” in a series of articles to the 
Courant. Their humor and perfect expres- 
sion gave him a front rank among American 


writers. 

Shortly after the publication of this book 
Mr. Warner sold his home containing the 
garden which he had made famous and 
moved to another part of Hartford, where he 
became the neighbor of Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe and Samuel W. Clemens (Mark 
Twain). 

Mr. Warner's home, brightened by the 
presence of a loving wife, a daughter of 
William Eliot Lee of New York City, to 
whom he was married in 1856, became a 
favorite among the people of Hartford. Mr. 
Warner and Mark Twain were admirers of 
each other's wit and the grass between the 
two comfortable homes soon disappeared 
because of the numerous exchanges of calls. 
It was during these early years that Mr. 
Warner wrote one ridiculous description of 
an artist putting on canvas a picture of “a- 
happy family gathered around a iwle in the 
floor called a register." 


. Some of His Leading Works. 

Reminiscences of foreign travel called

American Conéul at Chefeo Transmits 


an Account, Based. on Apparently. 
Trustworthy Information from a 
Chinese: Source,’ of Several Massa- 
eres of Foreign and Native Chris- 
tians in Shansi Province—Names of 
Some of Those Killed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.~—The State de- 
partment has received a dispatch from ‘the 
Consul at Chefoo, under date of Sept. 9, 
transmitting an account, based on apparently 
trustworthy information from. a Chinese 
source, of the massacre of 
Shansi Province. 

According to the account on June 28 some 
300 Boxers broke into the compound at Hsiao 
Yi: Hsien, where Misses. Whitechurch and 
Searell of the Chinese Inland Mission were 
living alone, and’ brutally murdered both 
women. 

The next massacre occurred at the mission 
station of independent workers at Sheo Yang, 
where there were, at the time Mr. and Mrs. 
T. W. Piggott and son, Mr. Robinson, Miss 
Duvall, and two daughters of the Rev. E. R. 
Atwater of Tenchow Fu. These persons 
were driven from their homes into the moun- 
tains and later arrested and taken to Taiyuen 
and presumably killed. 


Murdered at Taiyuen. 

By June 29 most of the foreign houses at 
Taiyuen had been burned and Miss Coombs 
killed. On July 9 the following persons, with 
about forty native Christians, were killed 
by order of the Governor: 

Mr. Stokes and wife; Mr. Beynon and 
wife, and three children; Mr. Farthing, wife, 
and three children; Dr. Lovett, wife, and 
one child; Mr. Whitehouse and wife;. Mr.

Mr. Bryan said; 

“Four years ago there were three foun- 
dries at Medina under separate. manage- 
ment, each employing from 100 to 150 men. 
These foundries were operated all through 
the hard times previous to 1806. In that year 
one of the foundry owners called his men to- 
gether and told them that if Bryan was 
elected they need not come back after elec- 
tion day, as the foundry would be closed. In 
July, 1890, these three foundries entered the 
trust, the Central Foundry company, which 
has a monopoly in the manufacture of svil 
pipe in the United States. Soil pipe was im- 
mediately advanced to consumers substan- 
tially 100 per cent. Soon one foundry was 
closed, then a second one was closed, and 
five months ago the third was closed by the 
trust. Today the foundry workers of these 
three foundries have either gone to other 
towns or are among the farmers helping 
gather their apple cpop.” 

Commenting upon this condition, Mr. 
Bryan said: “ Why need I tell you people 
what a trust means in a town like this?”

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Special.]J—I 
believe McKinley will carry every State that 
he carried before, with the possible excep- 
tion of Kentucky. In addition, he is sure of 
Washington, Wyoming, South Dakota, and 
Kansas, and stands a good chance to win in. 
Nebraska, Idaho, and Utah. His majority 
in the popular vote will be considerably less 
than before, and the House of Representa- 
tives will also be close, although the Repub- 
licans probably will carry it.

The Presidential contest is too close from’ 
the present outlook to safely predict what 
the result will be..

AERIAL SAILING YET A SECRET. 


Zeppelin’s Experiment Only Touches 
Remote Edge of Actual Solu- 
tion of Problem.

CONSTANCE, Oct. 20.—The descriptions 
published abroad of Zeppelin's airship per- 
formance excite considerable amusement 
among the eyé-witnesses of the affair. 
Zeppelin has not so far solved the problem 
of a dirigible balloon. The direction of the 
wind was east4northeast. He succeeded in 
sailing six miles to the west-northwest, not 
against the wind, but withit. He traveled at 
the rate of four miles an hour with the wind 
lowing five miles.

Joseph Chamberlain _ will be compelled to 
remain as Colonial Secretary until the south 
African settlement is through, when it is ex- 
pected that Salisbury will retire Balfour, 
who will go to the House of Lords, leaving 
Chamberlain as leader in Commons. 

In the probable event of Gerald Balfour's 
retirement, Salisbury is credited with the 
intention of making Lord Balfour of Bur- 


leigh, now Secretary for Scotland, the War 
Minister. 

‘Another arrangement under consideration 
is for Balfour to go to the Lords as Foreign 
Secretary, leaving Chamberlain leader of 
Commons as First Lord of the Treasury and 
Colonial Secretary, but Hicks-Beach, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, has a prior 
claim on leadership in Commons, which, it 
is said, he will not abate for Chamberlain. 

The curious working of the English elec- 
toral system is illustrated by the fact that 
whereas the aggregate Unionist vote cast 
was 2,360,000 and gave the Unionists 880 
members, the aggregate Liberal vote of 2,- 
055,951, or one-eighth less, gives them only 
187 seats.

| LONDON, Oct. 20.—John Redmond, M. P., 
chairman of the Irish parliamentary party, 
has issued a manifesto to the Nationalists, 
in which he says he finds that the results 
of the elections show that the Parnellite 
split is ended and that there is a universal 
desire for a united movement, based on 
Parnell’s policy. of holding aloof from all 
English parties. 
, He thinks the Conservative majority is 
unwieldly and contains seeds for an early 
disruption. Mr. Redmond, therefore, urges 
the maintenance of unity and discipline in 
the Nationalist ranks and the adoption ofa 
fearless and aggressive policy to combat the 
Conservatives in and out of Parliament. 

Mr. Redmond also indorsed the United 
Irish league, saying the elections proved that 
the Nationalists were overwhelmingly in

LONDON TOWN TO CHANGE FORM 


Abolition of Vestries and Institution of 
Municipalities Goes Into Effect 
on Nov. 1.

LONDON, Oct. 20.—London is apathetically 
approaching a municipal revolution on Nov. 
1, when a new system of government, under 


which the London vestries are abolished and. 


the metropolitan makeup is recast into 28 
municipalities, with 28 Mayors, 253 Alder- 
men, and 1,568 Councilors, comes into opera- 
tion. Each district will have a Mayor, Al- 
dermen, and Councilors, and each Mayor will 
have a salary fixed by the municipality. 
The election will take place on Nov.1. There 
are upwards of 8,000 candidates.

HIS FIRST FORMAL VISIT. 


Duke Henry Received at The 
Hague with All the 
Honors of Royalty. 


[Special Cable to the New York World and 
The Chicago Tribune.] 


THE HAGUE, Oct. 20.—Queen Wilhelmina 
and her betrothed, Duke Henry of Mecklen- 


| burg-Schwerin, accompanied by the Queen’s 


mother, arrived here this morning and wer’ 
enthusiastically welcomed. 
)» The future consort of the Queen was pre- 
sented to the authorities assembled at the 
railroad station. The royal party then drove 
to the palace, where crowds sang the na- 
tional anthem. 

Later the members of the diplomatic 
corps arrived at the palace and were intro- 
duced to the Duke. 

The following telegram of congratulation 
was received by the Duke from Emperor 
William of Germany: 

* The task you have taken upon yourself is 
arduous, but by side of the Orange Princess, 
who discharges her high duties with stead- 
fastness and clear insight, you will, with 
God's help, succeed in giving happiness to the 
sturdy people of the Netherlands. My 
thoughts and best wishes attend you and the 
dear Queen.”’ 


Rejoicing in Holland. 


Throughout Holland public rejoicing con- 
tinues over the betrothal of Queen Wilhel- 
mina. Because the young sovereign is at- 
tractive in looks and is not snobbish in her 
dignity, she is idolized alike by the oldest 
parliamentarian in her capital and the hum- 
blest villager in her kingdom. 

Upon Duke Henry of Mecklenberg’s arrival 
at The Hague, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, and 
all the other cities, though unprepared, were 
spontaneously illuminated as if by magic by 
the Dutch people. The enthusiasm has been 
manifesting itself by flag flying, fireworks, 
and general merry-making. 


Story of Her Courting. 


The details of the royal courting are grad- 
ually becoming known. Duke Henry, whois 
an officer of the Prussian guards, stationed 
at Potsdam, was first presented to Wilhelm!- 
na when she visited the German Kaiser there 
last year. ‘The Duke had little opportunity 
of speaking to the young Queen that day, be- 
ing a comparatively small personage in the 
brilliant assemblage, but the next morninga 
slight. accident happened to the Queen’s car- 
riage. 

Duke Henry, being close by, helped Wil- 
helmina and her mother out, taking them 
back to the castle afoot. Both were deeply 
impressed by the short conversation on the 
way. The Same afternoon the young Duke 
deeply scratched his hand against an fron 
railing, the blood flowing freely. Immediate- 
ly Wilhelmina, who was standing a few paces 
away talking to the Kaiser, left the German 
ruler, and, impulsively rushing up to Henry, 
wrapped a lace handkerchief about the bleed- 
ing hand. 

As‘she did this her look of anxiety, the 
Duke’s own sudden paleness, and the dis- 
pleasure of the Kaiser was noticeable to ev- 
erybody. After that* Emperor William, 
whose most cherished ambition was to place 
his second son upon the throne of Holland, 
so arranged it that thé Duke had little chance 
to display his manly, brilliantly uniformed 
person to the young Queen. But it is said 
they had read each other’s thoughts, and 
the brave Lieutenant managed to approach 
her privately in the park at Berlin some days 
afterward and boldly and tremblingly avowed 
his love. 


His First Ray of Hope. 


From her mother, to whom the Queen de- 
scribed the scene, it was learned that Wil- 
helmina simply answered, smiling roguish- 
ly: “But the Kaiser wants me to accept 
Prince Frederick of Prussia’s love. What 
of him? He loves me also.”’ 

Duke Henry, too loyal to plead his cause 
against his Prince, looked his profound de- 
spair, but silently bowed to withdraw, 
whereupon the young Queen gave him her 
hand, saying: 

**I desire to know thee better.”’ 

That ended the conversation. But shortly 
afterward the Queen and the Queen mother 
paid a visit to Schwarzburg Rudolstadt to 
the mother of Duke Henry. There the young 
lovers found ample liberty to get acquainted. 

Since then there has been a constant ex- 
change of letters, the Duke coming to Hol- 
land only twice incognito. Upon the second 
visit, four months ago, their troth was sol- 
emnly pledged in the Queen mother’s pres- 
ence. Wilhelmina’s unsuspecting Ministers 
were only notified then, and it was agreed 
that the betrothal should be kept the pro- 
foundest secret until diplomacy smoothed 
the way for the announcement, which was 
bound to create consternation in many quar- 
ters, and especially send the Kaiser into a 
violent rage. 

When the German Emperor learned of the 
engagement, which was represented to him 
as a mere project submitted for his approval, 
the Kaiser dispatched a special envoy to Hol- 
land with a long autograph letter, cailing 
the attention of the Queen to the impression 
that would be created when it was known 
that she had rejected the son of an Emperor 
for an insignificant Duke. He also appealed 
to the Queen's pride, saying a Mecklenburg- 
Schweriner, no matter how eligible person- 
ally, was not sufficiently exalted in rank to 
perpetuate the giorious Orange Nassau line. 

Everything was useless, for Wilhelmina 
proved steadfast. 


Exchange Their First Kiss. 


A pretty scene, yet one fuli of grandeur, 
was enacted when the royal sweethearts 
exchanged their first kiss on Tuesday night 
in the presence of the whole briillantly 
dressed court, uniformed diplomats, military 
guards of honor, in the Castle Het Loo, at 
Appeldoorn, where the Queen and Queen 
mother arrived that morning and the Duke 
the same evening. Heralds with trumpets 
announced his arrival in the court of honor 
outside. 

Then the Duke mounted the stafrs and was 
conducted into the large hall, where the 
court and Ministers awaited him, ranged in 
semicircle, with the Queen and Queen 
mother standing in front of their thrones. 

Duke Henry came eagerly forward, knelt 
on one knee before the Queen's mother, and

SIGNS POINT TO CLOSE OF FAIR. 


Attendants Display Indifference to Vis- 
itors and Exhibiters Are Ship- 
ping Away Goods.

PARIS, Oct. 20.—Everywhere about the 
exposition are signs of the beginning of the 
end. Many exhibiters are packing their 
goods surreptitiously. Others are closing 
their shows at 4 p. m. dally. 

Exposition employés display indifference 
toward the exhibiters and visitors. Eastern 
side attractions, no longer fearing compul- 
sory closing, boom business by offering the 
most questionable spectacles. The staff 
buildings, where injured, are no longer re- 
paired. In the different American sections 
the only topic of conversation is the ap- 
proaching end of the fair. Everybody is dis- 
cussing ways and means of disposing of the 
goods. Some exhibiters are offering their 
wares at half prices, others are signing con- 
tracts for shipment back to America. In all 
quarters Americans show a disposition to 
rush through this last part of the work in 
their feverish haste to get back home as svon 
as possible. 

Attendance at the exposition is increasing 
these days, despite the bad weather and the 
absence of many of the attractions now 
closed. Many persons, heretofore kept away 
by business, feel that this is their last 
chance. 

The Trocadero Garden, which a month ago 
was the liveliest part of the fair, is silent and 
desolate.

Professor Woodward of American Com- 
mission Is Now Engaged to Miss 
Marion Cockrell.

AWAKE TO NEW TRADE RIVAL. 


British Merchants Grow Alarmed at In- 
vasions Made by American 
Enterprise. 


[Special Cable to the New York World ané 
The Chicago Tribune.) 
LONDON, Oct. 20.—The encroachments of 

American enterprise are profoundly disturb- 

ing the equanimity of the leisurely Britisher. 

Interests of the most varied kinds find them- 

selves threatened. 

Railway financiers are still staggering 
under the blow dealt by Charles T. Yerkes, 
who calmly declines English capital for the 
‘ construction of his new electric underground 
railway from Hampstead to Charing Cross, 
the franchise for which hung fire for four 
years in the hands of the English company. 

Andrew Carnegie’s: company has just ef- 
fected the first 4,000-ton shipment of steel 
billets and slabs to the Midland manufac- 
turing centers at $3.50 a ton less than this 
material is obtainable from Wales, which 
thus finds its main industry gravely threat- 
ened. 

The high prices of coal and labor here give 
American steelmakers a decided advantage, 
but once they get a footing it Is feared that 
even under normal conditions they can suc- 
cessfully compete with British producers. 

American steel rails are being offered here 
at a dollar a ton below the English market 
price, while Harland and Wolff of Belfast 
are building their mammoth steamships with 
steel ship plates which are now sold for 
delivery, both there and along the Clyde, 
considerably below the figure demanded.by 
local makers. 


Duplicates Atbara Triumph. 


A perfect tornado of indignation {s howling 
around the government because Colonel 
Girouard, the French-Canadian engineer who 
employed an American company to build the 
Atbara bridge in the Soudan, now, as govern- 
ment director of railway construction in 
south Africa, again finds himtse!f compelled 
by the exigencies of time and price to give 
the contracts for the material for the recon- 
struction of the south African railways and 
bridges to American manufacturers. 

Colonial Secretary Joseph ‘Chamberlain's 
political supporters in Birmingham are bit- 
terly denouncing him for assenting to this 
injury of British trade. Undoubtedly had 
the facts been known during the general 
election the Ministers would have had to 
choose between jeopardizing their chances 
of getting a majority and cancelling the 
American contracts. Even now the strong- 
est political pressure is being exerted to force 
them to adopt the latter alternative. 

American locomotives have already firmly 
established themselves on two great English 
railways, while all the plant—rails, cables, 
cars, and motors—for the electric trains and 
underground railways is imported from the 
United States. 


Leading in Other Lines. 


Hotelkeepers in London are excited over 
the announcement that a monster hotel, con- 
structed and conducted altogether on Ameri- 
can lines with American money, !s about to 
be erected in the center of the West End, 
while the scheme of providing the women 
workers of London with an abode patterned 
after the Mills Hotel, New York, also with 
American capital, has provoked: warm pro- 
tests from the jingo press that London can 
do these things for itself. It does-not, how- 
ever, until Americans show the way. 

The official review of Indian trade, just is- 
sued, contains a pathetic lament over the 
fact that American-made cigarets, specially 
adapted to the taste of the native smokers, 
are steadily capturing the Indian market, 
driving out the ante-diluvian article English 
manufacturers considered good enough for 
the Hindoo. 

Several leading London theaters are al- 
ready leased by American managers, while 
American actors and actresses are found in 
all the principal companies. 

American jockeys have so effectively gained 
the whip hand on the English turf, the most 
conservative institution of this most con- 
servative country, that Lord Durham has 
started a campaign to prevent further li- 
censes* being given by the Jockey club to 
American trainers or riders. 

It is a social! commonplace to say that 
American women dominate smart- 
est society. | 

John Bull having for years pooh-poohed 
the evidences of American invasion, is now

GOSSIP AT BRITISH CAPITAL... 


[Special Cable to the New York Tribune and 
The Chicago Tribune by I. N. Ford) 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—The English people, 
having settled their own elections on the 
broadest and most practical lines, are now 
watching with keen interest the momentous 
contest of the American election and wonder- 
ing whether the men of their race will take 
a@ narrow and flighty view of their own ob- 
ligations and national policies. Washington 
and New York correspondents are supplying 


daily dispatches, and the vagaries and ec- 


centrivities of American electioneering aFé 
made more prominent than the essential 
issues of the canvass. This is a source 
of consolation to Englishmen who have been 
constrained to lament at some evil tendencies 
in their own campaign of defamation and 
consequent loweriny. of the standards of 
public life. 

But the curiosities and freaks of Bryan's 
stumping tour and Crokemg methods of ad- 
vertising and booming his @ondidate are a 
poor substitute for comprehenfige informa- 
tion respecting the real nature an@trend of 
political forces. _ 

The English press remains neu 
cautious in discussing the results of 
American elections, and refrains frgm ex 
pressing preference for either candidate, __ 

The financial journals are more outsppken 
than the daily press, but their candor is ex- 
plained by the fact that the conditions of the 
money market here will be strongly colored — 
by the decision of the American electorate. 
They assert that there will be general alarm 
if McKinley be defeated, and a great out- 
burst of activity in every direction if he be 
reétlected. They reflect without doubt the 
deliberate opinion of the commercial and 
mercantile classes here. 


Where McKinley Is Disliked. 

McKinley, as the author of one of the 
strongest protective tariffs, can never be @ 
popular candidate here, but the consequences 
of an interruption or reversal of the currency 
and industrial policies of the last four years 
are clearly discerned. Narrow-minded and 
selfish manufacturers and merchants, who 
are feeling the tremendous pressure of 
American and German competition, would 
be relieved if the transatlantic industrial. 
revival were suddenly arrested by the defeat 
of McKinley. 

The result of the election, in any event, Is 
an important factor in all mercantile and 


financial problems here. The strength of the 


stock markets in New York and Chicago, and 
the election betting from day to day are con- 
sidered signs that the administration will 
triumph there just as Salisbury and Cham- 
berlain have commanded confidence here. 


Local Politics in London. 

The transition from general to local poll- 
tics has been rapidin London. An important 
series of borough elections will occur early 
in November, and this will be followed by 
the School board and County Council elec- 
tions during the winter. The Conservatives, 
after carrying London by immense eo 
ties In the national contest, are disposea co 
drop the name of moderates amd ap- 
peal for support in the local struggle on 
party lines. The Liberals, who have been 
content to masquerade as progressives, nat- 
urally denounce these tactics, and have sum- 
moned Lord Rosebery to London to sound the 
bugle call for non-partisanship in local pol- 
itics. 

The borough elections offer a curious illus- 
tration of the conservative spirit with which 
great changes in local government are 
wrought in England. The metropolis has 
been divided or reorganized into twenty- 
eight cities, each with a Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen and Borough Council, and forty- 
two vestries and district boards have been 
abolished and the functions of so many as 
160 minor agencies of local administration 
absorbed and redistributed. This revolution 
in local government is going on almost with- 
out observation and will be completed in a 
few weeks. Vestrydom has received its 
death blow, but the old-time Bumbles are 
likely to come up smiling as members of the 
new Borough Councils and compete with one 
another for the honors of the Mayoralty. 


Twenty-eight Mayors. 

The metropolis will have a Lord Mayor and 
twenty-eight Borough Mayors and over 1,800 
Aldermen and Councilors. An immense 
swarm of vestry clerks, inspectors, en- 
gineers, and medical officers will be con- 
verted into borough officials. It is a far- 
reaching measure of decentralization which 
is introduced at a time when the metropolis 
needs concentration of power in the London 
County Council. It is justified by the Cone 
servatives on the ground that the govern- 
ment of the metropolis has become too great 
an undertaking for a single municipal Legis- 
lature, and that a redistribution of powers 
among codrdinate local bodies is indispen- 
sable. | 

It will at least leave the County Counell 
free to take up metropolitan problems which 
have been neglected. That body hag been 
quarreling for years over the purchase of the 
suburban tramways and doing nothing to 
carry out the comprehensive schemes -of 
electric transit, underground or on the sur- 
face, upon which the future welfare of the 
metropolis depends in large measure. . 


Little Interest in Chinese Fog. 

Londoners, acustomed to long seasons of 
fog, regard the China question as a natural 
phenomenon of international relations and 
do not attempt to understand what is going 
on. Leader writers only help to increase the 
general mistiness of the situation, and all 
discussion of the subject in the clubs has 
ceased. Manchester, with its immense 
China trade, has been moved through com- 
mercial bodies to appeal to Lord Salisbury 
for adequate protection of British trade in 
the northern, middle, and southern prov- 
inces, and an influential council of Con- 
gregationalists at Newcastle has taken Up 
the wrongs and sufferings of the mission- 
aries, but elsewhere there are few signs of 
public interest in the momentous questions 
in the far East. 

South Africa, where what is described by 
military men as a “ mosquito warfare” is 
still in progress, holds the field. Thedepart-

To cable 
these appreciations would be like sending 
coals to Newcastle, but suffice to gay all 
agree that our Presidential election is a 
factor of the highest international impor- 
tance in the politics of Europe. 
It is significant that all the French news- 
papers which are {he most virulent in the 
persecution of Dreyfus, like the Patrie, Echo 
de Paris, Gqulois, and Libre Parole, come out 
one an@‘all in favor of Bryan, while the lib- 
eral-minded organs, such as the Temps, Fi- 
garo, and Siécle, which had the courage and 
honesty to speak for the victim of the gen- 
eral staff, and which, moreover, do not hesi- 
tate to distribute drastic criticism on both 
the candidates for the White House, em- 

_phatically indorse President McKinley. 


Praises McKinley Administration. 


For instance, the Figaro today, in a lead- 
ing article, signed Whist,”’ a pseudonym 
which conceals the name of M. Valfrey, 
Minister Plenipotentiary and a_ politica!

Vintage Breaks All Records. 
The results of the French vintage, just 
terminated under the most fayorable cir- 
cumstances, are being watched here almos: 
as eagerly as is the case with the election. 
forecasts in the United States, for the winc 
market is undergoing a crisis of vital econo- 
mic importance to the nation. At no period 
during the present. generation have wines 
been so good and s0 cheap as at present. 
The official returns from the Champagne, 
Burgundy, and Bordeaux regions; received 
and collated by the Moniteur Vinicole, the 
oracle of the French wine industry, show 
that 1900 will be the greatest wine year 
France has had for thirty years. 
The total yield of the vintage, exclusive 
of Algeria, will bring 60,000,000 hectolitres, as 
against 48,000,000 hectoliters last year, which 
itself was considered a record year. More- 
over, the almost ideal weather conditions 
of the spring and summer, as well as during 
the vintage, have produced a quality of 
grapes which experience shows always make 
the best wine. This especially is so in the 
ehampagne district, where the warm July 
and August, with a slight rain falling just 
at the right-time in the end of August, did 
much good in developing the grapes. 
September was a perfect month, scarcely 
a drop of rain falling, so that the grapes 
matured under the most favorable circum- 
stances. The gathering commenced on 
Sept. 25, and with the exception of one wet 
day, the weather was perfect during the 
whole period of vintage. 

I have just returned from a visit to the 
leading champagne firm of Rheims with an 
eminent expert, who has no hesitation in 
declaring this the finest champagne vintage 
he has ever seen. The Department of the 
Maine alone has produced 365,000 casks of 
wine of excellent quality, each cask contain-

Young Wines Among the Best. 

It will interest American amateurs in 
' champagne to know that of the wines now 
reaching maturity those of the 1895 vintage 
are taking rank with the exceptionally good 
years of 1892 and 1893, and that the cham- 
pagnes of 1898 are developing admirably ant 
have already attained a great delicacy, a 
‘distinguished flavor, and character. 

The bountiful vintage in the Medoc region 
and the exceptional quality of the grapes 
there have caused a tremendous slump in the 
prices of clarets and something approaching 
a panic prevails in the wine market at Bor- 
deaux. | 

The Figaro has dispatched M. Jules Huret. 

one of its most enterprising staff correspond- 
ents, to report on the vintage. He states 
that the grape yield of Medoc this year is so 
enormous that the growers find it impossible 
to store the wine, there being not nearly 
enough casks forit. There is such a glut in 
the supply that sound and drinkable claret 
is being sold for one cent a gallon. 
A great fall in the price of brandy also is 
expected and M. Janneau at Sequence, Vice 
President of the cognac synditate, tele- 
graphs that the production of brandy will 
be 30 per cent above last year and that 
cognae making wines contain much less 
alcohol] than usual, which is exactly what is 
required to make the highest grade of 
brandies. The reports from Burgundy show 
a yield one-third greater than last year, and 
the quality of the wine, although more 
varied than in the Champagne and Bordeaux 
districts, on the whole, is better than for 
many years past. |

Concerning the 
precise character of the scenes in Homburg 
leading to the retirement of Prince Hohen- 
lohe no authentic statement has as yet ap- 
peared, nor, probably, will any appear. 
Private accounts differ. The general im- 
pressoin now is that Prince Hohenlohe’s 
ieaving office was not entirely voluntary, al- 
though Emperor William did everything to 
“sugar the pill”’ to the tottering old man, 
whom, until the last, he dubbed “ Uncle 
Chlodwig,’’ and addressed with the familiar 
thou.”’ 

It is learned that Count von’ Biilow him- 
se.f wired the Cologne Gazette the news ot 
his appointment from Homburg, and that 
the firfal turn of affairs wae only decided on 
Wednesday. 

This’ also explains why Berlin gov- 
ernment circles remained in ignorance of the 
change in Chancellors until after the decis- 
ion. 


Von Buelow’s Hard Task. 


Von Billow’s position as Imperial Chan- 
cellor will be beset with extreme difficulties 
and will require perhaps more diplomatic 
skill than statesmanship. Not alone will his 
Majesty want to continue to be his own 
Chancellor and exercise the right of cease- 
less interference, even in the most delicate 
matters, but there are also great parlia- 
mentary difficulties to overcome. The Agra- 
rians, from the outset, regard Von Biilow 
suspiciously, owing to his record hitherto, 
as desirous to maintain friendly relations not 
only with Russia but ajso with the United 
States and Great Britain, thus opposing the 
tariff war which the Agrarians desire. To 
carry through the Reichstag the commercial 
treaties now under way will tax Von Billow’s 
full energy and genius. At the best Von 
Bilow, like Bismarck, will only be able to 
make politics *‘ von Fall au Fall”’ (literally, 
from case’to case—meaning that the new 
Chancellor will act on each case as it comes 
up. In other words, he will not follow a gen- 
eral political program, but will be unfet- 
tered). 


Massacres in China Go On. 

Private advices received by the Cologne 
Volks Zeitung, the leading Catholic organ, 
say Viceroy Chang Chi Tung continues 
wholesale executions in Hankow of anti- 
dynastic plotters. Forty-two men have been 
beheaded, and the anti-Christian riots in 
that province have been stopped. But in the 
Province of Ho Nan every church, chapel, 
and congregation havé been destroyed, and 
the Christians murdered, except in one 
church, where a Bishop and a number of mis- 
sionaries barricaded themselves and have 
hitherto successfully resisted all attacks.

Meeting of Carpenters and Bosses. 

The Arbitration committees of the Carpen- 
ters’ Executive council and the Carpenters 
and Builders’ association were not as for- 
tunate in reaching a settlement of their dif- 
ferences at their meeting yesterday after- 
noon. For nearly four hours they discussed 
terms and at the conclusion of the session 
they had not come together on a single 
proposition, with the exception of a general 
acceptance of the arbitration feature of the 
uniform-agreement of the contractors. 

On the question of the wage scale the con- 
tractors proposed 42% cents an hour, while 
the representatives of the union wanted 42% 
cents for the first year, and 45 cents for the 
two other years. The contractors also 
wanted the Saturday half holiday to prevail 
only during the three summer months, while 
the men insisted on the yearly half holiday. 
They also locked horns on the proposition re- 
garding the employment of non-union men, 
the contractors demanding the right to em- 
ploy whom they saw fit, while the union men 
insisted that no non-union man should be 
employed. There was also a difference re- 

rding the foreman being subject to the 
urisdiction of the Arbitration committee or 
the union. The discussion was conducted in 
good spirit, and it is believed a settlement 
of many of the points in dispute will be 
reached at a meeting called for tomorrow 
afternoon.

GAME. AT EVANSTON 


NORTHWESTERN AND ILLINOIS 
BOTH UNABLE TO SCORE. 


Teams Struggle Fifty Minutes Without 
Effect —Result Revives Football 
Hopes in Hollister’s Ranks — Cham- 

paign Men Twice Narrowly Miss 
Geals from Field—Haunter’s Return 
to Eleven Is Cheered by Crowd and 
Protested by Manager Huff.

Neither Illinois nor Holister’s team could 
score. The game was the hardest fought 
seen in Evanston this year, and although the 
style of play was not open, yet there was 
enough punting to make the game interesting 
to the spectators. 

The contest was almost devoid of sensa- 
tional features. Johnson made the longest 
run of the day, a twenty-five-yard dash just 
inside the side line after catching a forty- 
yard punt which Matthews, the Illinois quar- 
ter, had sent in a spiral down the field. 
Diener, the Illinois right half, came next 
with an eighteen-yard sprint around North- 
western’s right end to his crédit. Dlliot was 
given no opportunity to repeat his feats of 
last Saturday, and he had to be satisfied with 
a fifteen-yard journey around Hall, the Illi- 
nois left end. For five yards of this gain 
Elliot carried five Illinois men on his back, 
but he was not downed until thesheer weight 
of his burden pressed him to earth. Both 
teams lacked variety in attack, while both 
showed strong in defense work. Had either 
possessed one good ground gainer that one 
would have won the game.

Good Crowd Sees Game. 


The largest crowd seen on Sheppard Field 
this year turned out. Fully 3,000 spectators 
filled the bleachers and numerous traps and 
carriages were lined along the eastern side 
of the field. The Northwestern Band made 
its appearance, and before and between the 
halves its enlivening if not tuneful music 
was heard. 

Illinois was the first team on the field, 
coming in at the carriage gate, and the en- 
trance was hardly noticed. But when the 
900 rooters of the Illini had caught sight of 
their favorites the volume of their cheers 
made up for-the previous apparent lack of 
attention. When the men started to practice 
every Northwestern supporter was surprised 
and frightened by the snap shown by the 
team. Bach player was off with the ball, and 
not one stopped until the ball was in the 
hands of the center again. All eyes were 
riveted upon Cayou, the Indian player, who, 
it had been reported, would circle the purple 
end at will. Illinois’ preliminary practice 
was slightly marred, however, by a few fum- 
bles and mistakes in the signals, and the 
hopes of the purple’s supporters rose again. 

In a short time Northwestern trotted out 
on the field and were received with tu- 
multuous cheers. 


Crowd Cheers for Hunter. 


When the crowd caught sight of Joe Hunt- 
er, who came last, there ensued a scene the 
like of which never was seen before on 
Sheppard Field. Cheer after cheer resound- 
ed for the university’s hero. Hats were 
thrown high in the air, and it was several 
minutes before the applause ceased. Hunter 
had been put in by Hollister after a protest 
by George Huff, the Illinois manager, who in- 
sisted that Hunter was not an attendant at 
recitations, and was therefore ineligible. 
Huff said that if Hunter played he would 
protest the game, but Hollister was confident 
he had the right to play Hunter, and the 
ex-Captain went in at quarter. _ 

Hunter displaced Johnson, who was sent 
to right end to succeed Baird, who is at 
present in bad shape.

—Score Is 11 to 6. 


WORST GAME IN YEARS. 


Stagg’s. Men Drop the Ball for 
a Big Loss on First At- 
tempt to Advance. 


SCORING IS DUE TO ERRORS 


Providence triumphed over Chicago at 
football yesterday on Marshall Field, and 
only providence prevented the defeat of 
Stage’s athletes from being turned into 
rout. The warriors from Brown, dogged in 
defense, stopped Chicago at almost every 
turn, held fast once when danger threatened, 
and, although their attack was bad, man- 
aged to score 11 points, while the best the 
Midway men could do was to score 6 points 
on a fluke. 

Chicago played the worst game, defensive 
and offensive, any team of Stagg’s has played 
since the disastrous defeat at the hands of 
Northwestern in 1896. Brown was not much 
better in offensive work, lacking combined 
force, and had the men from Rhode Islané@ 
been strong in attack they might Have 
scored at will. As it was, luck came near 
giving Chicago a victory in spite of fumbles, 
of panics in the line, and mistakes in signals,

It was awful football, but exciting. Brown 
seemed to know nothing of combined attack 
and Chicago could not ‘gain through the 
Providence line at all.

Triggs, who was thinking of putting Stagg 
next to John D. Rockefeller, reconsidered 
and went home. But suddenly, soon after 
the second half commenced, the hopes of Chi- 
cago revived. On a kick Brown caught the 
ball down near the goal line. A Chicagoan 
threw himself at the catcher and missed. The 
crowd groaned as the Brunonian started for- 


ward, but suddenly the bal! slipped from his - 
arms and one of Stagg’s men hugged it to his — 


bosom. Then by a plunge at the line and 
an end run the ball crossed Brown’'t goal line 
and Henry kicked goal, evening up the score.

Probably no two teams which have been 
accorded so high a place in the annals of 
football ever played as poorly in an ime- 
portant game. If fumbles had been touch- 
downs it would have been a close run for 
victory. Brown won not so much on her own 
merits as on the mistakes of her opponents. 
Both the visitors’ touchdowns were made 
possible by Chicago’s blunders, and neither 
required over thirty yards of straight foot- 
ball to make the line. Chicago's one touch- 
down was even more palpably the result of 
a fiuke, which landed the ball in the pos- 
session of the Maroons only five yards away 
from the Brown goal. This and one series 
of plays directly after were the only times 
Chicago made its distance by straightaway 
football. Pettit’s long run was of the ex- 
ceptional kind, not included in straightaway 
calculations. 


One Good Featare of the Contest, 


The one saving feature of the game was 
Brown’s defense. This was impregnable, 
and played consistently throughout, making 
the damage resulting from the fumbles of 
the backs less disastrous, 
Brown lost the ball through fumbles Feil 
was almost immediately compelled to punt, 
and, though losing ground by the process, 
Brown was soon able to regain it. The 
fumbling of the visiting backs had no such 
excuse as existed for thy similar misplays 
by Stagg’s back men. There was weakness 
in the maroon center, as well as on the left 
side of the line, and, though the fatal gains 
were made around that end, Speed’s inabi!- 
ity to protect Sheldon and the other backs 
made it necessary to hurry the plays. This 
was more noticeable in the punting. Feil 
was compelled to drop back farther behing 
the line after the first two or threé punts, 
one of which was blocked.

Chicago, on the contrary, was slow in start- 
ing, mixed the signals, and fumbled. Never 
before has there been such an exhibition gf 
fumbling. Nine times Chicago fumbled and 
Brown fell on the ball. Twice Chicago fum- 
bled and regained it. There’s the whole story 
of the game and the explanation of Chicago's 
first defeat since Michigan did the trick 
in 1898. 

Chicago fumbled on the first play after 
receiving the kickoff, and Brown commenced 
its winning tactics. Play after play was 
driven just off Chicago's tackles, and the 
ball was pushed steadily from the thirty- 
yard line two and three yards at a time for 
a touchdown. The Chicago players seemed 
to be in a stupor and were completely swept 
off their feet. 

The maroon team braced somewhat after 
this and presented a fairly good defense 
during the rest of the game. It offense, how- 
ever, was poor. Poor is not strong enough 
a word to describe it. It was ragged. The 
backs ran slowly in the interference, never 
bowling over their men, and the man with 
the ball was always forced out into the open, 
where he fell easy prey to the Brown tac- 
klers. Pettit was the one Chicago player 
who laid any claims to distinction. Twice 
he brought the rooters to their feet by spec- 
tacular runs, one nearly resulting in a touch- 
down. But even his work was marred by bad 
fumbling. 

Henry went into the game handicapped by 
his broken hand, and as a result did not play 
anywhere near up to histrue form. Place, at 
the other half, was equally poor, or worse, on 
account of a lame shoulder. Feil was in a 
place utterly strange to him. Looking upon 
the back field with these points in view, it 
is easy to explain the utter lack of unison 
in all the offensive work. 

The Chicago line, however, has no excuses 
to offer—it was simply pushed ‘back by the 
Brown men. The Brown ends, both in get- 
ting down on punts and in smashing into the 
interference, did good work, and outplayed 
their ighter opponents. 

The generalship displayed by Chicago was 
in some instances poor, the most notable case 
being the ludicrous attempt at a place kick 
from the sixty-yard line. When Chicago did 
make its touchdown it was directly the result 
of good head work on Sheldon’s part. Pettit 
was probably the one man who could have 
carried the ball over. 

To sum up the game briefly, Brown out- 
played Chicago. Its offense was not of a 
brilliant kind, nor was it abnormally strong, 
but it was strong enough to overcome Chi- 
cago yesterday. Brown marred its playing 
considerably by frequently taking out time. 
On the whole, however, the Providence team 
deserves great credit for the game fight put 
up after a long trip and in the enemy’s land. 

Chicago, on the other hand, played a slow, 
headless, ineffectual game, and deserved to 
be beaten. 

That something will happen in the next 
week radically to change the work of the 
Midway team is certain. Coach Stagg is not 
aman to be downed by defeat, and the worst 
enemies of the team cannot say that its 
members are quitters.’ There will be work, 
hard work, and lots of it, on Marshall Field 
this coming week, and Pennsylvania will not * 
have _ easy time it may have been led to.

AMERICAN RIDERS LEAD IN PARIS. 


Yankee Methods Find Favor with the 
French Jockeys. 

[Special Correspondence to The Chicago Tribune 
by Grace L. Corneau.] 

PARIS. Oct. 11.—American jockeys bid fair 
to revolutionize the French turf, and their 
style of riding has already caused many mod- 
ifications in the system of riding up to the 
present adopted by the French jockeys. 
French sportsmen have given the Americana 
boys a warm welcome, afid that, according 
to the two Sloans, Freeman, and Sims, is 
half the battle. With the sympathy of the 
public on his side the American jockey finds 
it easy to be patient with the rather natural 
jealousy of their French rivals, for it has 
taken Parisian jockeys’ breath away to 
watch the splendid victuries of the “* Yan- 
riders. 
Until Tod Sloan’s great ride yesterday and 
his triumph on the turf with Maurice 
Ephrussi’s colt, Codman, Cash Sloan has 
been a good deal of a hero and enjoying the 
glory which usually falls to the share of 
Tod. Indeed, Cash and “ Patsy ’ Freeman 
have caused quite a perturbation in racing 
circles, for they have come over to make a 
reputation and every time they put their fect 
in the saddle they have ridden to win. It 
has not taken French owners long to learn 
this, and they would rather trust their horses 
to the “do or. die Yanks” than to some of 
the saddle flapping jockeys that have lived 
too long in clover abroad. 


Cash Slean at Chantilly. 
“Cash” Sloan has his quarters at Chan- 
tilly, near the Sporting club, at the Hotel du 
Grand Conde. This is the rendezvous of the 
horsemen of France. Indeed, Chantilly 
comes near being the Newmarket of France. 
“ Cash" is in love with France. So is his 
little wife, whom he proudly styles‘ ma- 
dame,” and madame has had a whole train 
of admirers since *‘Cash’s’’ arrival. 
“Cash” has had so much success that he 
thinks France is his mascot, and he Is as 
enthusiastic about the French capital as the 
average boarding school girl. “It'is just 
lovely,’’ according to Cash,’”’ and he means 
to stay insucha paradise. Out of 107 mounts 
“Cash” has ridden twenty-eight winners, 
and is proud of his record. The Duke of 
Gramont has first claim on “Cash's” services, 


stables. 

What appeals to: the American men are 
the finely kept courses and the consideration 
they receive. French sportsmen are not ful- 
some over the jockeys as in England, but 
they treat them with a dignity and consid- 
eration that makes the riders feel like men 
and not fads or puppets. Then every one 
in France has sporting blood in his veins. 
The man who pays a franc on the pelouse 
is as good a judge of a horse as the man who 
pays twenty. All come for the sport's sake, 
and every one bets. A favorite’s defeat will 
not blind a French spectator to the jockey’s 
good riding, and there is none of the rough 
element at the French tracks which make 
life a burden for the*jockey in America. 
Both the Sloans think that the training 
grounds at Chantilly are best in the world, 
but they are astonished at the length of 
time French trainers exercise their horses, 
from one hour and a half to two hours. 

Starters are fair in France, and give the 
boys a chance, according to “ Cash,’ and 
there is less abuse than in other countries 
at the start and none at the finish. . 

Of course the American men havea system 
of riding all their own. They ride forward, 
in comparison to French riders, and with a 
firmer hold of the horse's head. ‘French 
jockeys have noticed this trick, and are 
changing their tactics, and, what is more, 
finding it pays. At Vichy “Cash” had a 
royal time, riding five winners, and at Dieppe 
three. 

Tod Sloan’s Fine Ride. 

It is well for “Cash” that he got in his 
good times before Tod arrived, for since the 
victory at Longchamp Tod is the hero of the 
French turf. There was a general feeling 
that Ephrussi was in luck to get Sioan to 
ride his colt, which was not a favorite, at 
least such a one as Semendria, upon which 
the heaviest betting was engaged. But in 
spite of Childs’ good riding Semendria was 
behind at the start, and Sloan had his way 
from the first. Codoman bore the reputation 
for being a fast horse and a good mount, but 
it is doubtful if any one but Tod could have 
brought the colt in first. 

At the start Berenice raced away with the 
lead, followed by Codoman and Monsieur 
Amedée, Semendria, the favorite, last. After 
the first quarter of a mile Sloan took Codo- 
man along, and had a clear lead at the topof 
the hill, which he increased coming down to 
the turn, where Semendria had taken second 
place from Ganymede. Once in the straight 
Sloan had things his own way. There wasa 
tremendous battle towards the last, and 
Sloan rode triumphantly first, hearty ap- 
plause greeting his valiant effort. 

The entire race was a big success for Amer- 
ican jockeys, for two more “ Yankees,” as 
the French say, ¢ame in third and fourth. 
Delvino, ridden by Rigby, was the third 
horse placed, and Sims, with Ganymede, 
captured the fourth place. 


French Races Are Orderly. 

Sims has been popular in Paris, and com- 
ments upon the quiet, orderly way French 
races are conducted. Sims will make Paris 
his home and has been engaged to ride Veil 
Picard's horses. 

While there is a certain amount of luck in 
horse racing, it is evident there is a superi- 
ority in the American jockey’s style of riding, 
and the French realize it and are changing 
their tactics. It is doubtful, however, if the 
Anglo-French jockeys can pick up the Amer- 
icans’ perfection in mounting and riding, 
for the American jockeys have been trained 
to their system since boyhood, and early 
training is not easily replaced by newly 
adopted methods. 

Ephrussi, who is Rothschild’s brother-in- 
law, will make an effort to keep Tod Sloan 
if he wants to stay in Paris. The Roths- 
childs and Ephrussi have more mounts to 
offer him’ than he could ever ride, and the 
chances are that Paris will be the new 
Mecca for American jockeys.

The weather has con- 
tinued more favorable for golf and lawn 
tennis than for the ruder sports of the gun 
and Gog, but we had one little cold flurry 
which to the north of us was more severe 
than it was at Chicago. This first cool snap 
sent down to the Lllinols marshes a few 
ducks—not many, but a few. The best show- 
ing was at Swan Lake and Hennepin clubs, 
on the Illinois River marshes, where a few 
scattering bags were made, nothing over 
fifty-nine birds in one day and rarely more 
than a dozen birds or so to the more lucky 
guns. 

On the Kankakee there ts no flight of con- 
sequence. In Wisconsin a few of the better 
clubs are getting some sport now, especially 
the Horicon club, the birds having stopped 
at that latitude, above the warm belt that 
has prevailed for so long over the Mississippi 
Valley. There is high water, or water enough 
to afford shooting, along the Mississippi 
River, and plenty of feed, but there is no 
flight reported, though the time is now at 
hand for the birds to bethere. Part of the 
flight Has surely gone south already, for the 
birds are appearing in Texas, so we are apt 
to have a short flight and a warm one if we 
get any at all this fall ig Illinois. 


Season Better Farther West. 
Out in the farther Northwest, in Minne- 
sota and Dakota, the season is better than 
the average, and there are birds enough 
to give abundance to any shooter who knows 
when he has enough, and does not want to 
make a slaughter. Not only is the duck 
crop good, but the geese are now coming 
down in numbers sufficient to assure the 
lover of goose shooting a chance at his fa- 
vorite sport in any one of many localities. 
sar shooting is an art of itself, and some 
shooters become so attached to it that they 
well night forsake the mafSh and streams 
where they have erstwhile hunted ducks, 
and take to the pit and the decoys on the 
stubble flelds exclusively. 

In goose shooting, as in every other line 
of sport with the gun, there are several 
ways of playing the game, and only one right 
way. There are different places and meth- 
ods by which this, the wariest of all wild 
fowl, may be taken, but the most effective 
way to outwit the honker is to hunt him on 
the uplands, and not along the waters. 
There is no bigger brain under feathers than 
that in a goose’s noddle, and it requires 
study to outline the system which now is 
most commonly pursued by the successful 
goose hunters. 

The wild goose never sleeps, so far as 
mankind is able to discover. He never 
leaves his flank exposed, and never fails to 
post his pickets. If he alights on a marsh 
or prairie it is sure to be in the middle of 
a wide strip of burned-over ground where he 
can see several times the distance ef a gun- 
shot, and be sure that no enegny can come 
up under cover to molest him. If a flock of 
geese is swimming in some sheltered 
stream, and the ambitious hunter bethinks 
him of slipping up behind the bank and 
potting them on the water, he is sure to 
hear a honk of warning from some unseen 
sentinel, and to witness the big birds rising 
far out of range. 


Geese Difficult to Approach. 
If the shooter lies in wait for them at some 


been in the habit of crossing, it is ten to one 
that they. will in some way detect his pres- 
‘ence and sheer off to one side, out of range, 
as they comeover. There is noinstant when 
the goose loses sight of the great maxim of 
wild life, that eternal vigilance is the price 
of safety. He knows nothing but suspicion, 
he does nothing but look out for himself, and 
he does the latter well in advance of all im- 
mediate necessity. If he sees a suspicious 
character a mile away, he does not wait till 
the character comes within half a mile, but 
at once gets himself farther away from that 
particular neighborhood. 

Yet the wild goose, even that grandest of 
all geese, the genuine Canada honker, has his 
blind side, and this was long ago discovered 
by the shrewd shooter, who knows his habits 
like a book, and knows how to take full ad- 
vantage of them. The tenderfoot on the 
goose hunt in North Dakota. for instance, 
having discovered a lake where the geese 
are to be seen in great flocks every day, 
would try to sneak up along the edge of the 
lake to get ashot from shore. He might per- 
haps think it well to lie in wait in the reeds 
of the shore, and try to get a shot or so at the 
fowl as they pass over, going out or coming 
in. By this latter method he might, indeed, 
succeed in getting a bird or so, though he 
would begin to wonder why he got no more. 
The old shooter, who understands goose lore, 
would tell him that his course was the worst 
possible if he wished to get any number of 
birds. He would take the novice away from 
the lake where the geese were seen resting, 
leading him perhaps, eight or ten miles from 
the lake, out into the open country, where 
the wheat stubbles stretch for miles. 


Regular in Their Habits. 


The wild goose is a creature regular 
clock. He makes two feeding flights sn 
day from that bit of open water or sand bar 
which he has selected as his temporary rest- 
ing-place. Suppose you have located a lake 
where there are numbers of geese to be seen 
daily. It will not take long to discover that 
they have chosen a certain line of flight. 
They alwaye go in and out at a particular 
point, and it is always the one which they

of rushes and other cover at one point, and 

at another a high, hard bluff, with no cover, 

you will! find that it is the latter place where 

the flight will cross. The first flight is in the 
early morning, about’ daybreak. At about 

10 o'clock the birds will sail out over the 

water at a great height, and then pitch down 

in a thousand sudden and grotesque circles, 

one of the oddest sights a hunter sees At 

midday the geese rest and sun themselves, 

preferably on some bar or sandy bank. Near 

2 o'clock, as though by a common signal, 
they rise and again leave their resting-place, 
going out upon the feeding grounds again. 

At duskAhey return-to their roosting place, 

where they have been sunning themselves 

during the warmer hours of the day. 


Favorite Feeding Grounds. 
Now, these birds must eat, somewhere, and 
they must eat a considerable amount of 
food, for a goose isa large bird. Naturally 
it will seek to make its living along the lines 


‘of the least resistance, will feed where it 


can get the most food at the least expense of 
labor. Hence, the prob!em which interests 
the old-time goose shooter who has located a 
good body of geese on a roosting place is, 
not to find the best cover near the water, but 
to find the feeding ground which they have 
chosen out in the open country. He 
knows that if he can find some farmer who 
has a fleld where the geese have been feed- 
ing for a few days without being disturbed, 
he has solved his problem, for the wise birds 
know it is good policy -to let well enough 
alone, and they will continue to regularly 
visit any feeding ground where they have not 
been disturbed. Having located such a farm, 
the shooter learns from the farmer, or from 
his own observation, what part of the flie'd 
the geese are in the habit of using when they 
come in to feed. 

This is the point which he selects for the 
site of his pit. He digs this pit at some time 
when the birds are not about, and is careful 
in digging not to change the look of the 
ground. The loose earth he removes in sacks, 
or carries far out and scatters in the sun so 
that it will dry out to the color of the sur- 
rounding earth and not show up to the keen 
eyes of the game. The pit is dug deep enough 
to hide the head of a man sitting down in it, 
and is big enough for two, for ordinarily two 
guns will shoot out of the same pit. 


Locating the Decoys. 


The decoys are then set out. These are 
works of art in their way,though close at hand 
they do nct look like geese. They are simply 
sheets of thin fron, cut into the profile like- 
ness of a goose, and painted to farther carry 
out the resemblance. These profiles are pro- 
vided with a spike at the bottom, by means 
of which they can be stuck upright In the 
ground. They are put out around the pit, at 
different angles, so that some of the decoys 
may offer a side view, no matter from which 
direction the birds may come. ® 

The sport of goose-shooting !s a trifle stren- 
uous for a city man, who ts not used to see- 
ing the sun rise. He must get up in the 
black of night, eat a hurried breakfast, drink 
a cup of coffee more or less bad, and then go 
out into the coldest, shiveriest air that mor- 
tal man ever faced, for the time of goose- 
shooting is after the chill of autumn is well 
established and the air is full of frost. It 
seems dark and gloomy out there in his hole 
in the ground, and the tenderfoot wonders 
whether or not he is having a good time. 

It seems an age until the sky begins to 
clear a bit, and a faint spot in the East to 
show where the sunrise is to be. Objects 
begin to become visible, and the tenderfoot 
can see the ghostly forms of the decoys 
standing up rigidly before the pit. Now there 
comes, far off, from where no one can just 
tell, a faint, soft, musical, mysterious note. 
The old shooter raises his head, grasps his 
gun, and gazes out eagerly while he listens. 


First Sight of the Flock. 


Far away on the horizon, toward that lake 
where the geese were first located, there now 
shows against the sky a faint, dark line. The 
excitement of watching the oncaming of a 
flock of honkers is something not surpassed — 
in any form of fleld sport, and is often too 
much for the novice, who becomes excited 
and almost invariably rises too soon and 
shoots while the birds aretoofaraway. The 
older head warns him solemnly to keep stilT 
and keep down in the pit until he gives the 
word to fire. ) ; 

The babble of the fowl now comes on until 
the chorus is confusing. The birds have 
sighted the decoys, and wonder what these 
new fowl are doing on their own private and 
preémpted feeding ground. They come on 
and on, and the tenderfoot shivers and trem- 
bles in the pit, for to his eyes, peering 
through the fringe, the birds seem big as 
meeting-houses. They come on and yet on, 
and the leader tn the pit is forced to catch 
the barrel of the tenderfoot’s gun to keep 
him from springing up and firing. 

They swing actually directly above the 
decoys. Then as they look down they lose 
sight of the decoys and do not understand it, 
not knowing yet that the birds they are ad- 
dressing are but thin shams, and hardly to 
be seen at all edgewise. At this moment the 
surprised flock takes a pitch, and a curve, 
and a tumble. The air is full of legs, and 
feathers, and voices. Vast white, and gray, 
and brown, and black bodies fill all the air. 
And now, almost beneath the confused mass 
of deceived fowl, there rise two muffled fig- 
ures. Once, twice, three, and four times, and 
then again for a time or two, the thin lines 
of fire pierce the air. Three geese, four, five 
are down, struggling on the stubble; the rest 
are screaming, and climbing, and clawing 
away from that dreadful spot as.fast as 
they can go. The tenderfoot has killed his 
first goose and the old hunter has not killed 
the tenderfoot, which he has been much 
tempted to do.

CORRESPONDENCE MATCHES. 


Marshall's Easy Defeat of Roething at 
Cosmopolitan Club, New York— 
Broeklyn Challenges Philadelphia 
—Pillsbury on His Annual Tour—H. 
G. Kent's Fine Victory Over J. Drab- 
ble—A Bohemian Curiosity — Prob- 
lems for Our Solvers,

The twentieth century tournament of the 
Pillsbury National Correspondence Chess 
association will be a record-breaker. In 
point of numbers, 125 to Friday morning 
Jast, it already exceeds any previous con- 
test of its kind. The pairings will be made 
on Oct. 26, and the entrance list will be closed 


on the previous day. Non-members intend- | 


ing to enter should at once remit $1 dues and 
50-cent fee to the association, at 871 Fortieth 
street, Chicago. There will be liberal prizes. 
The treasury of the association has lately 
been increased by $200 in dues and fees. The 
entries for the association’s big Bast vs. 
West match now number 165, and by the 
middle of November, when the contest be- 
gins, the number of boards is expected to 
exceed 100, another record-breaker. For 
this match only membership in the associa- 
tion is required, 

The Masters’ tournament at the Manhattan 
Chess club did not begin last Monday, ac- 
cording to program, owing to Showalter’s 
non-appearance, but «since then the Ken- 
tuckian has wired that he would leave for 
New York in time to be ready to play tomor- 
row afternoon. The contest should produce 
some excellent chess. 

Hermann Keldanski, the well-known prob- 
lemist and chess enthusiast of Berlin, is in 
New York and intends to make that city his 
permanent home. 

The series of seven games between Frank 
J. Marshall and Otto Roething resulted, as 
was generally expected, in a decisive victory 
for the Brooklyn champion. Not until the 
final game with his German opponent was 


contested at the new Cosmopolitan Chess | 


club in New York, did he lose a game. The 
final score was: Marshall, 4; Roething, 1; 
drawn, 2. Although Marshall had little to 
gain by his victory, except the small purse 
offered, his chivalry in engaging in a con- 
test with a player so little known as 
Roething, just to create interest in a new 
Café Chess club, is quite commendable. The 
Brooklyn player seems to have treated the 
match rather lightly, as he tried a variation 
in the Scotch gambit in which, as second 
player, he answered the gambit move of 3 
P Q 4 with the same reply. 

The Brooklyn Chess club has challenged 
the Franklin Chess club of Philadelphia to 
play a match by wire on Jan. 1, 1901, fourteen 
to sixteen boards, for the customary en- 
grossed score sheet. 

Harry N. Pillsbury began his annual tour 
at the Pillsbury club, Martinsburg, Va., on 
Oct. 4. In a simultaneous of seven boards, 
conceding knight-odds on each, he won all 
In a blindfold performance (ten 
chess, one checkers) he.again scored all. On 
Oct. 5 he played thirteen games at Chambers- 
burg, Pa., and scored thirteen wins. On 
Oct. 6 he played twenty-one games at the 
Franklin Chess club, won sixteen, drew five, 
the latter against F. W. Doerr, C. 8. Mar- 
tinez, J. F. Roeske, W. P. Shipley, and D. 
Stuart. 

Crimson states that the Harvard Chess 
club will make a special effort to get new 
men interestedinthegame. They are needed 
both because the teams In the intercollegiate 
chess matches this year will consist of four 
players from each college (formerly two) 
and because most of the strong players grad- 
uate this year. E. E. Southard, '97, is coach- 
ing the players. The fall tournament begins 
in two weeks. 

Princeton is already engaged in its fall 
tournament, and H. R. Schenck, ‘01, leads 
with five straight wins. Princeton and 
Columbia will soon contest a dual tourney.

Consequently, although Pennsyl- 
vania was again able to carry the ball con- 
siderable distances, the fatal four downs, 
plus an occasional fumble, prevented any 


further scoring.

touchdowns. In the matter of defense, on the 
other hand, the team continued to merit its 
reputation for consistent strength.

If Penn- 
sylvania could hope that Columbia woulédre- 
peat her errors in Philadelphia there would 
be no occasion to worry about the game, 
Harvard, on the contrary, seemed to play a 
game almost free from mistakes of any 


description. 


There is a report from Cambridge this week 
that their team has taken a slump algo, but it 
is unlikely that the Harvard men will do 
otherwise than improve steadily for the 
next three weeks. The Harvard-Bates game, 
which was played on Wednesday, cannot be 
taken asa criterion of what Harvard can do. 
She will be tried out more thoroughly by 
West Point on Saturday than by any game 
up to that date this season. | 


Yale Team Advancing Slowly. 
Yale did not do herself unusually proud in 
her Dartmouth game, and must have felt 
almost as sore about it as the Pennsylvanias 
did after their ‘‘ puss-in-the-corner”’ meet- 


ing with State College. 


But tn spite of this 


there seems to be no evidence of any but a 
forward movement at the New Haven camp. 
With such a quantity of powerful men tt 
seems impossible that Yale should do other- 


wise than become more and more powerful * 


as the season advances and the men become 
welded more and more into a team. 
Princeton, after all, seems to be the team 
which was most in the dumps during the last 
week. She had every reason to be thorough- 
ly disgusted with her showing both at Balti- 


more and at Annapolis. 


The worry of the 


Tigers during this week has not been be- 
cause of the past so much, however, as be- 
cause of the near approach of their encoun- 
ter with the powerful Lafayette team, which 
is simply thirsting for their gore. Judging

THOMAS’ NOW BIBLE PLAN 


ELABORATES HIS IDEA FORA UNI- 
VERSAL RELIGION. 


Pastor of People’s Church Declares 

That the Ideal Code of Morals 
‘Should Partake of the Good of All 
Cults snd That It Is Needed in the 
Pulpits as Well as in the Schools— 
Sees Beauty in the Beliefs of the 
_Astatics. 


The compilation of a “ cosmopolitan Bible,”’ 
designed to embrace the moral precepts of 
all the religions in the world and at the same 
time to exclude whatever is orthodoxical or 
sectarian in any of them, is urged by the 
Rev. H. W. Thomas, pastor of the People’s 
Church, because he says ‘‘ modern Chris- 
tianity is drifting toward a universal re- 
ligion.”’ 

The prime object of Dr. Thomas’ plan is 


-to provide a code of moral teachings for the 


public schools to which parents of sectarian 
beliefs could find no objection, but in the dis- 
sension of churches over established creeds 
Dr. Thomas sees a use in the churches for a 
Bible “ recognizing the divinity in all re- 
ligions.”’ 

“ Twenty-five years ago,’ said Dr. Thomas 
last evening, ‘‘ the idea of a cosmopolitan 
Bible would have been insupportable. But 
the religious development of the last quarter 
of a century has shown the necessity for such 
a Bible. Christians are beginning to realize 
that Christianity is not the only religion in 
the world; that all who are not Christians are 
not pagans, and that the teachings of Asiatic 
‘religions contain just as beautiful and in- 
spiring -morai codes as does the Bible. 


Way to Religious Harmony. 

“The changes which are now manifesting 
themselves in churches of all denominations 
wil: cease only when aii religious conflictions 
are swept away and all humanity finde itself 
devoted to a universal re-igion: 
“My idea for a cosmopolitan or universal 
Bibie {s one which would include all the 
moral teachings of ali the religions in the 
world. It shou:d be a composite of the pre- 
cepts of Zoroaster, Buddha, Socrates, Con- 
fucius, the religion of the stoies, and Chris- 
tianity. 

“ The purpose of all these religions is iden- 
tieal. The teachings of only one leads often 
to narrowness and prejudice; but a concep- 
tien of all would develop the generosity of 
thought which our own Bib:e designs. 

“The introduction of the Bible of Chris- 
tianity into the public schoois has been ob- 
jected to because sectarian beliefs of parents 
conffict. So the school children, while 
versed in temporal knowledge, are allowed to 
grow up with their spiritual nature stunted: 


Is an Unsolved Problem. 


“The problem to introduce in the public 
schools a code of moral teachings that would 
meet with no objection has often been dis- 
cussed by educators and teachers. Attempts 
to solve the problem have always been in 
the selection of precepts from the Christian 
Bible, and These attempts have always met 
with defeat, because Christian parents are 
often so narrow as to insist on the promi- 
nence of their special creeds. 

“Teaching from the Bible which would 
recognize the divinity imall religions not only 
would tend to dissipate.sectarianism in chil- 
dren, but would educate them on a broader 
and more liberal basis. than that of mere 
Christianity and nothing else. Some people 
say that Christianity is good enough for 
them. Probably it is, but even Christianity 
is better understood by an understanding of 
some of the older religions. 

“I believe the compilation of a universal 
Bible for the public schools should begin at 
once. Its need is evident. It would take 
years to compile it properly. It should be 
the undertaking of preachers and educators. 
I am ready to join in a petition to the gov- 
ernment Superintendent of Schools at Wash- 
ington, Dr. William T. Harris, that the 
a interest itself in starting the 
work.”’

CEDN WILHELMINA’S engagement 
and the fin@l withdrawal of old Prince 
Hohentlohe from the office of Chancel- 
lor of the German Empire are prob- 
ably the two most important pieces 

of Eurepean news for the last week. 
The position in Holland of the young Prince 
upon whom Wilhelmina’s choice has fallen 


{ is likely to prove one of exceptional difficulty, 


even more so than that of the German hus- 
band Queen Victoria at the time of her 
marriage over three-score years ago. For, 
whereas, there were no political complica- 
tions to apprehend in the case of Prince A)- 
bert of Saxe-Coburg, and popular prejudice 
against him in England was solely dueto the 
fact of his being a German Princling of non- 
royal rank, and of no fortune whatsoever, 
Duke Henry of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, the 
future husband of Queen Wilhelmina, con- 
stitutes a serious political, peril to. Holland, 
and is regarded as such by the Dutch. For 
they realize that, being a German Prince and 
a Prussian officer, he is bound to impart Ger- 
man influences and prejudices to his wife and 
to intentionally or unconsciously lead her 
towards that goal which the German people 
and government have avowedly in view— 
namely: the incorporation of the Kingdom 
of Holland, with it prosperous and busy sea- 
ports and its rich colonies, into the a wal 
Empi 


re. 

This would maturally mean the virtual loss 
of that Dutch national independence which 
has been purchased at the cost of so much 
bloodshed. It would. mean the compulsory 
acceptance of Germany's economic policy, 
which would be most injurious to Dutch trade 
and it would mean. the introduction-of that 
bugbear of the Dutch, obligatory military 
service, from which they are now exempt. 

This being the case, the young Duke will be 
regarded by the Dutch with a good deal of 
jealousy and suspicion, added to which his 
wife is notoriously self-willed, capricious, 
and much. spoiled, besides having inherited 
that terribly passionate temper for which

her father was so noted, and which she, like 
\ the late King, may be said to have inherited 


1 likelihood of his allowing himself 


from their crazy ancestor, Czar Paul of 
Russia. Under the circumstances it is ex- 
tremely unlikely that he will be accorded the 
title of King Consort, such as was concéded 
to Printe Francis of Bourbon when he mar- 


Ferdinand of Coburg when he became the 
husband of Quéen Marie Della Gloria of 
Portugal. Indeed, it is probable that he will 


with his present ducal title and rank without 
even the predicate or status of a “ royal 
highness,””’ much the same as Queen Vic- 
toria’'s husband, who did not receive the title 
and the rank of “ Prince Consort’’ until 
after he had been married for many years. 


While on the one hand the Dutch people 
are glad that the Queen is marrying early, 
hoping that the succession of the throne of 
the Netherlands may thus be prevented from 
falling ingo the hands of the hereditary 
Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimer, who is the 
next heir, and who is in every sense of the 
word a Prussian Prince, there is no doubt 
that they would have infinitely preferred a 
Danish or a Swedish Prince, instead of a 
member of the one reigning house of Europe 
(barring that of Russia), which has reso- 
lutely declined to concede a constitution to 
its subjects, and which persists in continuing 
to govern them medieval fashion, with all 
the despotism of an absolute monarchy. 
Duke Henry, one of whose brothers was 
drowned at sea through the foundering of 
the torpedo boat which he commanded, at a 
moment when he was affilanced to the young- 
er sister of the Kaiserin, is as bitterly hostile 
to England as are,the other members of hfs 
family, one of his half-brothers, Duke John, 
Regent of the Grand Duchy of Mecklenberg- 
Schwerin during the minority of his nephew, 
having not long ago been publicly taken to 
task by the Kaiser for the violence with 
which he had denounced the English in con- 
nection with the Boer war. 

As a pronounced pro-Boer, Henry will 
therefore be,in full accord and sympathy 
with his wife, Queen Wilhelmina, who has 
arranged to welcome old President Kruger 
on his arrival in Holland with all the honors 
due to the chiefs of a state, thus indicating 
that the court of The Hague at any rate 
declines to recognize the annexation of the 
Transvaal. Moreover, Baron Sweerts, com- 
mander of the Dutch warship Gelderland, on 
board which President Kruger is coming to 
Europe from Lourenzo Marquez, where he 
had sought refuge, has received the personal 
= autograph instructions from his young 

vereign as to the profoundly respectful 
a which he is to accord to ‘‘Oom 

aul.”’ 

With regard to the resignation of Prince 
Hohenlohe, it cannot be said that it excites 
much regret inGermany. On the contrary, it 
is looked upon ratheg as a matter for con- 
gratulation and relief. Until now the 
Chancellor of the German Empire has been 
looked upon in the light of the statesman 
whose duty it was to act as a sort of brake 
to the often extravagant impulses of the 
Kaiser, to serve as his mentor, and to be re- 
sponsible to the non-Prussian courts and to 
the entire German people that the Emperor 
should do nothing rash or unduly commit the 
non-Prussian sovereign states either in 
domestic or foreign affairs. At the time of 
his appointment Prince Hohenlohe con- 
stituted a species of guarantee in this respect. 
For, as a Roman Catholic, a south German, 
as a former Premier of Bavaria, and asa 
Prince Whose vast wealth, loftiness of birth, 
and close kinsmanship with a number of the 
reigning houses of. Europe, there was _ 
to 
bullied or forted by the Emperor into an in- 
judicious course of policy than a statesman 
of less exalted status. 

For a time all. went well But for more 
than a year past, especially since the death 
of his wife, ‘‘ Uncle Clodwig,’’ as the Ger- 
mans are in the habit of nicknaming the 
octogenarian Prince, has“ become tired of 
combating the Kaiser's’ wishes and of strug- 
gling with him about all sorts of subjects, 
and has left the Emperor free to pursue his 
own ceurse unhampered and untrameled. 

This, of course, has given great dissatisfac- 
tion to all the non-Prussian governments of 
Germany, who strongly resented the idea of 
their interests remaining in the hands of the 
Emperor without any kind of check or curb. 
Especially has this been the case in con- 
nection with the Chinese problem, in dealing 
with which the Emperor, although speaking 
as Kaiser for the entire German Empire, and 
committing the non-Prussian States as well 
as his own kingdom, has not taken the 
trouble to consult any one of those south 
German rulers who, as I have often had 
occasion to point out before, are not his 
vassals, but his allies. . 

Prince Hohenlohe, at length alive to the 
fact that by remaining on in office, nominal- 
ly, yet not actually responsible for the 
domestic and foreign policy of the Kaiser, he 
was damaging his own popularity, as well 
as the position which he expects to occupy 
in the history of Germany, for about the 
tenth time tendered his resignation with the 
intimation that he would accept no refusal.

Only a Light Trade in Wheat, but with 
No Pressure of Liquidation and 
Good Commission Buying on Breaks 
Market Rallies on Covering by Pit 
Shorts—Corn Responds to Influence 
ef Cash Jusiness—Provisions Gen- 
erally Higher. 


Barring a weak period early on selling by 
pit traders, who had occasion later to re- 
gret having espoused the bear side, there 
was a firm tone in the wheat market anda 
steady advance to a close at about top fig- 
ures, showing a gain of %-%c. There was 
a lack df pressure on the market anda gen- 
eral indication that it might do better with 
any encouragement. December sold between 
78%-T4c and 74%@74%c,closing at 745¢c, an ad- 
vance of 4c. November closed at the top, T4c, 
a gain of \%-%c, and October at 73%c, gaining 
Opening sales were off, because of 
a tame Liverpool cable, futures being un- 
changed to 4d lower, and the crowd sold the 
market down in anticipation of bearish sta- 
tistics on Monday.

Persons whose moral- 
ity in other respects is most rigidly patterned 
after the decalogue find themselves in the 
hands of the police all because they had no 
sense of the difference between meum and 
teum. No matter how commonplace or 
worthless the object the mere ownership 
by another person is sufficient reason to the 
kleptomaniac for stealing it. 

The department and other big stores are 
the principal victims of irresponsible per- 
sons with thieving propensities. Nearly two- 
thirds of the cases of larceny recorded at the 
Harrison Street Police Station are estimated 
te be the transgressions of otherwise respect- 
able citizens whose palms itch with covet- 
ousness.

Buttonhooks and the unlawful appropria- 
tion thereof landed Mary McKinsley in the 
Harrison Street Annex a month ago. De- 
tectives who searched her lodgings found a 
trunk filled to the brim with buttonhooks of 
every size and description. No two were 
alike and the collection ran the gamut from 
the daintiest of feminine glove fasteners to 
the. most massive of. masculine shoehooks. 
The woman was well known to the detectives 
of several stores as a mysterious frequenter 
of the toilet article counters, but so deft 
was she in sliding a buttonhook up her sleeve 
that discovery was almost baffied. In’‘a like 
manner Elia Marish came to grief from 
stealing perfumery “ just for the excitement 
of it,”’ as she told the police. 

The late Hoss’ Hoey made himself 
famous by stealing a:red hot stove nightly 
in “A Parlor Match” and other plays, but 
Lieutenant Andrew Rohan of Central De- 
tective headquarters says that Chicago fur- 
nished the comedian with the idea. 

Several years ago,” said the policeman, 
“ some thieves took a red hot stove out ofa 
flat at West Harrison and Robey streets. A 
family was moving out of the same building, 
and the head of the house decided that the 
stove was too old to be worth taking to the 
new home.

Fight at Lattimer. 


He tried it first at Jeddo when the strikers 
threatened the Markle mines. When the 
long column of miners appeared he met them 
alone. ‘“* Boys,” said he, “* there’s the break- 
er over there to the left. Over here to the 
right is the company store. One way there's, 
trouble, the other breakfast. Who favors 
breakfast?’’ 

The yell that answered him left no doubt 
of the outcome, for the strikers had walked 
for miles and had no food. So Harvey led 
the hungry cohorts to the company store and 
fed them on crackers and coffee. A few 
lucky ones had pie. ‘‘ Now, boys,’ said the 
Sheriff when the army had eaten, “‘ go home 
and go to bed.” The army went. 


McAdoo Strategy. 


McAdoo strategy is causing the authori- 
ties many sjeepless nights. There's no tell- 
ing what that town will do. It boasts a 
leader as skillful as Lord Roberts, and its 
men are as brave as the Boers. It was Mc- 
Adoo strategy that by a “ demonstration in 
force kept all the guards on one side of Lat- 
timer, thus enabling a flanking column to 
sweep over the property from the rear. But 
the greatest feat of this ‘“‘ Cromwell guilt- 
less of his country’s blood,’’ was the McAdoo 
ball. This in its ‘hhumble way is as. famous 
as the ball at Brussels oh the eve of ‘the bat- 
tle of Waterloo, and accomplished the same 
purpose. Every march the McAdoo men at- 
tempted was Known to the authorities be- 
fore it was under way. So, to allay sus- 
picion, the McAdooites decided to give a 
dance last Thursday on the eve of their 
raid on Lattimer. Every man who was to 
march was there, dressed in his best, but 
when they buttoned their coats to dance 
there were suspicious humps in right hip 
pockets. Every woman and girl who next 
morning would cheer on the strikers and 
revile the workers was there, but they wore 
their old skirts. These details, however, 
were overlooked by the spies. The youth and 
beauty of McAdoo “ chased the hours with 
glowing feet’’ till 2 a.m. Every guard had 
long since’ gone to bed, and the Sheriff's 
horses were wondering at their unwonted 
ease when the quadrille leader stopped the 
band and announced that the dancers would 
adjourn to Beaver Meadow. The announce- 
ment was greeted with a howl of delight. 
That is why the McAdoo men swept through 
the town unopposed, and had reached the

Miners’ Queer Language. 

Few people except the miners themselves 
know what the demands of the strikers are. 
It’s not because they don’t ask, for they do, 
but because the answers are in anthracite. 
Anthracite is the name given the miners’ 
language by despairing reporters. They call 
it anthracite because it’s hard to understand. 
When the Markle employés presented their 
demands to the firm the first clause read as 
follows: 

miners robbing be paid for dead 
wor se 

The opinions of what this meant varied 
from burglary to grave digging. Neither is 
correct. This is what it means: The law 
requires that when coal is taken from @ 
mine enough must be left to support the 
surface. These supports are called pillars. 
Sometimes they are of solid coal; sometimes 
of coal and rock mixed. When the end of 
the vein is reached the miners work back 
again, taking out the pillars as they ad- 
vance. This is robbing. In place of these 
pillars huge timbers are erected to prevent 
a cave-in. Putting in these supports and 
removing the slate and other refuse is “ dead 


work.,”’ | 
Relic of Former Strike. 


Six miles southwest of Hazleton fs a living 


monument of the strike of 1893. It is at 
Humboldt, where a large colliery was located 
seven years ago. One night during the strike 
the miners set fire to the great wooden 
breaker. The flames spread rapidly and ig- 
nited the culm bank, as the great pile of fine 
refuse coal and slate is called. Within two 
hours the breaker was gone, but day after 
day during the last seven years the flames 
have smoldered in the culm bank. By day 
the idle miners, looking southward, can see 
a pale blue column of smoke rising in the air. 
On cloudy nights there is a faint glow low in 
the horizon. It is the last sign of the stormy 
days when the men of the region fought and 
lost; it is the monument of ruin over a lost 


cause.

WHY “CHANGE”—FOR TRE WORSE? 
The other day, on a Chicago street car, 
one man gave another in six short words 
the reason why he was going to vote for 
Bryan. He said “I want to see a change.” 
The map on the Chicago street car is not 
the only one who will vote for Bryan sim- 
ply that there may be a change. Why 
there should be one or what they expect 
to gain by one these men do not tell. Usual- 
ly they are unable to do so, 

The ordinary man does not, in the af- 
fairs of every day life, look approvingly 
on change for the mere sake of change. 
He is content to let well enough alone. 
If his lawyer has won a suit for him 
he does not think he should get a new 
legal adviser. If a particular doctor has 
cared for and cured some member of his 
family when desperately il] he is not in 
the habit of changing physicians when 
sicknese again visits his household. If 
he has a business or profession at. which 
he is earning a good living he feels no in- 
clination to engage in different pursuits. 
If he has a wife and children with whom 
he can find no fault it never occurs to 
him that there ought to be a “ change” in 
his domestic relations. 4 

A congregation which has had for a year 
or two the services of a minister who 
has met its approval in all essential re- 
spects does not dismiss him and engage 
somebody else merely that there may be 
a “change.” The employer whose employés 
suit him fairly well does not drop them 
and hire others merely that there may 
be new names on the pay roll and that 
he may see new faces around him. 

The ordinary man, unlike the man on 
the street car, is averse to change unless 
he can see something to be gained by it. 
If governmental affairs are badly managed 
and the country is unprosperous as a con- 
sequence he sees the utility of a change 
and votes for it. But if those who are 
managing affairs are doing reasonably well 
and the country is prosperous he does not 
think there ought to be a change, for while 
the condition of affairs might possibly be 
bettered by it the chances are it would be 
worsened. He prefers the bird in the hand 


‘to the two in the bush. 


The community is not made up exclusively 

of “the avdrage man.” There is also 
the man of desultory mind, “ studious of 
change and pleased with novelty.” As 
there are women who are miserable unless 
they can move every May, although they 
know the house they move into will be no 
more satisfactory than the one they move 
out of, so are there restless men who can- 
not stick to one business, sit long under one 
minister, or employ the same lawyer or 
doctor for any length of time. It is not 
singular that such persons should favor 
a change in government even at a time 
when they are faring as well as their fickle 
dispositions allow them to under any gov- 
ernment. Such persons would be better 
suited if they could see an annual change 
in the policies of the government and in 
the men who manage its affairs. 
-All these men who are for change for 
the sake of change are for Bryan. They 
are willing to take the gamble?’s chance. 
The country is prosperous now. It may 
cease to be if there is a change. Never- 
theless, they insist on one. Wither they 
fancy that a new deal, while injuring the 
community generally, may help them in- 
dividually, or they do not care what hap- 
pens so long as a new administration re- 
places an old one and there are new men 
in office to find fault with. 

There have been times in the history 
of this country when for its sake a change 
in administration was most desirable. 
There have been times when there was 
so much business distress that business- 
men felt justified in voting for a change, not 
always sure it would help them much; but 
certain that matters could not be made 
worse. Today, however, no sensible man 
wishes for a change, for it is impossible 
to see what can be gained by it. No sensi- 
ble man wishes to discharge competent and 
generally satisfactory government officers 
merely because they have been in office 
for nearly four years. 

This year the sensible men are in the 
majority and there will be no change. The 
man on the street car who is for change 
without a why or wherefore will vote for 
Bryan along with the men who are going to 
vote for him because they favor a change 
in order to break down the currency or to 
introduce mob rule, or to get the offices 
‘for Democrats. There are not enough of 
them, however, to make the change. 


MR, MACVEAGH’S STRONG LETTER. 

The letter in which Franklin MacVeagh 
has formally announced his intention of 
| yoting for President McKinley is a fair, 
dispassionate, and candid statement of the 
situation. It goes to the roots of things 
and shows the fundamental principles on 
which its conclusions rest. As a sound 
money Democrat Mr. MacVeagh recog- 
nizes that 16 to 1 is the paramount issue 
of the campaign. It is the thing for which 
Mr. Bryan stands first and foremost, and 
for which he must always stand if he 
is to be accredited with honesty or sinceri- 
ty. His espousal of that vicipus financial 
heresy and his attempt now to throw it 
into the background are facts which have 
given the measure of the man and his shal- 
low statesmanship. Mr. MacVeagh has 
summed up Bryan’s character in these ‘calm 
but telling words: 

He is a man of half-truths—the most dangerous 
sort of man for egteat responsibilities. And, as 
might be expected of such a man, he is responsive 
to any radicalism under the sun. He has a bright, 
lively intellect, but no power of profound thought, 
no capacity for deep study, and no taste for wide 
reading or experience. He is unsafe, having no 
serious gift of statesmanship. He was at first 
frank and open and courageous; he now has de- 
teriorated, and resorts to campaign tricks, unfair- 


ness, and disguise. 
To the gold Democrats who have proved 


false to their own better judgments by 
joining Mr. Bryan, while still hoping for 
his defeat, Mr. MacVeagh administers a 
deserved warning. Their plan of placing 


at 


themselves in line for places, of influence 


in the party after its regeneration does not 
appeal to his sense of honesty. He reminds | 
these gentlemen that they are playing with 
edge tools, and that if there were enough 
of them they would overreach themselves 
and elect the man whom they bope to see 
defeated by more disinterested men. 
“There is a limit to useful astuteness in 
politics” remarks Mr, MacVeagh. The 
gold Temocrats who are playing this game 
have exceeded that limit. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s idea is to do one thing 
at a time and to attend to the mosf im- 
portant first. “If any one wishes to go in 
for Philippine independence,” he says, “ let 
him not do so at the expense of the dis- 
honor and havoe of free silver and of in- 
troducing Bryanism into the government.” 
His view is that of the great majority 
of patriotic Americans, whether Repub- 
licans or Cleveland Democrats. His let- 
ter is one of the clearest and most unanswer- 
able statements of the case that have come 
from the sound money Democracy. 


CHICAGO CANDIDATES FOR CONGRESS. 

Two weeks from next Tuesday the Chi- 
cago voters will elect seven men to look 
after their interests in the National House 
of Representatives. The welfare of this 
city depends to: no small extent on the 
treatment it receives from the general gov- 
ernment. To insure the recogntion which 
it deserves the city should be represented 
as far as possible by men who unite ability’ 
and experience. The Republican party has 
not been unmindful of this in selecting 
its Congressional candidates. | 

The First and Seventh Districts are 
flexibly Republican. This is fortunate, 
cause there can be no doubt of the elec- 
tion of two competent, trained men— 
Messrs. Mann and Foss. The Second Dis-, 
trict, where Mr. Lorimer is running, is far 
from being so reliably Republican as the 
two which have been mentioned. There 
is reason to belieye, however, that the Re 
publicans will carry it. If they fail to 
do so the Congressional delegation will be 
weakened. 

Congressman Lorimer as a manager of 
local political affairs has stirred up much 
prejudice against himself. He has made 
grave mistakes, which have been most in- 
jurious to the party in the city elections 
and in off years. But national, not munici- 
pal questions are at issue now, and Mr. 
Lorimer has been a laborious, useful Oon- 
gressman. If he goes back to Washington 
the people will have no reason to regret 
it. He is a growing man. He is constant 
in attendance. He is a student of the 
questions which demand the attention of 
Congress. He has gained the respect of 
his colleagues, and if retlected will be more 
useful to the city and the State than ever 
before. 

William O'Neill is the Republican 
candidat@ in the Third District. He is a 
capable man, who has made a surprisingly 
good canvass, creating an excellent im- 
pression on the voters. He will represent 
the district well, if elected. His candidacy 
in that strongly Democratic district much 
resembles a forlorn hope, but his opponent, 
Mr, Foster, who is the sitting member, is 
not popular, For this reason and because 
Mr. O'Neill has taken so well with the 
voters some of the friends of the latter 
have strong hopes of his election. The 
delegation will be strengthened if their 
hopes prove to be well founded. 

Mr, Mills, the nominee in the Fourth 
District, represented it faithfully in the 
last Congress. He is a large property-owner . 
and a prudent, safe man. He can be re- 
lied on to vote for sound money. That 
cannot be said for his Democratic opponent. 
In the Fifth District, which was cut out 
for a Democratic one, and was carried by 
that party in 1808, Charles OC. Carnahan 
is the Republican nominee. ‘There are 
two Democrats running in the district and 
this may elect Mr, Carnahan, who will 
not have to work hard to make a better 
Representative than Mahoney, the regular 
Democrat. 

Mr. Boutell, who is running for re- 
election in the Sixth District, probably is 
the peer if not the superior of any man 
in the county delegation. His district, 
the city, and the State would suffer a 
deplorable loss were he to be defeated. It 
must be recognized that he has a hard 
fight on his hands, and will need the earnest 
support of all his friends. The chances 
seem to favor his retlection, but his friends 
must not take it for granted that he will 
win. They must go to the polls and work 
for him or they will learn, as otlier friends 
of other candidates have learned, that 
votes, not good wishes, carry elections. 


ALTGELD’S ABSURD RAVINGS. 
After the election of 1896 Mr. Altgeld, 
to explain his own defeat and the failure 
of Bryan to carry Illinois, asserted that 
40,000 illegal votes were cast in this city for 
‘Republican candidates. This charge of 
wholesale fraud, which he is still repeating, 
is made by Mayor Harrison also, though 
he, more moderate, puts the number of ille- 
gal votes at 20,000. As the registration 
this year is larger than it was in 1896, Mr. 
Altgeld feels obliged to repeat his cry of 
“fraud.” He asserts that there are today 
40,000 names on the registration books 
which ought not to be there. This latest 
allegation is as baseless and preposterous 
as the one concerning the vote of 1896. 

Judge Carter has answered fully and 
eonvincingly this wild yarn about the frauds 
of 1896, which “ Mayor Harrison, for once 
agreeing with ex-Governor Altgeld, is re- 
peating broadcast in his own speeches.” 
The Judge calls attention to the significant 
fact that the increase of Republican rotes 
in 1896 over previous years was not con- 
fined to a few precincts or wards, but was 
practically uniform throughout the city. 
If that increase was fraudulent all the Re- 
publican judges and clerks were in a plot 
to stuff the registration lists and all their 
Democratic colleagues let them do their 
work without interference. That is in- 
credible. 

To get around this difficulty Mr. Altgeld 
says those Democratic officials were gold 
Democrats, Judge Carter disposes of that 
assertion in short order. He.says that in 
420 of the 921 Chicago election precincts 
the Populists had one of the judges. Asa 
consequence there were two Democratic 
judges and one Republican judge in 720 
precincts and two Republicans and one 
Democrat in only 257 precincts. In every 
precinct the two clerkships were divided 
between the Republican and Democratic 
parties. If there were gold Democrats 
among the Democratic judges and clerks it 
was, as Judge Carter says, the fault of the 
Altgeld local “ machine.” It picked out the 
men for those places, Some of them were 
accused of being gold Democrats. When 
that was proved they were removed and 
Bryan Democrats appointed. Therefore, 
as Judge Carter says— 


By these charges Governor Altgeld and Mayor 
Harrison practically indict the entire Democratic- 
Populist party and those in control of the or- 
ganization in 1896, including. themselves, for the 
wholesale illegal voting which they pretend to be- 
lieve was committed could not have been brought 
about without the connivance of the Democratic- 


committee of this county. 

As there cannot have been in 1896 the 
wholesale frauds which are so wildly 
charged, it ig evident that there is nothing 
inherently suspicious in the larger regis: 
tration of 1000. Yet Mr, Altgeld says 
there are 40,000 illegal names now on the 
registration books. If there are any such 
names on the books and they are not erased, 
it will be because of Democratic connivance, 
That party has half the judges. The local 
ward organizations have selected Bryan 
Democrats. Of the clerks who canvass 
the precincts to find whether the men who 
have registered live where they said they 
did, one-half are “loyal” Democrats. 
There is one in every precinct and the pre- 
cincts are small. Thus far the clerks of 
both parties have sent out only a little over 
4,000 “suspect” notices, Evidently the 
Democratic clerks have not been able to dis- 
cover much illegal registering. 

The great increase in registration is in the 
outlying residence wards. Fraud, if at- 
tempted there, is easily detected. Men 
know their neighbors more generally than 
they do in hotel or lodging-house wards. 
The party workers can tell quickly when 
they scan the printed registration lists 
whether fraud is being attempted. In those 
small householders’ precincts it is impossi- 
ble for a man who has registered falsely to 
be overlooked by the canvassing clerk if 
he is reasonably faithful in the discharge of 
his duties, and there is a Democratic clerk 
in every precinct. The districts where 
fraud is most easily committed, and often 
has been committed, are the ones which this 
year show a decreased registration. 

The Altgeld cry of fraudulent registration 
in 1900 is as impudently false as the same 
ery in 1896. If there are names on the 
books which should not be there, and which 
incompetent Democratic clerks cannot find, 
it is the business of that thorough ward 
and precinct organization, at the head of 
which is Mr. Burke, to find them. What is 
a “machine” worth which allows its op- 
ponents to put 40,000 illegal votes in the 
baHot box under our stringent and non- 
partisan election laws? Neither Mr. Alt- 
geld nor Mayor Harrison would have one 
word to say about fraud if they were not 
conscious of approaching defeat. 


THE CASE OF HENRY YOUTSEY. 

Henry Youtsey has been adjudged guilty 
of the murder of William Goebel and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. . The trial 
which has ended thus is in some respects 
unique, and it does not reflect much credit 
upon Kentucky justice. The fact that this 
was tie third of the Goebel murder trials 
in which the jury was made up of an ab- 
norma! preponderance of Democratic jury- 
men is not reassuring. But the unique 
feature of the case is found in the unex- 
pected and difficult question of court prac- 
tice which Judge Cantrill was called upon 
to decide, owing to the unprecedented 
mental and physica! collapse of the prisoner 
during the trial. 

The Judge granted postponements for five 
days and then ruled that the trial should go 
on. He decided that the law gave no option 
except to carry a trial to the end when it 
was once begun. In case the prisoner was 
found guilty he said he would postpone the 
sentence until the question of sanity had 
been passed upon by a jury. In accordance 
with this ruling the witnesses were heard 
and the trial proceeded with the prisoner 
lying on a cot within sight of the jurors. 
His body was present, but his spirit was 
absent. Under these strange conditions the 
jury was compelled to bring in a verdict. 
The idea that the man was shamming has 
been thoroughly dispelled by the natureof 
his actions and by the testimony of medical 
experts. His attorneys hold that it is un- 
fair to try a man when he is unconscious 
and cannot speak for himself or advise with 
his counsel. This is the view that will be 
taken by the public. A trial under such 
circumstances can hardly be just, and it 
geems inhuman. Under American law a 
prisoner is supposed to be innocent until he 
has been proved guilty. The spectacle of a 
man placed in jeopardy of a death sentence 
while ill and unconscious is unpleasant to 
contemplate. 

Since there was no precedent to guide 
Judge Cantril] in this case, and since his 
ruling now becomes a precedent for the 
future, it is to be regretted that he did not 
choose the more humane alternative pre- 
sented to him. Having no established rule 
to guide him, he could either order the case 
to go on or order the trial suspended until 
the prisoner recovered or was declared in- 
satie by a competent authority. If the jury 


could have dismissed it and secured a new 
jury if necessary. To have suspended the 
trial as soon as the prisoner's plight was 
ascertained would have been more in har- 
mony with the humane tendencies of the 
age. The Youtsey case is a precedent of the 
wrong kind and has an aspect of harshness 
that is not compatible with the spirit of the 
times or of American justice. 


THE EXIT OF MR. KRUGER. 

When President Kruger left the Trans- 
vaal a few weeks ago and took refuge on 
Portuguese soil at Lourenzo Marquez he 
practically gave notice to the world that 
he had given up the fight. Now he has left 
African soil altogether and has embarked 
on a steamer bound for Holland. His de- 
parture was opposed so strongly by the 
refugee Boers in the same town that he 
found it expedient to go by stealth. This 
is said to have made his fellow-countrymen 
indignant. They think he should have 
etood by his people and his country to the 
last moment. 

Probably Mr.. Kruger argued that he 
could do little if any good by staying in 
Africa. He could do none at all if he were 
captured and sent to St. Helena, where 
Cronje is. To escape this fate he fled to 
Portuguese territory, but he could not ex- 
pect to stay there permanently, and,could 
do nothing if he did stay. His cause was 
lost and the British were in possession of 
the country over which he formerly ruled. 
In view of these facts, he may have de- 
cided to look at the matter from a common- 
eensical rather than a sentimental view- 
point, and to go where he could at least live 
in peace through the few remaining years 
of his life. While it is undoubtedly hard 
for him to leave the land where he has spent 
all his life, and to separate himself from the 
people with whom he has been so closely 
and prominently identified, he must realize 
that there is nothing to be gained by stay- 
ing in Africa. His loss of office, of home, 
and of country is probably bitter enough 
without the addition of reproaches from his 
fellow-countrymen. 

With ‘the departure of Paul Kruger a 
unique and picturesque figure disappears 
from the active scenes of the world’s his- 
tory, for it is not to be expected that he 
will accomplish anything for his country’s 
independence in Holland, or Belgium, or 
France, or wherever he may make his 
home. He is an old man and will be com- 
paratively feeble and helpless amid new 
and unaccustomed surroundings. Probably

AN AMERICAN IN PARLIAMENT. — 
. Among the successful candidates © for 
Parliament at the general election in the 
United Kingdom is Mr. Ashmead-Bartlett, 
an American, who married Lady Burdett- 
Coutts and adopted his wife’s name. The 
electoral division which he now represents 
for the second time is the metropolitan 
borough known as the City of Westminster, 
perhaps the most famous constituency in 
the British Islands. | 

Westminster possesses a peculiar inter: 
est not only for students of the English 
political system, but for all who have given 
any attention to legal and ecclesiastical 
antiquities. It is one of the oldest of the 
political divisions, and as the location of 
the Houses of Parliament, the venerable 
Abbey, and—until quite recently—of the 
law courts has a wider range of historic 
association’ than any other district in the 
great metropolis, 

Readers of Macaulay will remember the 
description of the great Hall of William 
Rufus, suggested by the impeachment of 
Warren Hastings. The foundations of the 
Abbey were laid more than a century before 
the time of Rufus, and the law courts were 
made permanent in the immediate neigh- 
borhood as the outward and visible sign 
of the feudal system that was to be ad- 
ministered so effectually by descendants of 
the Norman conqueror, a 

In the ancient Abbey the earliest pro- 
visional legislation was enacted, and the 
church building served at once as a 
religious temple, an occasional royal resi- 
dence, a legislative hall, a legal tribunal, 
and a mansoleum for the illustrious dead. 
From such a nucleus have been developed 
within a nartow area on the banks of the 
Thames, and not more than three miles 
distance from the Tower and the heart 
of the City of London, those monuments 
to human aspiration that mark the prog- 
ress of Britain in the noblest arts of peace. 

Immediate interest, however, is attract- 
ed to the political aspects of Westminster, 
and statesmanship js so blended with philos- 
ophy, religion, art, science, literature, and 
commerce that it is difficult in a birdseye 
view to insulate the phenomena. If one 
be familiar with the annals of this par- 
ticular district of London he knows much 
ov what Is best in the history of English 
thought and effort. | 

Coming to the House of Commons of our 
own time, Americans are interested in the 
fact that the most eminent representative 
of Westminster during the second half of 
the present century was John Stuart Mill. 
“He was the best man I have ever 
known, or that I am ever likely to know,” 
writes Mr. Morley. “ Mr. Mill,” said Mr. 
Gladstone, ““‘ was the saint of rationalism. 
He raised the whole tone of the House 
of Commons.” But philosophers are not 
popular as parliamentary candidates, and 
Mr. Mill was succeeded by a worthy trades- 
man, Mr. W. H. Smith, the owner of all 
the railway book stalls in the United King- 
dom. | 
The change was resented by a radical 
workingman, who, at a mass-meeting, after 
the election of Smith, described the con- 
trast with ample emphasis: ‘‘ Men of West- 
minster, I hope you are proud of your- 
selves. You have driven from Parliament 
the man that wrote the great books, and 
you have put in his place the man that 
sells ‘em!’ Mr. Smith became a most 
useful member of Parliament, and ulti- 
mately figured as the hero of one of Gil- 
bert’s operas: “ So stick to your books, and 
never go to sea, and you all may be rulers 
of the Queen’s navee.” 

Mr. Smith’s son contested the borough 
during the recent election with Mr. Bart- 
lett Burdett-Coutts and got badly beaten. 

It is political if not poetic justice that a 
candidate bearing the name of Burdett 
should be sent to Parliament from the City 
of Westminster. Sir Francis Burdett was 
one of the leaders of the agitation for the 
reform bill of 1832, and while represent- 
ing Westminster for many years was as- 
sociated with Joseph Hume and Daniel 
O’Connell in most of the radical meas- 
ures for the amelioration of the condition of 
the masses. Trisons, asylums, hospitals, 
schools, mechanics’ institutes—all came 
within range of Sir Francis Burdett’s active 
and intelligent effort. 

The generation before Burdett saw Fox 
and Sheridan as representatives of West- 
minster, and also saw Lady Georgiana, 
the beautiful Duchess of Devonshire, can- 
vassing in the slums for “ Charlie” Fox, 
and exchanging kisses for votes. So that 
the American-born member of Parliament 
for Westminster in the new House of Com- 
mons has an honorable political ancestry. 
The republic of the West is taking a gay 
revenge for the stamp act and all the good 
tea that was drowned in the salt water of 
Boston harbor. 

And it is clear that in this realistic and 
materialized age the prophetic utterance 
of the idealist is in course of literal fulfill- 
ment. George Berkeley, Bishop of Cloyne, 
denied the existence of matter and as- 
serted the supremacy of mind. His views 
on such subjects are curious to the public, 
however valuable they may be in the domain 
of the spirit. But in the modern world 
he was the chief apostle of idealism. He ; 
saw into the future far as human eye 
can see, and his visions have become facts. 
Notwithstanding the mockery of Swift and 
Bolingbroke and Robert Walpole the ideal- 
ist was right—‘* Westward the course of 
empire takes its way.”

The theater as well as the public 
library should serve the people as means of educa- 
tion. Then every city must have a theater direc- 
tory consisting of the best men, and actors must 
agree not to play in immoral pieces which degrade 
their profession and help corrupt the people. 


St. Anne’s Church of North Brookfield, Mass.. 
has been attached for $10,000 by the Rev, John 
Berger, the pastor, who sues to recover salary 
guaranteed to him by the Canadian Religious as- 
sociation, the corporate name of the church. Al- 
though Berger's standing as a Roman Catholic 
priest was disputed by the chureh authorities of 
the diocese, he contracted with French Canadians 
of the town a year ago to administer the functions 
of priest for five years at a salary of $1,000 a 
year. Six months ago the attendants at St. Anne’s 
were excommunicated, Last Sunday the trustees 
of the church locked the doors against Berger. 
The trouble is the result of the attempt of the 
French-Canadians of the town to obtain a priest 
of their own nationality. : 


Pére Hyacinthe Loyson’s return to the Roman 
Catholic Church, says the London Chronicle, is 
looked! upon by those who know him well as by 
no means unlikely. Some color certainly is given 
to this expectation by his recent letter to a French 
priest, who had written to ask him when he in- 
tended to take his place in the ranks of the church 
militant.

fe and education of the women students there. The club has taken an active 


interest in the compulsory education law, the parental school law, juvenile 


court, and truant schools,and largely through its influence these have be- 
come State laws. It raised, through its members and friends, the sum of 
$40,000 for the Glenwood School, an industrial school for boys. It also in- 
augurated the movement to raise $200,000 for which four women’s dormi- 


tories have been built in the Chicago University. An endowment fund of 
$1,500 was raised a few years ago for the Art Institute for the benefit of 


young womew graduating from the city high schools. Study classes are car- 
ried on by each department in their special lines, being open to all members 
of the club. A united study class, in which all departments unite, has for 
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its subject this year, “The Outlook for Social Unity.” This class is ad- 
dressed by authorities and specialists on the lines indicated. 


The Art and Literature department, having made the improvement and 


beautifying of the city their permanent work, have received permission from 


the City Council to décorate one of the smaller parks of the city. Several 


societies have grown out of the club, such as the Protective Agency for 


Women and. Children, the Physiological Institute, which opened courses of , 


weekly lectures for the instruction of working women in the principles of 
hygiene and sanitary science; the Municipal Order league, Political Equality 
league, the Household Economics, School Children’s Aid, for the latter of 
which the clnb has collected yearly from $7,000 to $9,000 for the purpose of 
keeping needy children in clothes and thus in school; Public School Art as- 
sociation, to promote schoolroom decoration, art education in the schools, 
and improvement in the homes. For the encouragement of local artists the 
Woman's club has purthased several pictures from their annual exhibitions. 
Nine members were chosen to act as lady commissioners of the World's Fair. 

The winter following the World’s Fair, when thousands of workmen 
were out of employment and wanting the necessities of life, the club under- 
took the emergency work.’ Mrs. Potter Palmer, a member of the club, sent 
a check for $1,000, to which $500 was added from the club treasury, to be 
used for the benefit of women out of employment.

\eNEWS OF WOMAN’S 


\eFederation Entering Field of Legislafive Activity 


VIDENCE that women’s clubs are en- 
entering the field of legislative activ- 
ity was the most prominent general 
fact at the meeting of the State fed- 
eration in Rockford last week. While 

the Illinois federation is composed chiefly of 
clubs which have an expressed literary pur- 
pose, their most enthusiastic action in the 
federation is along the line of securing leg- 
islative enactments. The-success of the 
wumen in securing the passage of some of 
the acts they have worked fbr in the last 
few years in this State has encouraged them 
to further efforts. Should the several move- 
ments proposed to the federation be under- 
taken this winter the Illinois Federation of 
Clubs will become a recognized factor in the 
yobby at Springfield. 

Four bills promise to come before the Leg- 
islature which will be due either partly or 
wholly to the efforts of the women. The 
most important measure which has their sup- 
port is the consolidation of the taxing bodies 
of Cook County. There will be represen‘ta- 
tives of the federation at Springfield to sup- 
port the Civic federation’s bil} on this. sub- 
ject. 

The women hope to have a civil service 
bill of their own and witl work for support 
to their proposal that State institutions be 
placed under the system. Of this measure 
they are somewhat hopeful, although they 
fear the present operation of the system 
in Chicago will injure the measure for coun- 
try support. 

A third enactment is more particularly a 
woman's cause, as it concerns the teachers 
of the State. The effort to pension them by 
a State law is not undertaken fully yet, but 
Mrs. George Watkins’ motion to take up the 
matter was considered favorably. 

A fourth matter is the securing of a wom- 
an’s building at the State University. This 
will require some tobbying, but will not be 
so much a subject of public agitation. 

“All these things go to show,” said Mrs. 
Watkins, “‘ that women are coming to be a 
factor in State legislation only less impor- 
tant than enfranchised voters. What the 
women’s clubs are able to accomplish is not 
a true test of the strength of women, any 
more than what an organization of men is 
able to accomplish compared to the strength 
of all the men. The success of womanso far 
in securing good and desirable legislation is 
certainly felt and women’s clubs are feeling 
the inspiration of results. It is @pleasure to 
them to take up some work that has more 
Girect ends than the cultivation of mind or 


manner. 
Becoming Factor in State. 

“One of the most striking things about 
the sixth annual sessien of the Federation 
of Clubs,” said Mrs. Wean, President of the 
Englewood Woman's club, was the evi- 
dence that the organization has become 
something more than a social and educational 
one. It is rapidly becoming a factor in the 
economic development of the State. The 
fitness of wemen to mingle with men in the 
halls of the Legislature has been demonstrat- 
ed. In fact, their influence is often stronger, 
for the men believe that women are unselfish 
in working for their measures and they are 
more or less suspicious of every propo 
made by men, however commendable it may 


is good for the women, ‘too, for it arouses 
them to a study of things of the present.”’ 
The Federation of Clubs has discovered a 
problem of its own which it will try to work 
out in the next year. On the last day of 
the session two hours were spent in bal- 
loting for officers, while, as a matter, of 
fact, there was but one ticket and no - 
test after the withdrawal of Mrs. Perty, 
which followed the nominations immediately. 
The preceedings were held up to ridicule by 
several delegates, and they insist that they 
do not want the next meeting of the federa- 
tion marked by a farcical election. Menthey

{EUTENANT CHARLES M. M'CART- 
NEY of the Hydrographic office in 
Washington has a massive old ma- 
hogany armchair, built by Thomas 
Jefferson for the easing of the Presi- 
dential backbone in the days when he was 
laying the foundations of the Democracy. 
Before the British looted and burned the 
White House there was a carpenter shop in 
the basement. There President Jefferson 
and Henry Foxhall, machinist and designer, 
would often meet and discuss improvements 
and repairs for White House furniture. 
These two designed the armchair, with its 
crossbar and notched rests, enabling the 
President to sprawl at any angle on the 
portico of the White House, while he played 
the violin or sipped the cooling drinks that 
he affected. The chair.has a soleleather 
back and seat, relieved by rudely tanned 
sheepskins. The chair was given to the 
Tayiors, and it was in that old mansion when 
it was rented to the Hydrographic office.

LIGHTNESS OF NEBULAE. 


Incidentally in this paper the fact Is stated, 
as a matter of calculation, that the average 
density of the Laplacean nebulae when ex- 
tended to the orbit of Neptune would be one 
191,000 millionths of that of water. That isto 
say, this nebulous matter would be so rare- 
fied that a globular mass of it 700 feet in 
diameter would weigh less than one ounce. 
A globe of air of this size would weigh, at 
ordinary atmospheric pressure, about 5,000 
tons. To the unscientific reader this single 
fact will tell more against the nebular 
hypothesis than all the other objections put 
together, for we are required to conceive of 
a gaseous globe of this excessive average 


in its.outer than its inner portion—rotating 
as a rigid sphere, in such wise, for example, 
that if a straight line were drawn from a 
point in its surface to its center every par- 
ticle of matter on that line would’ retain 
its initial alignment, however much the 
globe might contract. and thereby quicken 
the speed of its rotation. 

If the nebular hypothesis is discarded—and 
others than Professor Chamberlin have 
lately found great difficulties in the way of 
its continued acceptance—what hypothesis 
shall take its place? Professor Chamberlin 
is not explicit upon this point, having, ap- 
parently, not yet formulated a substitute. 
He has evidently, however, under considera- 
tion some form of meteoritic hypothesis—the 
hypothesis which Sir Norman Lockyer has 
done so much to render plausible, according 
to which the’ primordial condition of the 
heavenly bodies was, net an inconceivably 
hot gas, but an infinitude of discrete solid 
particles, absolutely without heat. 


NEBULAE UNLIKE LAPLACE’S. 

In searching a solution of this mighty prob- 
lem of creation scientists naturally turn to 
the heavens in search of something there 
which may give us some clew. There are 
found nebule there in abundance, but none 
of them are of the Laplacean sort. On the 
contrary, they are, as shown conclusively 
by the spectroscope, at a low temperature; 


the only gases‘detected in them are hydrogen 


and a few other substances which are vola- 
tilized with comparatively little heat. If 
these nebuls are really the “* world stuff ’’ 
which they are thought to be, the great mass 
of the matter which they contain must be 
at a temperature too low to be luminous and 
visible. It may well be that these nebule 
are really vast dust clouds, the faint glow 
which pervades them being due either to 
heat engendered by the clashing together 
of the component “‘ meteorites,"’ or perhaps

Photography has shown—and particularly 
the photographs recently taken by the late 
Professor Keeler—that spiral nebule are the 
dominant form among the smaller class. 
“ This,’’ says Professor Chamberlin, “ justi- 
fles us in giving them precedence in attempts 
to find analogies for the origin of our sys- 
tem.”’ There is a difficulty, if we start from 
a spiral movement, in accounting for the 
approximate circularity of the present plane- 
tary orbits, but this difficulty may not prove 
insurmountable.

Normal Sun Spot. 


y the authority of the Bible, taken 
in connection with the fact of 
the sun spots which astronomers 
recently have been pointing out, 
the Rev. Silliman Blagden of 
Montreal declares that the begin- 
ning of the end of the world is 
at hand. Ina score of scriptural 
passages he finds testimony for his belief, but 
in the twenty-first chapter of St. Luke he 
takes his text: 

25. And there shall be signs in the sun, and in 
the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth 
distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and 
the waves roaring. 

26. Men’s hearts failing them for fear, and for 
looking after those things which are coming on the 
earth; for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. 

27. And then shall they see the Son of Man com- 
ing in a cloud with power and great glory. 

28. And when.these things begin to come to 
pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for 
your redemption draweth nigh. 


He repeats the theory that the sun is a 
world, in flames, that is rapidly being con- 
sumed, and the sun spots, he says, are por- 
tions: of. it that already have been burned 
to black ash. These spots are in a train 
145,000 miles long, and the largest one he 
estimates to be 10,000 miles wide and pro- 
portionately deep, presaging the-time spoken 
of by the prophet Joel, when “ the sun shall 
be turned into darkness."’ He says that the 
spots have periods of recurrence averaging 
about eleven years, and adds: 

‘These’ solar ~disturbances *may~ be -fol- 


‘lowed by meteorological phenomena, such as 
an aurora borealis, or by a violent magnetic 
storm, such as: we- have recently suffered 
from to our great grief and loss in the most 
grievously smitten city of Galveston, Tex., 
or it may produce no noticeable effect on our 
planet. 
among astronomers as to the origin of the 
sun spots; but this matters little, for there 
will always be unbelievers, and agnostics, 
and heretics till, the end of time. But it ts 
plain from God's prophetic. word that the 
sun spots are occasioned by the sun’s burn- 
ing out, just as a coal of fire or charcoal, 


which becomes black when the fire is ex- 


hausted and leaves it.” 


Not only is the sun to become black, but 


the moon is to flare into a sullen flame, ac- 
cording to Joel: -“ And the moon became 
red as blood.”” That is,” adds the preacher, 
‘“*it will become inflamed, for it is now an 
Opaque body, like our earth. And just as 
when a conflagration starts first in a house 
or building, one sees great red, blood-like 
colored tongues, flames, and sheets of fire 
burst forth and leap upwards; so, exactly 
will the ‘moon become as blood’ when its 
conflagration commences, which will be at 
the same time that the sun becomes ‘ black 
as sackcloth of hair.’”’ 

The preacher points to the existence of 
vast numbers of non-luminous stars in the 
heavens, and these, he says, have not yet 
taken fire, as the luminous ones have. - They

the terrible calamities and accidents, and 
the increase ef crime and criminals, and 
the famines, pestilences, and plagues. But 
of all these the sun spots are the most pro- 
phetic and startling! And as the wise men 
of God waited and watched for the Star of 
Bethlehem, so should rlow wise men watch 
the stars and heavens.” For he insists that 
by these spots “is demonstrated the fact 
that the fire and brimstone of hell are cer- 
tain and awful realities, and not figurative 
expressions.” | 

The Rev. Mr. Blagden does not attempt to 
set the time for this great conflagration 
He is only certain of its coming and of the 
necessity of a watch being.kept-upon the

end the distance between all the planets of 
the universe. j 
School books say that our daylight travel? 
an average distance of 90,000,000 miles from 
its source. This is but a rough estimate. 
The exact figures are greater. Nature has 
suddenly supplied astronomers with an un- 
anticipated means of revising the most 
scrupulous calculation yet made and making 
it ag truly correct as, in all probability, will 
ever be possible. 
This means is the new planet Eros, lately 
discoverecé- by Herr G. Witt of the Urania 
observatory, Berlin. Recent observations 
prove beyond a doubt that Eros ventures 
nearer to Mother Earth than any world hav- 
ing an independent orbit about the gun, Bes 
fore the discovery of this new world astrom 
omers had an ingenious method of deter- 
mining the sun's distance. But the success 
of this method long awaited the exact mea» 
urement of our distance from any other ol 
our sister worlds. Eros, coming nearest ol 
all, will give the most accurate distance 
ever calculated between our sphere and an- 
other. Having discovered how far Bros is 
from us, the computation of how far wé¢ 
are from the sun will then be a matter of 
simple mathematics. Astronomers desire 


| the sun’s accurate distance from the earth 


because they will use it as their foot rule 
for measuring all heavenly space. Thai 
vast gulf is now measured in fractions of as 
imaginary rod extending from our world te 
the central orb of day. 
Astronomers have plotted the heavens fai 
and wide, high and deep, into a huge maj 
showing all worlds and their paths in proper 
proportions, Given a single distance on this

| Thus the accurate estimate of how far Ero 
is from the earth will enable science to cor 
rect its doubtful computations of the greai 
scale upon which the whole universe around 
us fs constructed. Tables of distances in all 
astronomies used by schools or observatories 
will have to be altered after the new figures 
have been worked out. 


TWENTY MILES DIAMETER. 
Eros is a tiny world, lese than twenty 
miles in diameter. Were it to fall upon thi 
broad breast of America and attach itself 
thereto it would form a lump but little more 


the Himalayas. Standing alongside the 
moon in space its face would measure only’ 
one-hundredth the breadth of the latten 
A man might walk from itg north to ite 
south pole in a day, while an express trai 
might circumnavigate its equator and re 
turn to its starting pointinanhour. Yet this 
insignificant planet is given a year one and 
three-fourths the length of ours. Its arbit 
is much more oval than that of the earth. 
The sun, rather than occupying the center 
of this oval, stands much nearer to one of 
its ends than to the other. | 
The earth is then sometimes between the 
sun and Eros, the latter being almost in the 
plane of our orbit. The nearest of such ap- 
proaches on the part of Eros occurs just once 
in thirty years. Then it is only 14,000,0% 
miles distant from us. 
Eros’ next nearest approach will be in 1926. 
Yet it will be nearer the earth than it has 
ever been seen before on Feb. 8 next. Dur- 
ing the darkened hours of that day it will 
appear in the Milky Way. From now untii 
then it will continue to approach us. During 
all this time astronomers throughout the 
world will closely watch and measure it. The 
nearer the little world ventures the more ac- 
curate will these measurements become. The 
figures having all been carefully checked up 
and compared, the distance of Eros will De 
announced and accepted by astronomers | 
everywhere as the most accurate measure- — 


space. 
INVISIBLE TO NAKED EYE. 

Eros is now invisible to the naked eye and 
will be so even on Feb. 8 It will remain 
invisible, except through the telescope, until 
its next nearest approach. Then it will be 
barely seen in tho heavens without the aid 
of that instrument. Through the greatest 
telescopes it now appears as the merest pin- 
point of light. It will never exhibit a roupd 
disk of measurable breadth, no matter Lew 
highly magnified. 

Telescopic measuring tnstruments can be 
aimed more accurately upon a mere point 
than upon a broad disk, like that of the 
moon. Thus in Eros are combined, better 
than elsewhere, the two prime virtues which 
planets could offer the careful measurer of 
vast distances. These virtues are nearness 
and smallness. 
If two men 100 feet apart aim their riffes 
at the same target and simultaneously hit &, 
the sharpness of the angle made by the paths | 
of their bullets in coming together will de- 
pend upon how far away the target is placed. 
Knowing how far they are apart and just 
how much .their rifie barrels were inclined 
toward each other, it would be an easy mat- 


‘| ter for these men to figure out the distances 


of the target. Similarly, when two astronm 
omers, one at one side of the earth and the 
other at the other, simultaneously aim their 
telescopes at Eros, they can estimate how 
far away that little world is after they have 
definitely determined how far apart their in- 
struments are and how they are inclined 
toward each other. Happily, they have 
means of estimating these two necessary 
values.. Similarly can a solitary astronomer 
do the work. He can aim his telescope 
toward Eros just after sunset tonight. He 

obtains the direction in which the instru-: 
ment points as compared with the positions 
of the stars around it. Then he can elim 
his telescope at the same planet just before 
dawn tomorrow morning. Noting the new 

direction, as shown by the background of 
stars, he also estimates how many thousand 

miles the earth has carried him since his first 

observation. Thus does his single telescope, 

moved sround perhaps 7,000 miles from.

He admits that 
efter thirty years’ judgment a man may 
bring him three samples of roasted coffee, 
varying 10 cents in the pound and he cannot 
tell one from another. 

In the main, he says that a poor grade of 
coffee well and carefully made will give bet- 
ter results than a good grade of coffee put 
through an indifferent process of steeping. 
So far as the possibility of naming a kind or 
blend of coffee that would suit popular taste, 
he says there is no popular taste in coffee, 
just as there is no popular taste in cigars. 


* One may suit more tastes than will another, 
but the individual tastes will still be legion. 


Putting the burden of producing good cof- 
fee upon the cook has caused THE TRIBUNE 
to look into the secrets of coffeemaking in 
gpome of the leading restaurants of the city. 
In each of them the “drip” pot, with the 
Irish linen bag, are used in principle.

Rector’s Recipe for Coffee.

Defects Due to Roasting. 
In the first place, it may be overroasted 
or underroasted for his palate. If he likes 
a black, strong coffee he avoids the light-

Again, this ready-roasted coffee is sub- 
ject to loss of aroma. Even if kept in semi- 
airtight tins, this volatile element escapes 
from the berry.

JORTH AMERICA is again the 
sportsman’s paradise. Big game 
hunting in south Africa has been 
} destroyed by the movement of 
} contending forces in the Boer 
War, and the heart of 
the dark continent is made ac- 
___. cessible by railroads little more 
will be heard of the exploits of big game 
hunters there. Already in many cities of 
Europe hunting parties are organizing for 
a& cam on American soil, for, with the 
exception of the elephant, the rhinoceros, 
and the hippopotamus, the biggest four- 
footed game the world affords ts to be found 
on this continent. And with one or two 
exceptions it may be hunted not, as in 
Africa, in the heart of an unknown wilder- 
ness, but within a week’s journey of civiliza- 
tion. 

In Europe until quite recently an erro- 
neous impression that the big game of North 
America had been exterminated by the west- 
ward tide of immigration was generally ac- 
cepted as the truth. It is, however, far 
from the truth, as English hunters in par- 
ticular are finding out for themselves. The 
impression probably grew out of our tardy 
laments on the passing of the buffalo. But 
buffale should never have been classed as 
game. Before the coming of the white man 
the buffalo was, and long afterward con- 
tinued to be, what beef cattle are to civilized 
peoples—simply meat on the hoof. There 
was no sport in hunting the buffalo—not 
near so much as our cowboys used to have 
fn rounding up droves of half-wild beeves. 
To be classed as sport the chase must call 
into play the exercise of skill in woodcraft 
and the cunning of the hunter to overcome 
the cunning and the strength of the animal 
hunted. Buffalo were stolid, stupid, timid, 
non-resisting animals. The ease and speed 
with which they were exterminated are suf- 
ficient evidence of this. 


Slaughter of Buffalo. 


The writer once saw as many as fifteen 
buffalo killed out of one herd by two men in 
less than a five-mile run, and the butchery 
was only then stopped because the butchers 
tired of the slaughter. The buffalo were gal- 
loping across a prairie in northwestern Tex- 
as in a vain attempt to escape the two butch- 
ers, and made no attempt to fight or even to 
turn upon their pursuers, who rode along- 
side the herd and shot down one animal after 
another. This was not sport in the modern 
sporteman’s definition of the term; there 
was no element of danger in it for the hunter; 
there was no cunning required, no exercise 
of skil] with arms or in tracking the game 
to its lair. The buffalo’s utility was of the 
beef and hide producing kind, and his ex- 
termination is to be regretted solely for this 
reason

Much Chance for Choice. 


It usually is at this season of the year that 
the native hunter of big game, the man who 
hunts for the joy and excitement the sport 
affords, gets his outfit in shape for the fall 
or winter outing and sets himself the task of 
deciding upon the place at which he will 
make his camp. Hé@ has a wide territory to 
look over and a variety of big’ game from 
among which to choose his quarry. 

A glance at the accompanying map, upon 
which the habitats of the big game are 
charted, will convince even the most skep- 
tical that there are still vast areas in tiie 
United States and in British North America 
“where primeval stillness reiggs,” and 
where man is only an occasional nightmare 
to the beasts that dwell therein, 

Ytars ago it was the ambition of the Ameri- 
can.hunter of big game to. bring down a 
mountain sheep. That ambition has faded 

_ away, not so much because of a too plentiful 
supply of mountain sheep, but largely be- 

-tause the region inhabited by these sheep, 
or some species of them, is more accessible 
than it used to be. Speaking generally, the 
mountain sheep roam over thé region of the 
Rockies, from New Mexico to Northern Alas- 
ka. ‘The. four species of mountain sheep and 
the localities in which they are found are: 
Nelson’s, in the southern ranges of the Rocky 
Mountains; the big hofn, which range from 
the middle Rockies to British Columbia; 
Stone’s big mountain sheep, which recently 
have been discovered by him in the Stikine 
River region, north of British Columbia, and 
the White or Dall’s species, which are found 
from British Columbia north, It is against 
the law to kill mountain sheep at any time in 
Montana, North Dakota, or Utah. The 
meuntain goat ranges from the Cascade 
Mountains, In the northern part of the State 
of Washington, northward into Alaska, 
probably to Cook’s Inlet. It is found also 
in New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, Wyom- 
ing, Idaho, Montana, and California. 


Musk Ox Most Popular. 


It is the musk ox which has taken the 
place of the mountain sheep in the heart of 
the big game hunters of America. To come 
back from the far northern part of British 
North America with proof that you have 
killed a musk ox stamps you as a sports- 
man whose stories are entitled to respectful 
consideration. There are three regions in 
which the musk ox may be hunted. These 
animals roam north and east of the Great 
Slave Lake, as far east as the Great Fish 
River, coming down to 60 degrees of latitude. 
Then they may be found near Franklin Bay 
and in east Greenland. 

Hunting the American buffalo is a lost art, 


because there are no more buffalo running 
wild in the United States to hunt. But one 
may go way up in British North America 
and try his luck there. A herd of bison, 
numbering, according to various accounts, 


from seventy-five to 150, inhabit the re- 
gion south of and about opposite the center 
of the Great Slave Lake, and running south- 
west for about 200 miles. Many well-known 
hunters have tried their skill in this region, 
but it is not on record that a white man 
ever killed one of these bison. It is a most 
difficult land to penetrate. In the winter it 
is practically inaccessible, and in the summer 
the open country is covered with swamps 
that are almost impassable. The Indians 
of this region are by no means anxious to 
help the white man to kill the game. 


Antelope Seem Doomed. 

Next to the buffalo in the United States 
to be doomed to extinction Is the prong- 
horn antelope. These antelope that remain 
may be found in Arizona, New Mexico, 
northwestern Colorado (espectally in Routt 
County), Wyoming, western Montana, Idaho, 
Nebraska, South Dakota, Washington, Man- 
itoba, and the Northwest Territory. But it 
is unlawful to kill antelope at any time in 
Texas, North Dakota, or Utah. 

The moose is one of the most satisfactory 
kinds of big game to get after. He may be 
hunted from Maine to Alaska. Any nimrod 
who lives in the Bast and wants to dis- 
tinguish himself has the opportunity of 
going up into Maine and Killing the king 
of moose, the monster ‘‘ specter ’’ that car- 
ries around in his interior a lead mine, the 
gift of unsuccessful hunters, who, after 
emptying their magazines of bullets, have 
taken to the tall trees or to the nemrest 
cave.. And at Cook's Inlet, Alaska, was 
killed the largest moose that ever has been 
bagged. So here’s the range of the moose: 
Maine, New Brunswick, Cape Breton, New- 
foundland, Nova Scotia, Quebec, the Ot- 
tawa district of Canada, around Georgian 
Bay, in northern Minnesota, and in the 
region of the Rockies as far south as north- 
ern Wyoming, and running north in Alaska 
to Cook’s Inlet and beyond. No moose, how- 
ever, may be killed at any time in New 
Hampshire, Michigan, Wyoming, North Da- 
kota, or Idaho. 

Of the woodland caribou a few are found 
in Maine, though it {s not lawful to kill 
them, but they may be hunted in New- 
foundiand, New Brunswick, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia, Cape Breton, Manitoba, northern 
Canada, Minnesota, northern Idaho, Wash- 
ington, and then north to northern Alaska. 
If they are found in New Hampshire, Michi- 
gan. or North Dakota it is unlawful to kill 

em. 

The barren ground caribou inhabit about 
the same region as the musk ox, but they 
range 400 or 500 miles farther south. A new

species of caribou found recently in the 
Stickine River region, north of British Co- 
lumbia, has been named in honor of its dis- 
coverer Stone’s mountain caribou. 

Best known, perhaps, of all the species 
of fleer, because of the wide extent of terri- 
tory in which it is found, is the Virginia 
deer. It ts a brush-loving animal, being 
most persistent in this respect, and, there- 
fore, is a favorite among hunters. Its 
principal haunts are in Florida, Virginia, 
the Adirondacks of New York, Maine, New 
Brunswick, Canada, northern parts of Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, in Montana, [ 
and in the Rockies. he home of the mule 
deer also is in the Rockies. The black-tailed 
deer are found in the Cascade Mountains, 
northern California, Oregon, Washington, 
and northward into British Columbia. 

Elk may not be killed in New Mexico, Ne- 
braska, Utah, Montana, North Dakota, or 
Oregon, but may be hunted in British Colum- 
bia, Manitoba, Northwest Territory, Wash- 
ington, Nova Scotia, and Newfoundland, 


Bears Nearly Everywhere. 

Bears are to be found almost everywhere. 
The bear. in fact, is a sort of household ani- 
mal] with the big game hunter. In some parts 
of the East a man can go out into his back 
yard and shoot a bear, and he has to do it 
occasionally, if he wants to save his win- 
ter’s supply of bacon. The black bear ranges 
over half the States in the union. To partic- 
ularize a few localities, he is found in Filor- 
ida, Louisiana, Pennsylvania, in the Cats- 
kills and Adirondacks of New York, in 
Maine, northern Michigan, around Georgian . 
Bay in Canada, in Wyoming, Montana—in 
fact, in all the Rocky Mountain States, from 
New Mexico north, and across the line in 
British Columbia. 

The grizzly bear is found anywhere and 
everywhere in the Rockies, from New Mex- 
ico to Alaska. California has two grizzlies 
of her own, one species found in the north 
and the other in the south. Way up north 
there are some interesting species of bears. 
The Yakutat, a big brown fellow, ts found 
around Yakutat Bay in Alaska. The Ka- 
diak bear, the largest of all bears, is named 
from his principal haunt, Kadiak, one of the 
Alaskan islands. The polar bear ranges 
across North America along the edge of the 
ice, and in summer he gets somewhere fur- 
ther south. 

Mountain lions, which is a general name 
for cougars, pumas, and the like, are found 
nearly everywhere in the mountain forests 
of the Pacific slope, from Mexico to British 
Columbia. 

Peccary, or wild hog, are found in south- 
west Texas, Mexico, and Arizona. 

And sport with the alligators of Florida, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana must not be 
omitted in the list of big game. 7 

Yellowstone Park abounds with big game, 
but hunting there is forbidden.

The extent to which the people of the 
United States are interested in the general 
subject of coffee may be gathered from the 
estimated importations of 550,000,000 pounds 
annually, a consumption of nearly eight 
pounds to each person in the country. As 
compared to this abroad, however, Holland 
consumes twenty-one pounds per capita, Den- 
mark 13.89, Belgium 13.48, and Great Britain 
only oné pound. 

As an article of commerce, the history of 
the coffee berry is pretty well known. The 
berry is the seed of a small cherry growing 
upon a tropical plant first found wild on the 
plains of Abyssinia. The Dutch East In- 
dies made the first experiments outside of 
Arabia in 1600, when the Island of Java was 
selected for an experimental field. Since 
that time coffee culture has spread to the 
tropics of nearly every part ef the civilized 
world. 

The coffee cherry is first deprived of its 
pulp by a washing process, which leaves the 
double coffee berry in 4 husk. When this 
husk is dried it is crackéd by: machinery 
and the grains separated. These grains aft- 
erward are sized by passing through screens 


and put in bags for marketing.

Serpent Mound Park, which for 

the, last fourteen years has been 
ee J in the custody of the Peabody 
Museum in Cambridge, thus restoring to 
Ohio the ownership of the most remarkable 
and famous of the thousands of monuments 
of the ancient Mound Builders which exist 
within her borders. 

The great Serpent Mound lies in the town- 
ship of Bratton, overlooking Brush Creek, 
about seven miles from Peebles, the nearest 
railway station. It had been noted with 
wonder by the first settlers, but it was not 
until 1846 that it was measured and described 


0 by Squier and Davis, who published a report 


with drawings from surveys in the first vol- 
ume of the *“ Smithsonian Contributions to 
Knowledge.”’ 

it seems to be generally agreed by archeol- 
ogists that the mound was erected for cere- 
monial and symbolic purposes, and was not 
connected with the idea of sepulture. In the 
center of the egg-shaped oval is a heap of 
stones showing the effect of fire. This alfar 
(if such it is) was once much larger than 
now, having been broken up some sixty years 
ago in some search for buried treasure. The 
oval is 160 feet long by 80 feet wide and about 
four feet high. From the end of the oval to 
the tip of the tail is a distance of 496 feet In 
an air line,but 1.848 feet if measured from the 
end of the oval to the neck of the serpent 
and then along all the convolutions of the 
body. From the tip of the upper jaw to the 
end of the tail the serpent itself measures 
1,254 feet. The average width of the body is 
about 20 feet, and its height along the head 
and body from four to five feet. From the 
beginning of the tail it gradually decreases 
in width and height until it terminates ina 
bank about a foot high and not more than 
two feet wide. Professor Putnam’s excava- 
tions have disclosed the fact that the serpent 
was erected with great care. Where the 
slope of the ground indicated possible inse- 
curity in the outlines, the work was strength-

WAY TO SERVE TRIPE. 


O one will dispute for a moment 
the healthful. qualities of the 
onion, and yet if any one at the 
boarding-house 
onions that individual will imme- 
diately be set down as a low and 
common sort-of young person. 
They will probably not make au- 
dible comment on the subject around the 
board, but there is sure to be an uplifting of 
eyebrows and an interchange of swift 
lances, and a number of the magt pitying 


less one that has dared to raise his voice and 
cry aloud for the despised onion, At the 
restaurants in Chicago a rigid search with 
@ magnifying glass may reveal in most cases 


menu cards the words *‘ Spanish onions.” 
But when the ontons are brought on there 
are always signs of earnest disapproval and 


are dining in that immediate vicinity. 

On fashionable bills of fare the onion is 
most rigidly excluded from personal men- 
tion, but at the same time the cooks are too 
wise to leave it out of many salads, soups, 
sauces, and dressings, to which it imparts the 
needed tone, although it is not made promi- 
nent as one of the ingedients. The prepira- 
tion may bé eaten by the most pronounced 
onion haters without their knowing just 
what there is in that particular dish that 
gives it just the right taste. 

In boarding-houses, however, there is al- 
ways the chronic female boarder that makes 
it her one grand mission in life to detect 
onions no matter in what shape or form they 
may be disguised. She invariably announces 
the results of her discovery in loud and tri- 
umphant tones, and the disgraced disn ts 
borne away ignominiously. 


Due to Dr. Harper. . 
Ac in the general attitude of the 
boarding-house as well as the general public 


seems to have been brought about since the 
publication of the action of President Harper 
of the University of Chicago in regard to 
the oderiferous bulb. Dr. Harper's physician 
having advised him that the onion is omnipo- 
tent in the elimination of lime from the 
human system, he has accordingly placed the 
onion on his dally bill of fare. The training 
table in. Snell Hall where the university 
athletes take all their meals has onions raw 
or cooked once or twice every day. The 
student halls, including Nancy Foster and 
the other women’s halls, have put onions 
prominently on the daily,menu. There it is 
the student who declines to eat onions and 
not the one that asks for them that is re- 
garded with disfavor. Fashionable South 
Side hotels are carefully canvassing the sub- 
ject, and it is expected that onions will soon 
play a more important place on their menu 
cards than before. 

The prejudice against the onion is largely 
due to the long and lasting odors which the 
onion haters say the onion eaters leave in 
their wake. It cannot be denied for a single 
second but that onions do perfume the breath 
with a most noticeable and stalwart odor. 
But this objection is easily dealt with. The 
ordinary cheese and black coffee that-follow 
dinner are an entirely sufficient corrective for 
any possible trace of the onion. Pickled 
walnuts, spiced ginger, and candied lemon 
and orange peel often served with nuts. and 
fruit, are alsg effective. Much of the preju- | 
dice against onions will disappear as the 
American nation rises in matters of fhe 
cuisine. There are any number of ways in 
which onions may be served in the most 
dainty and appetizing manner. 


Ways to Prepare Onions. 

The young green onions to be found in 
the market in the spring are now to be had 
from the hothouses, and are capable of 
preparation in numerous appetizing ways. 
They are especially delicate in flavor, and 
will be most appreciated by the anti-onion 
eater who wishes to cultivate a taste for 
onions. The young onions must be care- 
fully washed in salt water, the roots. and 
tops trimmed, and then tied again into 
small bundles. These must be put over the 
fire in boiling salted water and allowed to 
cook for ten minutes. They are then drained 
and placed on dry toast with melted butter 
and salt and are served hot. | 
The Spanish. onion, which is now in sea- 
son, is the favorite for both cooking and 
for salads, although the young Bermuda 
is also delicious in flavor and also xoohent 
for a salad. The Spanish onion is excéNent 
when cooked after this recipe, whichis 
one of the Jate Juliet Corson’s: Peel two 
pounds of Spanish onions; put them over 
the fire in sufficient boiling water to cever 
them, with a teaspoonful of salt, and boil 
them until tender. Meanwhile grate an 
equal quantity of bread crumbs and just 
moisten them with cold milk. When the 
onions are tender pull them apart with two 
forks and put them into a buttered earthen 
baking dish in layers with the moistened 
bread crumbs; season each layer lightly 
with salt and pepper; let the top layer be 
of bread crumbs. Put a tablespoonful of 
butter over it in small pleces and place the 
dish in the oven until well browned over; 


then serve at once. 
Stuffed and: Baked. 

Stuffed and baked the Spanish onion is 
also a most agreeable dish. For this take 
six medium-sized onions, take out the cen- 
ters with a scoop, parboil them for three 
minutes, and then put them upside down on 
a cloth to drain. When drained fill the in- 
side with forcemeat of bacon or sausage 
mixed with the heart of the onion, minced 
fine; also bread crumbs, pepper, salt, mace, 
and a spoonful of cream. Stuff the onions 
with this and simmer in the oven for an hour, 
basting often with melted butter. When 
done take the onions up carefully without 
breaking, place them open ends uppermost 
in a vegetable dish, Add to the gravy in the 
baking pan the juice of half a lemon, four 
tablespoonfuls of cream, and a _ little 
browned flour. Boil up and pour over the 
onions. 

An onion sauce which is good with roast 
teal duck is made by peeling and chopping 
fine a small onion. Put it in a saucepan over 
the fire with a tablespoonful of butter and 
when the butter begins to brown stir in a 
tablespoonful of flour. When the flour is 
brown add half a pint each of port wine and 
boiling water, a level teaspoonful of salt, a 
quarter of a saltspoonful of pepper, and a 
little grated nutmeg. Stir the sauce until it 
boils and then keep it hot. When the birds 
are done pour the drippings from them into 
the sauce, mix them well with it, and then 
serve hot. 

Another blacklisted article of food is tripe, 
Yet tripe with oysters is one of the favorite 
dishes at one of the most fashionable clubs 
in town. It is also a delightful dish cooked 
in Creole style, broiled, lyonnaise, or curried. 
With oysters tripe may be cooked after this 
method: Thoroughly wash a pound of 
double tripe in cold, well salted water, drain 
and scald it. When cold cut it into narrow 
two-inch strips and let it simmer an hour in 
a quart of clear soup stock with a stalk of 
celery. Roll four ounces of butter into little 
balls, roll them in flour, add one at a time 
to the tripe, stir continually, and as soon as 
one is melted add another. When all are 
used let it simmer half an hour longer. Put 
the tripe into an earthenware dish and when 
cold place it in the icebox until next morn- 
ing. When wanted warm the tripe—at table 
is best—add about thirty medium oysters, 
let it simmer three minutes, season with salt 
and white pepper, and serve on thin toast.

— Most persons now between the 
ages of 35 and 60 years have had all the 
noral benefits that come of schooling in the 
old McGuffey text books when they were 
in their heyday. Most of these will recall 
the didactic moral which an adventurous 
young man attached to his story of the lone- 
-ly road, his hair-raising fright, and the 
lenouement of the guide post: 

** And when I hear an idle tale, 

Of monster or of ghost. 
aU tell.them of my lonely walk, 
And oné tall, white guide post.’’ 


Daily in the News. 


But in spite of this philosophy the news- 
papers’ of the day bear witness that ghost 
stories are in the category of news. They 
are printed with no apology and are told in 
jetail just as any flesh-and-blood circum- 
stance is related. 

Within the last ten days the ghost stories 
told by metropolitan papers have averaged 
more than 1,500 words in length. The 
vehicles for these stories have ranged from 
the Pall Mall Gazette in London down to tha 
Owosso (Mich.) Argus, and not one of these 
publications has attempted to apologize for 

~giving space to such subjects. In fact, sev- 
eral of these stories already had drawn upon 
the majesty of the law for protection of those 
who had seen the spooks or felt their in- 
fluences. 

To begin with the London case in West 
Kensington, the metropolitan police have 
been detailed.to keep a lookout in Edith 
Walk, in the vicinity of a certain villa, from 
which uncanny noises have emanated. The 
inhabitants of the house at times have been 
unable to sleep. Windows have been broken. 
Footsteps have been heard on stairs. Doors 
have opened and shut. For sixteen years the 
house has had this reputation, but it is only 
within a few weeks that West Kensington's 
nerves have been shaken and the help of 
the police solicited. 


Invisible but Noisy. 


Cincinnati just now is worried with a 
ghost. So far it has been wholly intangible 
and invisible, making no noise, and moving 
about by day with as much freedom as after 
dark. Mrs. D. M. Francis of 437 Richmond 
street discovered all there was to be discov- 
ered of the strange visitor. Immediately 
after her discovery, too, her son, in night- 
shirt and trousers, without shoes, dashed 
into the neighboring police station, shouting 
for the police. vt 

This Richmond street ghost makes a spe- 
clalty of locks and bolts. It was discovered 
one night when Mrs. Francis awoke with a 
seeming voice ringing in her ears, telling her 
to open the doer of a certain back room, sup- 
posed to be empty.. She was so impressed 
with the command that after a few moments 
she lighted a candle and tried the door. It 


was locked and bolted on the inside. She 
knew that the windows were fastened and 
the shutters closed, but she suspected that 
in some way a man had broken into the 
house. 

The son summoned the police, and they 
were instructed to break in the door. This 
they did. Opening it, the room: was empty, 
the windows and shutters were fast, but the 
sheath of the bolt was well over it, and the 
key had been turned in the lock on the in- 
side. Even the police were mystified and un- 
easy. Not much was said of the affair, be- 
cause there was so little to say. Within a 
week, however, a change came in the spook 
procedure. Mrs. Francis had stepped to the 
door of a room just under that which had 
been bolted, and as she reached towards the 
knob it turned audibly and the door swung 
open. Nota soul wasinsidethe room. Since 
that time every door in the house is said to 
open before Mrs. Francis in this same mys- 
terious manner. She does not have to touch 
the knob, only to reach for it, and the door 
swings wide. Not only this, but upstairs 
every night the portrait of one rs, 
Francis’ aunts is turned face to the wall. 
Sometimes the last thing at night this por- 
trait is examined and found in place, but 
next morning it is turned. Just now a po- 
lice officer is keeping watch of the premises 
outgide, to-see what he can see. 


Drives Spqok Horses. 


Geneva, N. Y., is both disturbed and inter- 
ested in a miraculous sort of spook who 
drives a pair of spirited spook horses across 
the waters of Chesleigh Pond. At 10 o’clock 
on the night of every Tuesday this ghostly 
driver, seated in a low vehicle, appears on 
the eastern edge of the pond, which {ts about 
thirty acres inextent. This pond has neither 
inlet nor outlet on the surface, but is sup- 
posed to have subterranean connection with 
Seneca Lake, two miles away. The horses 
step on the glassy surface of the lake, trot 
briskly for about 200 feet into the pond, and 
then vanish in the water. 

On the night of July 3 last Daniel Wilson 
discovered the ghostly trio. In the moon- 
light he saw the buggy coming down the 
road toward the pond, and when it went on 
to the water he became mystified and told 
the story. Since then parties have - been 
made up to watch for the ghostly vehicle, 
and it is said that they are disappointed al- 
ways except on Tuesday nights. 

Since the story has come out old residents 
recall that in the winter of 1857 Timothy 
Chesleigh, after whom the pond was named, 
started across the pond on the Ice, driving. 
The ice gave way, and man and horses were 
drowned. 

In Querendaro, Mexico, in the Street of the 
Geven Gentlemen, is an ample, old-fashioned 
Mexican house, built in the days of the Em- 
peror Maximilian, and capable of housing 
fifty guests. It belonged to the Allendes 
family before the overthrow, and after that 
Marron, the guerrilla leader against the 
French, took it. He held it until 1890, when 
he died. The Allendes, all these years, have 
been claimants for the property, and espe- 
cially since the death of Marron the ‘heirs 


have been importunate, though the house has 
continued in the hands of strangers. 

Not long after the death of Colonel Marron 
some one saw his ghostly shadow on a stairs. 
The shadow came and went until finally Li- 
cenciado Valdemoro, who owned it, had it 
pulled down and rebuilt. The family moved 
into the new house and the ghosts were said 
to have been laid. But a year ago they came 
back and they are there today, according 
to the Mexican papers. In spite of the Mexi- 
can police, who tremble on guard in the 
house, solid but invisible walls of masonry 
are built with unseen hands in a moment, 
cutting off passages from rooms and closing 
doorways. For days a wall may lie across 
a passage, presenting a rough, invisible sur- 
face that is impassable. Then it will be 
moved and perhaps be laid in another part 
of the house. Valdemoro and his family 
have had to leave the house. The police have 
been puzzling with the mystery in vain, 
Friends of the dead Allendes wag their heads 
sagely and sigh. They do not understand it, 
but in the Mexican equivalent they are fond 
of saying “‘ I told you so.”’ 


Blood and Thunder. 


Connellsville, Pa., has one of the old-fash- 
foned, blood-and-thunder type of ghost 
which is getting rarer every day. Its haunt 
is in the old Page House, one of the famous 
inns of Fayette County. This hostelry has 
been remodeled into a dwelling-house for 
two families. This last summer strange 
noises have been heard in the building, the 
garden has been cut up in the night, and 
shrubbery and plants have been broken. At 
dusk, a few evenings ago, Mr. Grindell was 
lying on a couch when he heard the cries of 
a strangling dog. Miss Kerr, daughter of 
the family in the next house, cried for him 
to look. From the back porch he saw the 
figure of a woman in a shroud, bending over 
with her face hidden, and appearing to look 
for something on the ground. After feeling 
in the long grass and under a cluster of lac 
bushes the wraith disappeared with a wail 
of anguish. From this the story is revived 
that years ago a couple staid at the inn, and 
that the.man disappeared one night after 
a great feast. After a time the sorrowing 
woman went, and long afterwards, under 
the lilac bushes, the bones of a man were 


uncovered. 


The ghost walks periodically in the gar- 
den. The Kerr and Grindell families are get- 
ting used to her, only that things in the 
house are often tumbled about in a most in- 
convenient and troublesome manner. 

Between the Towns of Hanover.and New 
Oxford in Texas the ghost of an attractive 
young woman is said to haunt a lane In most 
exasperating way.

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)NEBRASKA’S WAR AGAINST WOLVES< 


.

NEBRASKA is 
overrun with wolves and 
coyotes, these animals being 
more numerous now than. 
ever they were known to be 
in the history of the State. 
Losses of young cattle and 
= ~ sheep from the depredations 
ef the wolves have been enormous this sea- 
son. The calves have suffered mostly, but 
in many cases full grown steers have been 
Tun down by the pests and torn to pieces. 
A few years ago in Nebraska a bounty of 
$5 was paid by the State for the slaying 
~ of each wolf or coyote, but this became 
such a prolific source of fraud that the tax- 
payers put a stop toit. The cattle men did 
all in their power to have the law observed, 
but the careless hunters would kill wolves 
over in Dakota or Wyoming, or wherever 
they happened to find the biggest packs, and 
hen present the scalps to the Nebraska 
Officiais and claim the reward. In addition 
to this, a good many enterprising Nebras- 
Kans found it paid better to raise wolves 
than it did to breed cattle, so they sold their 
cattlé and: went: into the business of raising 
wolves for the bounty. 
. AS a result of all these methods the 
wolves and coyotes instead of becoming 
fewer actually increased rapidly in numbers. 
In 1885 the land boomers advanced the 
~~idea that the giving of bounties for the 
q destruction of wild animals was detrimental] 
b. to the best interests of the State, as it was 
3 calculated, they said, to cause Eastern peo- 
ple seeking investments in Western lands 


3.3 -To Exterminate Beasts Now Preyins on Stock 


to the State as being in a primitive 
condition. This plea wiped out the $5 
bounty and resulted in a bounty of $1 on 
wolf and coyote scalps being substituted. 
So regular wolf hunting ceased. The Ne- 
braska Live Stock association, however, up 
to this day has kept old Wolf Hunter Wat- 
son prowling back and forth over the plains 
of western Nebraska slaying from one to 
a dozen wolves a day. All employés of the 
cattle companies have the strictest orders 
to kill wolves on sight, and cow buyers 
devote much time on their annual rounds 
to chasing and killing wolves. Still, ali 
these efforts are more or less spasmodic, and 
— wolves have steadily increased in num- 
rs. 

The cattle men of Nebraska are greatly 
aroused over the situation, and are earnest- 
ly discussing how to get rid of the pests. 
Mr. J. S. Hervey, a well-known cattle man, 
Suggests all, the counties in the western 
part of the State put in operation the bounty 
of $3 on wolves and $1 on coyotes which 
they are permitted by the State to offerona 
majority vote of the citizens of the county. 
This bounty, added to the State bounty of 
$1 for each scalp of wolf or coyote, would 
make it worth while again for professional 
wolf hunters to take the field and go into 
the business of hunting down and killing 
the wolves. Some concerted action will have 
to be taken by a large number of counties, 
as otherwise a county that takes up the

PROFESSOR TRIGGS’ HALL OF FAME.

mItAT whole plan of creating a Hall 
of Fame in this country,’ said 
Professor Oscar L. Triggs of the 
Chicage University, who has at- 
tracted attention by his com- 
parison of Rockefeller to Shaks- 
peare, “seems to me perfectly 
== absurd and impossible. It is on 
& par with the attempt to compile a list of 
e 100 of the bést books ever written, the sug- 
Sestion of establishing an American acad- 
| emy, and several other plans of a similar 
mature wh.ich have been agitated at different 
vines. Of course, nothing can be said against 
the motives of the plan, which may be, and 
probabl¢ are, highly patriotic and idealistic. 
But, téecording to my opinion, the thing is 
perfectly impossible. There have been a few 
men whose right to a place in any national 
hall of fame no one can or will deny, but the 
list of those great men is soon exhausted. 
“Leaving the names of perhaps one dozen 
Teally famous men of the past out of con- 
sideration we will find that there is a wide 
Gifference of opinion in regard to the claims 
to immortality of the rest. It is the same 
way with a list ‘of the best 100 books. Hun- 
dreds of such lists have been suggested, and, 
aithough a few books will be found enu- 
gmerated in every one of the lists, there are 
mot two lists which correspond as to the 
Majority.of the other works of literature 
that are entitled to a place upon ‘the’ list 
of best books. It is absolutely impossible to 
get a general consensus to any such list, and 
tt-te quite natural that such is the case. A 
certain book which may appeal to one read- 
er may make no impression whatever upon 
other readers. It is all more or less a matter 
of individual taste and temperament, not 
to speak of the differences of opinion which 
depend upon the degree of intelligence, the 
education, and the early training of the in- 


dividual. 
Criterions of Merit. 


“The merit of men is by no means easier 
to judge than that of books. Ore man’s 
hero is not necessarily all men’s hero. For 
that reason I do not believe it will 

_@vyer be possible to obtain universal con- 
gensus ‘concerning a list of men who are 
justly entitied to a place in the American 
Hall of Fame. Even with a more definite 
standard and limitation given, I would con- 
wider the plan absurd. This country is too 
woune yet. Most of the men who have made 
his eountry great and who have won fame 
» ¢he yarious fields of human Jearning and 
wity.are still among the living. This is 
maeticnlariy true of those fields which, like 
- @estric science, chemistry, mechanics, and 
wher sciences, have only recently been fully 
in this country. 
“J: have looked over several of the lists 
ted, and must admit that it would be 
ely dificult for me to choose between 
as am fairly well satisfied with most 
6f those lists, but would suggest that the 
of Bdgar Allan Poe, Walt Whitman— 
under the time limit—and 
the great American his- 


mation Poe stands much higher as a poet 
than Longfellow, whose name I have found 
enumerated in nearly every one of the lists 
suggested. Walt Whitman is surely entitled 
to a place on the list, but he died less than 
ten years ago—if I am not mistaken, in 1892— 
and Is, therefore, not eligible. Parkman also 
seems to me to have a strong claim upon a 
place in the Hall of Fame. 


His Choice of Thirty. 


“If I were called upon to select thirty 
names for the Hall of Fame I would have to 
consider the subject carefully for some time 
before I could reach a definite and satis- 


difficult for me to make a selection.offhand. 
George Washington and Abraham Lincoln 
would, of course, hold places of honor on my 
list. Of other statesmen and soldiers I would 
choose U. 8. Grant, Robert E. “Lee, Alex- 
ander Hamilton, Henry Clay, and Daniel 
Webster. Then I would select Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, the poet-philosopher; Jonathan 
Edwards, the great divine and metaphysi- 
clan; and Mark Hopkins, the noted scholar 
and author. James Fenimore Cooper un- 
doubtedly deserves to be on the list. His 
style is not so refined and polished as that of 
Washington Irving, but Cooper is thorough- 
ly American, while Irving has devoted his 
literary genius to a great extent to foreign 
subjects. 
“Among the American inventors and sci- 
entists I would choose Benjamin Franklin, 
Elias Howe, the inventor of the sewing ma- 
chine; John James Audubon, the great or- 
nithologist; Asa Gray, the botanist. Peter 
Cooper, Cornelius Vanderbilt, George Pea- 
body, and Robert Fulton should also find 
places on the list. Richard Arkwright, the 
great inventor of the spinning machine, 
should be classed with those men. There is 
no dispute as to the claims of Danie) Boone, 


famous American clergymen I would choose 
Wiljam Ellery Channing and Henry Ward 
Beecher; among the jurists, James Kent, 
whose ‘Commentaries’ have won for him a 
world-wide reputation. George Innes and 
Gilbert Stuart would be my choice among 
the painters and Lowell Mason among the 
musicians, although his merits as a com- 
poser were scarcely great ‘enough to entitle 
him to a high rank among the composers of 
the world.”

Originated with Richard I. 
of England to Cover 
Crimes. 


CHECK ON SHERIFF.

DOCTORS’ OBJECTIONS, 


= © Richard I. of England is due 
the fact that Coroners’ inquests 
are held in Chicago. Though 
called the “* lion-hearted,’’ he was 
bloodthirsty in England and mas- 

meen} sacred all the Jews he could find. 
| In 1194, when he was liberated 
Gece) from his Austrian captivity by 
paying a large ransom, he returned to 
England and renewed his bloodthirsty 
reign. He feared that the whole world 
was against him. He did not even 
trust those who surrounded him. The offi- 
cers who carried on judiciary laws were not 
trusted by him, so he created the office of 
Crown, which he termed the “ Crowner,”’ 
with full jurisdiction over all matters that 
pertained to the life or property of the 
citizens of England. *If any homicide was 
committed it was the duty of the ‘*‘ Crown- 
er’ to investigate the actual cause of death. 
Or, if any person had his chattels levied on 
by the Sheriff, the owner of the property at 
the time of the levy could redeem such 
property through the “‘ Crowner.’” In most 
American States the Coroner still acts in 
cases where the Sheriff is barred. 

For a period of over 700 years the Coroner 
could not be placed under arrest, not even 
for murder. Such was his exalted dignity. 

The development of Coroners may “thus 
have been contemporary with that of the 
itinerant justices. Both offices, perhaps, 
were tenfatively employed under Henry 
I.. fell in abeyance under Stephen, 
and were firmly established under Henry 
II. Moreover, Henry II. aimed to curtail 
the authority of the Sheriffs. Some of their 
functions ultimately passed to the Coro- 
ners, and the latter acted as a check on the 
former. 

. Check on the Sheriff. 

The Coroner, the representative not merely 
of the King but also of the people, owing his 
position to the suffrage of the community 
and belonging to that community, was less 
liable to be oppressive and obnoxious to the 
people than the Sheriff, who often bought his 
appointment from the crown, frequently 


lived in some other county, and generally 


regarded his office as an instrument of pri- 
vate gain. 
The Coroner’s jury, like all other kinds cf 


juries, was itself a representative body, and 
its frequent use makes it a conspicuous ex- 
ample of early representation for local pur- 
poses. 


It was a common law that none might beya 


‘Coroner umder the degree of a knight, and 
as far back as the days of Edward I. it was 
enacted by statute: 


“That through all shires sufficient men 


shall be chosen to be Coroners of the most 
loyal and wise knights,” etc. 


Later it seems to have been sufficient that 
they should own land enough for knighthood, 
without actually being knights, and later 


still, that they own land enough “‘ whereof 
he may answer to all manner of people.” 


The Lord Chief Justice of England is a sort 
of ex-officio Coroner, and there are others 
whose appaintmert is vested in some cor- 
poration or attached to some franchise. A 
curious office of this sort was that of Coroner 
of the verge, a person appointed by the Lord 
Steward of the Household, who had peculiar 
jurisdiction within the verge, that is, within 
a radius of twelve miles around the place 
where the King slept. But the Coroner 
proper was always elected by the people “‘ in 
full county,”’ that is, at the meeting of the 
County Court. As a consequence of this 
mode of choice the office never did terminate 
with the demise of the King like other Eng- 
lish offices, but was held for life by one once 
chosen. He could be removed either by being 
chosen Sheriff or for cause by judicial pro- 
ceedings. Among the grounds enumerated 
as cause for removal one is poverty. 

_At common law Coroners had no fees, and 
the statute of Westminster affirmed this “ on 
pain of great forfeiture to the King.” Inthe 
reign of Henry VII. they were allowed 13s 4d 
in the inquisitions of murder, of the goods 
and chattels of the slayer, if he-have any 
goods, and, if he have no goods, “ of such 
amersements as shall fortune any township 
to be amersed for the escape of the mur- 
derer.” By a statute of the succeeding reign 
it was a serious penalty for a Coroner to de- 
ow — fee in cases of death by accidents.

Methods in France. 


In France two distinct and separate off- 
cers take charge of al] medico-legal investi- 
gation. The legal officer. attorney of the 
republic, is an authority not unlike the Dis- 
trict Attorney of our States. He makes a 
record of evidencé, has the power of seizing 
articles or papers if connected with crime, 
and can temporarily hold in durance suspect- 
ed persons... He may employ detectives and is 
held responsible for all the legal questions 
involved. e scientific investigation is un- 
der the charge of a competent medical ex- 
pert, especially selected for the office, who 
has full power and is held responsible fora 
careful scientific investigation. The law of 
Scotland is analogous to that of France. 

In Germany the judicial officer (Staatsam- 
valt) is called the District Attorney. The 
police are his subordinates as officers of the 
law in the investigation of crime. They are 
obliged to report to this officer all cases of 
sudden death or ‘death by violence, and no 
interment of the body Its allowed until after 
the consent has been obtained from thts offi- 
cer or a competent court. Medical exami- 
nations are.made by experts especially se- 
lected for this purpose, who are summoned 
by the above mentioned authorities, and they 
‘in all respects conduct the examination. 
Upon the evidence of the preliminary exami- 
nation the District Attorney enters suit be- 
fore a competent court, 

Back in the days when the Coroner's office 
was reorganizet-on its present basis no such 
thing was thought of as any special care of 
specimens taken from the body of a suspect- 
ed case of poisoning to the doctor for his 
examination. It is recorded that as late as 
1864 a doctor took the stomach from the body 
of a supposed case of poisoning and wrapped 
it up in a newspaper taken from the woodbox 
by the stove, put ft into the back part of his 
sleigh, and drove home with it in the night, a 
‘distance of ten miles, and on arriving home 
discovered that he had lost it out. So tn the 
morning he hitched up and drove back some 
distance, when he found it in the road after 
several teams had driven overit. The doctor 
went straight ahead with his analysis, how-

Complaints Against System. 


One of the principal complaints of the Cor- 
oner’s inquest is that it inverts the natural 
process or order of inquiry. The old-time 
Coroner, often the village attorney, consta- 
ble, or real estate agent, or possibly a man 
of: scme still more incongruous occupation, 
was more commonly versed in legal than fn 
medical knowledge. It was his duty to take 
the initiative in all inquiries relative to the 
causes of death by violence, or suspicion of 
violence, and then, if necessary, to submit 
the medical question to a physician. But, 
unfortunately for the success of such meth- 
ods of inquiry, the human body is perisha- 
ble, and for this reason the delay which often 
takes place in connection with the Coroner’s 
inquest contributes materially to the uncer- 
tainty of the result of inquiry. 

A physician in one of the rural counties 
seems to be able to grasp the situation and 
to fully cover the Pooh Bah existence of the 
modern Coroner. He views the remains, 
holds court, subpcenas himself to appear be- 
fore himself, swears himself in as his own 
assistant, hears his own testimony, swears 
in the jurors—in fact, does everything that 
is necessary, including the collecting of all 
the fees, and yet has not an international 
reputation. While it may be possible for 
one man to accomplish such multifarious du- 
ties, yet an intellect and an assurance like 
this is no criterion to go by, and the law 
should not exact the qualificatfons of an im- 
possible man. It may have been an official 
of this type who inspired the awe and fear 
which rendered possible the following occur- 
rence noted in a medical journal: 

‘* There is a curiously exaggerated notion 
among ignorant people as to the importance 
and dignity of the Coroner, and it is seldom 
that any one can be found who is bold 
enough or rash enough to touch the body of 
one who has met with sudden or violent 
death until the Coroner or his deputy ‘ has 
viewed the remains.’ This is doubtless well 
enough when the person is actually dead. 
but it is carrying it a little too far when, as 
actually happened recently in Brooklyn, it 
operates to prevent the saving of life. Not 
long ago a young girl was found by her aunt 
hanging from the rafters of an outhouse. 
When first seen she was still alive and strug- 
gling fearfully. Her aunt was too fright- 
ened to do anything but scream, and some 
of the women neighbors who were attracted 
to the scene actually prevented one of their 
number from cutting the poor girl down, say- 
ing that she could not be touched until the 
Coroner gave permission. When the latter 
finally came the girl was dead. The Coroner 
is always an object of dread and fear to these 
poor folks, but that this fear of him should 
lead a number of women to make not the 
least effort to save the life of one of their 
friends dying before their eyes, is something 
almost incredible.’’ 


Stories of Rural Officials. 


In a certain town a man shot himself. “A 
Coroner, hearing of the fact and still in ig- 
gorance whether death had occurred, sum- 
.gnoned a jury and hastened to the place, only 
to find the man alive. Selecting the nearest 
saloon as a waiting place, the Coroner and 
his jury remained there until the man was 
dead, employing a boy in the neighborhood

In another place “‘ the body of a drowned 
man was towed across a mill pond from one 
town to another to save the first town, in 
which the body was found, the expense of 
inquest fees.”’

gecessary, and yet it is often of the greatest 
importance that the autopsy be promptly 
made before decomposition is pronounced. 
In an article by Clark Bell of New York, en- 
titled *‘ The Coroner’s Office: Should It Be 
Abolished?” he writes: ‘‘ There can prob- 
ably be no more startling evidence of the 
utter uselessness of a Coroner’s jury than 
the statement of this fact, that whatever 
gay be the verdict in a given case, the sub- 
eequent indictment, trial, and entire judicial 
proceeding is absolutely independent of it 
and proceeds as if the Coroner’s jury had 
mever acted atall. ... 

** We cannot be too jealous of the right of 
trial by jury, but in all cases under existing 
law two juries must agree before a person 
can be convicted of crime, without counting 
¢he Coroner’s jury—viz.: the grand jury, 
which presents the indictment, and the jury 
in the trial of the accused after indictment; 
so that the abolition of the jury on the pre- 
liminary inquiry and a change as to who 
shall make the inquest in its stead is not in 
any sense an infringement upon the right 
of trial by jury, which in all cases would | 
exist if the proposed change was made.” 


Education of Jurymen. 

Out of 1,200 jurymen impaneled for a 
series of 100 consecutive inquests held at 
Montreal, 879 signed their names and 321 
made their marks. The percentage that 
signed is 73.2. A number more were able 
to write but refrained from doing so; some 
from modesty, others for fear of soiling 
the paper. It may be assumed that about 
80 per cent of the jurymen were able to 
write, but from the appearance of the sig- 
natures less than 50 per cent were persons 
who had written sufficiently often to give 
any character to the handwriting. Some 
of the most sensible verdicts were rendered 
by jurors none of whom could write, and 
some of the most absurd bore the autographs 
of all twelve jurors. 

The following is reported from Kentucky: 
‘‘Inquisifion held on the body of Holmes, 
deseasts, Dec. 8, 1853. We of the said jury, 
by being summoned and qualified, and hear- 
ing the evidences, and making true and dili- 
gous resentments over the said body of said 
deseasts, twelve men met, and, being duly 
sworn into the case, believes that he came 
to his death by some fit or other apoplexy. 
Doctor being duly sworn by myself, Coro- 
ner, states that the lobis membrane of the 
spinal disease was affected to considerable 
extent.”’ 

An Irishman named O'Connor was killed 
in Minnesota by one Cochrane, and about 
his dead body assembled a jury of six men, 
who rendered the following verdict, given 
here without the original spelling: . 

‘* Martin O’Connor, here lying dead, came 
to his death by shot from a gun, which 
caused the blood to rush in torrents from 
his body, so that it was impossible for him 
to live until we could hold an inquest.” 

The following humorous verdict was ren- 
dered by a Tennessee Coroner's jury: 

‘*He come to his death from the follow- 
ing cause—to wit: from some sudden cause, 
to the jurors unknown.” 

The great body of the medical profession 
have regarded the Coroner and his duties 
as a subject bearing only on indirect rela- 
tion to the practice of medicine. 

The investigation of the Coroner laws in 
Massachusetts in 1877 showed clearly that 
as practiced there they were not adapted to 
the best ends of justice; that the Coroner, 
no matter how skilled in any branch of spe- 
cial training, would, under the law, scarcely 
be expected to discharge his duties in a sat- 
isfactory manner. In other words, that the 
primal fault lay, not so much in the func- 
tionary as in the class of duties he was ex- 
pected to fulfill. The analysis of these du- 
ties showed that the same person was ex- 
pected to be competent as a medical expert, 
to serve as an administrator of the law, asa 
Judge to hear evidence, to decide upon its 
admissibility, he being only a witness in the 
case. Upon his own authority, or assisted 
by a physician, he was first to determine 
in a case under investigation if death had 
occurred by natural means or by violence;

IN LODGING HOUSES. 


ZE tramps are coming back to 
Chi¢ago to go into winter quar- 
ters. It used to be that with the 
approach of snow and ice the 
tramp winged his flight with the 
wild duck to the sunny southiand. 
The tramp would explain his mi- 

Gili cration by saying he did not 

@ snow balls as a steady diet. But the 
tramp found that while there was plenty of 
sunshine and balmy breezes during the win- 
ter months in the southland, yet sunshine 
ané balmy breezes were also far from fat- 
tening and that the opportunities for pick- 
ing up sustenance during the weary winter 
months were much better in.a big city than 
in the South. A large proportion of tramps 
continue to go south yet with the coming of 
the first frost, but a constantly increasing 
number each year turn their wandering 
footsteps towards the big cities, where a bed 
in the cheap lodging-houses may be had for 
a dime and where philanthropic citizens with 
dimes may be had on the boulevards. 

The tramps that come to Chicago in the 
winter do not remain at a permanent address 
during the cold months. Some of them live 
in the basements of deserted buildings and 
others occupy quarters in box cars on the 
sidetracks in the railroad yards. Ina yard in 
Eighteenth street are a large number of 
abandoned traction engines that wero, used 
last winter by the tramps as their homes. 
Old street cars shoved out behind car barns 
and left to decay are also quietly confiscated 
by tramps and used until the barn boss 
drives them away. 


Use Their Own Soap. 


On extremely cold nights, when the box 

cars and the traction engines are cheer- 
less and gloomy, the tramps walk the streets 
until they can collect the price of a bed at 
a lodging-house, and failing to raise the 
necessary amount they take refuge in the 
police stations. The policemen send them 
down-stairs to the big room in front of the 
cells. They spread newspapers on the floors, 
and then lMe'down and sleep peacefully until 
morning. Every genuine hobo carries a 
piece of soap and a newspaper. On the rare 
occasions when they perform their ablutions 
they scorn to use any soap except their own, 
and they never think of lying down to their 
rest at night without spreading their news- 
papers under them. Tramps know the value 
of paper in keeping out cold, agd sometimes 
an apparently thinly clad tramp will have 
newspapers judiciously stuffed in his cloth- 
ing in lieu of underwear. 
The tramp usually dines in the winter 
months at the cheap saloons in Clark street 
and in Halsted and West Madison streets, 
where for five cents paid for a large vase 
of beer they are permitted to stand in front 
of the lunch counter and harpoon the tempt- 
ing viands there displayed until the hoarse- 
voiced bouncer moves down upon them and 
demands: ‘‘ Well, dy tink dis is de Pammer 
House?

Lodging-House Prices. 


In the cheap lodging-houses the tramps 
can find a bed for prices varying from 5 cents 
to 25.

In the early part of the evening the 
big front room of the lodging-houses, which 
corresponds to the corridor of the higher- 
priced hotels in Michigan avenue, is filled 
by a miscellaneous crowd, among whom are 
many tramps, and who sit as close to the red- 
hot stove as possible. As the evening passes 
on those of the crowd who have 10 cents 
seek their beds. At 10 o'clock a big, red- 
faced bouncer appears and announces in 
clarion tones: “‘ Now, yowse fellers wot’s got 
de price get to yer holes and youse fellers 
got ter carry the banner, carry.” 

To *“‘ carry the banner ’’’ means to walk the 
street all night, or until the wanderer can 
get enough money to pay fora bed. So the 
plutocrats who have a dime each in their 
pockets rise languidly from their chairs, and, 
casting superior glances about them to call 
attention to the fact that they kre guests of 
the lodging-house, say: ‘‘ Well, nite fellers,”’ 
and stroll off to their bunks. 

The unhappy ones who feel themselves 
elected to ‘‘ carry the banner’”’ are all sud- 
denly smitten with deafness when - the 
bouncer makes his announcement. They sit 
staring steadfastly at the stove until the 
bouncer, who often carries a baseball bat as 
an emblem of his authority, touches them on 
the shoulder and says: ‘* Weil, young felly, 
if youse a-goin’ ter carry, why carry.”’ Then 
out into the night they go. 


Sleep in Basements. 


Many tramps, however, scorn lodging- 
houses except on the coldest nights. They 
manage to live somehow, no matter how 
cold the weather may be, though how they 
do it isa mystery. They often drag consid- 
erable clothing into the nests they inhabit 
under sidewalks and in the basements of 
deserted buildings, and on cold nights, after 
putting on all the clothes they have, they 
build small fires and some one sits up and 
tends the fire while the otherssleep.

INANCIAL and economic condi- 
tions have an important bearing 
upon crime. The possession or 
lack of money is an indirect 
cause of crime. Often when the 
financial condition is not in ratio 
to the individual's vanity, avarice, 
made love of ease or of luxury, he be- 
comes a criminal. Many would be classed as 
criminals who escape through the use of 
money. The negro has not the standing 
which financial! independence gives. He can- 
not gratify his desires, and, once arrested, he 
ig reasonably certain of conviction. In the 
North there is a greater capacity for using 
money Wisely. The negro’s capacity is often 


and use he knows but little. 

Property interests strengthen the sense of 
responsibility and deepen self-interest. It. 
is in this one great instance, judged purely 
from the standpoint of occupation, that the 
Northern farmer differs from the negro 
farmer. The former has the desire for prop- 
erty and knowledge of its value. The more 
pro a class possesses the greater is the 
possibility “for raising its standards, This 
financial independence also creates a more 
fayorable environment. Many negroes still 
live in the two-room huts which were built 
for slaves. The air, light, sanitation, and 
@leanliness are not much better than the 
slaves had. The extent of this financial 


poverty is better realized when it is known 


that the negroes have no banks, no loan as- 
sociations, and no credit systems. They can- 
not assist each other, and there is no mutual 
helpfulness developed, as in the white race. 
Any one famillar with the business world 
will see the great sources of advancement 
which the negro is thus denied. Not only is 
ihe negro ignorant of the use of these agen- 
ges, but the white man, in whom he has so 
much faith, makes capital out of this ignor- 
“agnee. High rents, mortgages, whisky, cheap 
jewelry, uscless ornaments, consume their 
wages. Such: impositions are possible with 
all peoples deficient in menta] and business 
training, and are not characteristic of the 
negro alone. The farmer in the North who

PROFIT BY SHIFTLESSNESS. 

There are many ways in which the whites 
profit by the negroes’ shiftlessness. One il- 
lustration will suffice. Deck gangs upon river 
boats receive large salaries. Most of it is 
lost in gambling during the trip. .The 
masters of vessels encourage this by ad- 
vancing the entire wages ‘to the negroes. At 
the end of the voyage they are penniless and 
must ‘Treship. The boat thus maintains a 
steady crew. A negro is rarely encouraged 
in saving or taughe-the value of thought fo 
the morrow. | 

Religion. There is no subject of graver 
Importance than this. Their religion is a 

, Smotionally conceived, with little or 
‘mo moral or ethical precepts. Practical 
Christianity is unknown. except to the few. 
Their services and religious practices are 
designed to arouse only sentiment and super- 
stition. Religion, beginning naturally in 
childhood through the influence of teaching 
and training, is unknown. They must expe- 
rience the definite consciousness of snaring 
it at some revival meeting, for it is supposed 
to be in the atmosphere. Their religion is 
characterigtic of undeveloped races, for 
Slavery has done little to change this. 

The slaves could riot discuss practical 
things, and the weaving of religious precepts 
into daily living has not been done. The 
church represents a social institution, while 
in the North it forms only a small part of the 
Social life. But it is not a social institution 
having a sound underlying principle. In the 
North Christian influences and training are a 
restraint; in the South the influence is often 
neutral or predisposes to crime. Religious 
gatherings are conducted in such a way that 
they are often the scene of quarrels, which 
lead to the commission of crime, and during 
the excitement of revivals many acts occur

POSITION OF THE CHURCH. 

The church represents the organized social 
life of the negroes. Club and labor organiza- 
tions are but slowly finding their way into 
their life. This lack of organization is detri- 
mental to the negro. It is truly said that the 


negroes’ best friend is the Southern white , 


man, because the negro race has not yet in- 


| grained in it racial. integrity and loyalty. 


This is seen in many ways. The negroes 
prefer white men upon the juries, because 
they are fairer. Many negroes are sent to 
prison through the malice of their negro 
associates. If a negro ts undesirable in a 
locality and goes not remove when requested 
it is no uncommon thing for his neighbors to 
combine, acctse him falsely, and cause his 


imprisonment. The negro has been traine@.-qimions. 


to be loyal ‘te the White man, and this stil! 
takes precedence. 

There is one other institution of importance 
in the negro’s social life. This is the saloon. 
It holds an important place in the towns. 
“Craps ’’ and alcohol lead to the commission 
of many crimes. The negro frequents the 
saloon for much of his recreation. The many 
varied forms of physical recreation known to 
the Northerner, and the eareful and strict 
rules under which his gambling takes place, 
are unknown to the negro. His gambling is 
not conducted in well ordered institutions 
where he is protected from interference, and 
where there is an understood code of ethics. 
These are serious considerations, for many 
fights resulting in serious injuries and homi- 
cide are caused through interference and 
cheating. I am not dealing with the propriety 
of regulating gambling places, only with the 
fact that the one system gives more public 
criminals because it increases the opportuni- 
ties for more serious crimes. 

The negro’s large surplus of leisure per- 
mits of much social intercourse. The waste 
of time among the negroes is great. Much 
of it goes into details and trifies and rarely 
into things which benefit them. The con- 
clusions from observations of the negro’s 
social life are that it lacks direction, re- 
straints, and healthful interests, and pos- 
sesses a leisure which is conducive to crime. 

There remain two other important in- 
fluences—politics and laws. In politics the 
negro is practically disfranchised, and so rev- 
olutionary is the feeling of the white that 
attempts to secure a different issue are una- 
vailing for the present. Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana, South Carolina, and North Carolina 
have passed these laws, and Alabama and 
Georgia have thus far failed. 


POLITICS AND LAWS. 

Primarily, this disfranchisement is due to 
the lack of forethought which caused the 
government to give the negro full political 
rights and which rights were sadly abused 
through the agency of rascally politicians 
called ‘‘ carpet-baggers."" The extent to 
which these men corrupted the ideas of the 
negro regarding his capacity and position ere 
incalculable. They aroused false hopes and 
stirred up strife where only peaceful meas- 
ures could accomplish good results. The 
negro, backed by this influence, defrauded 
and domineered over the white, and the reac- 
tion is against him rather than against the 
white instigators who haye fied. These dig- 
franchisement laws are open to the just crit- 
icism that educational and property qualifi- 
cations should apply equally to the whites. 
Without condoning the acts it must be re- 
membered that there is a party standing 
ready to make the utmost political capital 
out of any such discrimination, and this in 
the face of a great election.

These 
conditions increase the-criminal statistics. 

These are the most important environ- 
mental factors which influence crime. One 
factor or two factors cannot be taken alone, 
for they all combine in influencing the in- 


dividual. In studying crime in an individual 
or in any section ef ¢he country all of these 
factors must be considered. I emphasize 
again: Soil alone will not produce a crim- 
inal, neither will the kind of labor, but it is 
the sum of all these forces, and in order to 
reach the sum each separate condition must 
be considered. 


PENAL SYSTEM. 

The second division of the study of negro 
criminals in the South comprises facts re- 
garding the penal system. 

There can be no question but that penal 
laws are administered unequally. In some 
instances it creates,opportunities for con« 
There -is frequently ealusion Be- 
tween the lawyer and the justice. A negro 
asks a lawyer how much it will cost her to 
whip Laura Brown. The lawyer sees a jus- 
tice and arranges that the fine shall be $10. 
She is cautioned to do no “ cutting.’’ only 
whipping. If her wrath is equal to $10, 
Laura Brown gets a whipping. The 


negro is fined according to contract, 
but also gets classe@ among the 
criminals. The justice of peace office 


is one which few respectable men in. the 
South will accept. The salary is small and 
the general rule is no conviction, no fee, for 
either jury or justice. This is a direct bribe 
for conviction. There is often small chance 
for appeal, for a $100 bond is required, and 
few negroes are able to secure it. Justices 
and. constables are often in collusion. The 
constable gives a negro, called a “ striker,’ 
money to go out and play craps. Heinforms 
the constable when and where he wil! gather 
his men to play. Then the constable swoops 
down and arrests them. The striker gets a 
dividend and the constable and justice also 
profit by the transaction. If a man cannot 
pay his fine he goes to the county farm, 
where he works out his sentence at the rate 
of about 30 cents a day. Thecounty or State 
is never the loser through a convict, as is the 
case in the North. | 

At one time there were negro justices, but 
they were found to be even more unsatis- 
factory. Often’ the sentences given were 
so severe that the white custodians wou:d 
take the convicted outside and let them go. 
In one inetance the witnesses were giving 
evidence whigh favored acquittal. The jus- 
tice called him off the stand and said: *‘ This 
evidence doesn’t suit me, sah. I dismiss 
the witnesses and fine you 50 cents and costs, 
anyway.” At another time the jury brought 
in a verdict of “not guilty.” The justice, 
much disgusted, announced: “ De verdict 
doan suit. I set it aside an’ retry de case. 
In the higher criminal courts the negro 
meets with more. justice, though here his 
case is often hastily tried and he is assigned 
incompetent counsel. Cases involving years 
of penal servitude have gone through with 
no counsel for the defense. The penalties 
are inconsistent, and in some States no dis- 
tinction is made between petit and grand 
larceny. A negro may be seen serving a 
three-year sentence for stealing ha‘f a dozen 
ears of corn to feed his mule. His labor 
as a convict is worth about $180 per year, so 
it is no loss to the State. On the other hand,

Negroes are more 
numerous than whites, are valued ‘ess high- 
ly, and are dealt with more summarily. 


QUEER KIND OF JUSTICE. 
A Southern officer put into intended 
humorous English what is really, though 


often unconsciously, the practice: 

“Tf two white men quarrel and one mur- 
ders the other, we imprison the culprit and 
then pardon him; if a white man murders a 
negro, we let him off; if a negro murders a 
white man, we lynch him; if a negro murders 
a negro, we hang or imprison him. The 
penal system is so lucrative to the States 
that the tendency is to imprison rather than 
hang, unless public sentiment demands it. 
When white men are arrested for gambling 
they are usually released or lightly fined; 
but if found gambling with negroes they get 
the full penalty of the law, “‘ just for the in- 
dignity of the thing.” This prejudice creeps 
in almost unconsciously. 

Lynch law is an interesting illustration of 
its growth. In the early years following the 
war the negro was lynched for one crime 
alone. . Within the last six years nearly 900 
persons have been lynchedin Southern States 
Among the alleged causes are riot, incen- 
diarism, robbery, larceny, stock poisoning, 
and horse stealing. Five women are included 
in this number. In Augusta this spring a 
desperate attempt was made to lynch a 
negro editor for publishing some drastic mat- 
ter upon elections, etc. Those who think the 
law is fairly administered will have some 
difficulty in finding parallel cases among the 
whites. There is little excusg for the plea 
that the law will not take its course, for 
Judges, juries, and counsel are almost ex- 
clusively white men, and will mete out that 
variable quality called justice. The laws are 
not more equally applied to women. The 
negro is first a negro and then a woman,.and 
she is not shown the consideration extended 
to white women. 

The penal system consists of three corre- 
late branches—State, county, and municipal 


| systems. These systems work more in har- 
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mony with each ether than‘in the Nerth. 
The State system comprises penitentiaries 
and convict farms and camps; the county in- 
cludes jails, county farms, and road camps; 
the municipal consists of city prisons and 
street gangs. For those who may not wish 
to Know the details existing in the separate 
States, the following summary of the main 
features is given. Unless ot 
they fefet-to all thé States investigated’ 
facts are approximately true for county and 
municipal institutions. 
1. Emphasis is placed upon labor to such 
an extent that institutions must be self-sup- 
porting and bring a revenue to the State. 
Hard labor in the South means from eurrise 
to sunset with only time out for meals. Se 
great is the stress placed upon labor that 
I often had difficulty in securing subjects. 
At busy seasons of the year pardons are 
sometimes withheld because the men cannot 
be spared. Whisky is also given as a stimu- 
lant to the old infirm men to induce them to 
do more labor. The time spent in labor far 
exceeds that in Northern prisons, but cor- 
responds to that of the Northern farmer, ex- 
cept that the convict labors more constantly. 
The revenue from the convict’s labor goes 
into the general State fund. Itis not used for 
the benefit of the convict or his family, or to 
pay the expenses of conviction; and no effort 
has been made to give indemnity to the man 
whose property has been injured by the 
criminal. These are the only uses to which 
‘profits from convict labor should be put. 
The South is not much concerned with 
lessening crime and values a superintendent 
by the cash which he turns into the treasury. 


CONVICT FARMS. 

2. All the States except Louisiana and 
Florida have adopted the convict farm sys- 
tem, though some combine industries with 
it. In the farm system the State works its 
own convicts on farms bought or leased. It 
controls them, and receives the profit from 
their work. In addition, industries are con- 
ducted, or the convicts are hired out. This 
system differs from the lease system in that 


in the latter the men are leased for a definite 


sum, all the profits of their labor going to 
the contractor, who has full charge of them. 
The farm system is in principle the same as 
in the Northern prisons—only the nature of 
the work varies. The farm system is an 
ideal solution of the convict problem, both 
financially and in avoiding labor conflicts. 
It is not, however, practicable in the North 
on account of the length of the winters, 
small farms, publicity of the work, and dif- 
ferent class of criminals. | 

3. In each State social intercourse is per- 
mitted. In some States it is restricted, as at 
meals; in others there are no restrictions. 
The most marked characteristic of the North- 
ern prisons is the absence of such inter- 
course. 

4. All States except South Carolina have 
the congregate cell system for men, and all 
States except North Carolina and Virginia 
have it for women. In North Carolina the 
system is so lax that any value this system 
may have is negatived. The congregate cell 
system means that all the prisoners sleep in 
one or several large rooms and often two or 
three together. 

5h. The discipline is the same in all States. 
Whipping and solitary confinement are the 
only punishments. Whipping rarely ex- 
ceeds twenty-five lashes now, though recent- 
ly it was double that amount for grave of- 
fenses. This punishment Is applied indis- 
criminately to both men and women. Con- 
victs are guarded by men, and traced with 
dogs when they escape. The bloodhounds 
have been supplanted by foxhounds. Even 
with this system the escapes are many. 
There have been as many as 150 in one year, 
and they now average about fifty. 


TREATMENT OF CHILDREN. 

6. Children are found in all penal institu- 
tions. It is not uncommon to see negro chil- 
dren ranging from 7 years upward work- 
ing alongside of hardened criminals or oc- 
cupying the same room with them. There 
are no reformatories to which they can be 
sent. When it is remembered that the asso- 
ciation in Southern prisons is free—that is, 
few restrictions are placed upon gambling, 
use of tobacco, swearing immorality, etc.— 
the bad influence is apparent. In five States 
where the facts were obtainable it appeared 
that there were 530 persons under the age of 
18, most’of whom in the North would have 
been in reformatories. The number in Ala- 
bama alone was fifty under 16 years of age. 

7. All the States have had the lessee sys- 
tem, and all but Mississippi still hire out the 
convict labor in some form. 

8 All State penal institutions are now 
governed by a board, except Florida, which 
is under the control of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture. 

9. No trades are taught except mining. 
None are required on the State farms, and 
the States are opposed to spending any time 
or money upon the negro. 

10. There are no systems of identification 
and the reports are still deficient. Some of 
them give only the names of the prisoners, 
together with the number of deaths, escapes, 
and pardons. 

«11. Almost all of the States have good time 
laws, though they are of but recent date. 


deaths. Three State farms have been 
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These laws have for their object good be- 
havior, Vetter work, and less attempts at 
escape. During the first two years two 
months each is allowed, for the next two 
years three months each, and four months 
for each succeeding year after the fourth. 
In Louisiana, if they havea life sentence and 
serve fifteen years,. they are conditionally 
released. If rearrested they must serve the 
remainder of the old sentence. Virginia has 
a conditional parole law, the authority for 
release being vested in the Governor. North 
Carolina has a liberal good time-law. Con- 
victs receive five days good time emch month, 
and receive $1 cash for each ten days thus 
secured. When they have received $5 in 
this way they are entitled to an additional 
five days. These laws are undoubtedly con- 
ducive to good behavior and secure better 
work. The negroes do not enjoy the re- 
strictions of the prison and fear losing good 
time more than anything else. These laws 
are much abused under the contract and 
lessee systems, for the convicts are punished 
for trifies and the contractor thus retains 
them for a longer term, often for their full 
sentence. | 


COUNTY SYSTEM. | 


The characteristic features of the county 


and municipal system are: 

1. The farms connected with these institu- 
tions are inferior to the State farms. _ Here 
the convicts furnish their own clothes, work 
in all sorts of weather, and receive insuffi- 
clent food. They are short term men, and 
the county is not as interested in their health 
and welfare as if they were State wards for 
a number of years. 

2. The sanitary and social conditions in 
the jails and city prisons ar>. with a few ex- 
ceptions, extremely bad. Innocent and 
guilty, young and old, are huddled together 
and many contract diseases in the damp, ill 
ventilated rooms, from which they do not 
recover. | 

3. The iabor system is characterized by 
chain gangs, who work upon the streets. 
Alabama's county convicts are leased to the 
mines under State supervision, and in 
Georgia one county leases to another for 
read improvements. Boys work on these 
gangs with the men, and the women work 
on the farms or do light work in the quar- 
ries connected with them. In municipal 
cases they usually care for the public build- 
ings of the city, and a squad of them may be 
seen at work in public any morning. 


PRISON 

In the following I have selected ' 
features of the Southern prison 
have given the attitude of each State upon it. 
I have omitted all history of the systems ex- 
cept. where the changes have been recent 
They include: Systems, buildings, labor, dis. 
cipline, food, morality, clothing, rest “and 
recreation, and reformatory influences. 
First, as to systems. 

In Mississippi in 1894 the lessee systein was 
abolished and the State farm system adopt- 
ed. This was made necessary by the gross 
abuses under the old system, which gave a 
large percentage of invalids, escapes, and 
chased, and eleven are hired or worke a 
shares. The State has provided for the pur- 
chase of 12,000 acres of land, and upon this 
all the criminals are to be placed. The men 
are worked under a superintendent, captains, 
and guards, and are clothed, fed, and disci- 
plined by the State. The women under this 
system are employed in sewing, in the laun- 


dry, or in light farm work, gnd are kep sep- 


arate from the men. The farms are cotton 
producing, theugh vegetables, rice, etc., are 
also raised. The net revenue to the State is 
about $100,000 per year. 

Louisiana has the lessee system in all its 
force, though it has been abolished, to take 
effect when the present lease expires in 1901. 
This system has existed since the war. The 
convicts are leased by the State to the high- 
est bidder. The men work upon levees or 
railways, and are sublet to whom the con- 
tractor wishes. The women are kept upona 
plantation. The food, clothing, and disci- 
pline are all within the control of the lessee. 
The State has an officer who visits the camps 
once each month. When the convicts arein- 
capacitated for work they are returned to 
the State to be cared for at the main prison. 
The State receives $50,000 per year for these 
convicts, regardless of the number. 

Alabama has a threefold system. More 
than any State, except Georgia, she has been 
charged with brutality in her lease system. 
At present all the able-bodied men are hired 
to the mines at a rate of from $12 to $18 per 
month. They are clothed and fed by the con- 
tractor and disciplinec only in the presence 
of the State’s ins»ector. Their tasks are 
fixed by the State and they aré paid for over- 
time work. Tne next class of men js hired 
in sawmills under similar conditions, and 
the weakest class is kept upon the State 
farms or is worked in the cotton mill which 
the State owns and operates on its farm. 
The invalids are sent to the main building. 
The women are worked in the cotton mill, in 
the sewing-room and laundry, and do light 
farmwork. The revenue is about $150,000 


net yearly. 


LEASING OF CONVICTS. 

Georgia leases her convicts to the mines, 
the sawmills, brickyards, and upon turpen- 
tine farms, under less careful supervision 
than in Alabama. The men unable to meet 
the requirements of these occupations are 
worked upon a farm, which also serves as 
a hospital. Boys and women are also lo- 
cated on this farm. The revenue is about 
$100,000 net per annum. In Florida the lease 
system prevails. The men and women are 
leased to turpentine mills and phosphate 
mine operators. This is the only State where 
the women are not kept together, but are in 
the different camps in twos and threes. 
There is an official who visits the camps 
once a month. There are about twelve 
camps in the State. Revenue unknown. 

South Carolina has a system similar to the 
Northern one’. There is a main institution 
where most of the men and the women are 
worked in a cotton mill, on the contract 
plan, and are paid for overtime. There are 
also farms where disabled men and boys 
are worked. Revenue, $70,000. North Caro- 
lina has a main penitentiary. where women 
and men are worked in factories operated 
by the State. There are several farms, one 
of which is devoted to boys. Convicts are 
also hired to the mines and to railways. 
Revenue, about $50,000 per year, Virginia 
has a main penitentiary, where the majority 
of her convicts are worked in a factory on 
the contract plan, with overtime pay. It 
also owns a farm, where those needing out- 
door work are sent. The boys are often 
sent from here to the reformatory. In all 
other States they are held by the penitentiary 
or are leased out. Revenue, $120,000 per year. 

2. Buildings—In Mississippi the buildings 
are only crude wooden structures. They 
usually consist of small houses, called cribs. 
They are small, dark rooms, witha door “th

They are but tempo< 
rary structures, and ventilation and sanita@ 
tion are both bad. They are crowded. In 
Louisiana the housing system is no better. 
The women occupy a mere shed, located i 
a pig yard. There are only two windows 
and a dgor for the ventilation of a room#é 
holding forty women, and at night both 


these are closed, for there isno matron. The 
men are housed in rude:camps or old build- 


ings whenever they are.at work. They ate 
crowded into these buildings, often withow 
baths. The ventilation and sanitation are 
extremely bad. Alabama has a fair housing 
system. At the mines the rocms are large, 
airy, and sunny, and the men are allowed 
to have any !uxuries which they can secure. 
At the farm or stockade there is cleanlines 
and the rooms are not crowded. Alabama 
has a dining-room and regular hours for 
meals, which js not true in the other States, 
At the suwmi!ls the buildings are less health= 
ful. The penitentiary is an old building, and 
the cells are not Nght and well ventilated, 
but there {s a large yard, which the men use 
when not at work. 
On the State farm Georgia. has the best: 
buildings of any Southern State. They are! 
new frame buildings and have a dining-room, | 
large airy sleeping-rooms, good sanitation, 
and places for bathing. The main rooms 
have guardrcoms, so Uhat an attendant ja 
kept on duty allnight. The minesand camps 
provide no such luxuries. In the latter the 
bulldings are rude and often only camp tent#® 
are used. Only recently complaints were 
made to thé Prison commission that the mer 
weré kept in bulidings which were heated byp 
building’ a bonfire in the center. The mcr 
found the cold preferable to the smokeou 
South Carolina, North Carolina, and Virgin 
ia have buildings similar to those in th 
North. In each of these States there are 
main bulldings tnclosed in walls, Virgini 
has the congregate cell system. Florida has 


no central prison; only the rude buildings 


used at the camps. These are similar to 


in Mississippt and Louisiana. 


SANITATION IS BAD. 

The sanitation in all the prisons is 1 
favorable than in Northern prisons. I 
some it is a menace to the health of the sub- 
jects. Mississipp!, Alabama, Georgia, North 
and South Carolina, and Virginia have hos- 
pitals, but a Northern physician would hol 
up his hands in horror to find no separation 
of contagious from other diseases, or of 


health from disease. Most of the hospitale) 


consist of rooms set apart in the main build- 
ing. and the only distinguishing features are 
better linen and more cleanliness. The min-' 
ing camps in Alabama and the men’s prison, 
in Georgia have well-appointed hospitals, | 
The facilities for bathing are rarely good, 


except at the mines. 

3. Labor without exception {is the most fm- 
portant thing in all institutions. First, with 
reference to the labor of men. In Mississippt 
there are few abuses. The hours are long, 
but they are not often whipped for not com’ 


pleting tasks and they do not labor in inclem-. 


ent weather,. which has reduced the mortal- 
ity rate. In Louisiana, without reference to 
age or physical condition, they are required 
to do a certain amount of labor. They work’ 
on the levees when not sick enough to be 
returned to the hospital. As a result men 
often drop at their work. Whipping is about 


the only stimulus given for work. Condl- | 


ns on the farms in the other States are. 
those in Mississipp!. In Georgia 
the maximum amount of labor ts secured on! 
‘the farm. It ts the system of labor subject, 
to the fewest abuses. In the mines in Ala-) 
bama the labor of the men fs carefully 
graded by the State into four classes, rang-' 
ing from two to eight tons of coal per day. 
The men are classed each month according to 
their condition by the State inspector, and 


are retained at the mine or transferred to” 


the sawmill or farm, as their health requires, 
For all work over their tasks they receive 
pay. While this often gives them from $10 
to £40 per month, the tendency ‘is bad. It 
serves to keep the men in the mines lorg 
hours, and they break down often through 
their desire to earn money. There should be 
a limit to the hours spent in the mines, 


In Georgia the men are stil further under - 


the contro. of the contractors, and the sys- 
tem is not so well controlled by the State. 
In Florida they are completely out of the 
control of the State, and their overworking 
depends upon the lessee and guards. Im 
South Carolina tasks are given by the State 
to those in the mills and they are paid for 
overtime, though they are not allowed to 
stop work when the task is done. When not 
fitted for the mii! they are sent to the farms, 
In North Caro‘ina they gre worked by the 
State in factories and brick yards 
and receive no overtime pay. Where they 
are leased to the railways the labor corre« 
sponds to the farm work, but the super- 
vision is less protective. Virginia hires its 
labor to’ a contractor who conducts a shoe 
factory at the institution. 
for overtime work. In Virginia and North 
Carolina the work is so apportioned that 
the convicts have from two to four hours 
daily leisure. It will be seen that’ farms

The labor of the women varies. The most 
favorable conditions are in Mississippi, 
wWiere they pick cotton, do laundry work, 
and sew.

In Florida they do 
tie work about the camps, In South Caro- 
liga they labor exclusively in the laundry, 
8@wing-room, and cotton milis.

In North Carolina and Virginia, like the men, 

they have much leisure; in all other States 

they labor all day. They are always housed 
separately, but do not always work sep- 
afate from the men. In Louisiana and 

Georgia the labor conditions are most un- 

favorabie to women. The women do farm 
work and are worked in squads under a 
guard. Their labor consists in chopping 
down trees, dit , Cleaning up the planta- 
tion, “ toting logs and coal, and “ tending.” 
ebtton. Some of this is labor to which no 
Woman, tlegro or white, is adapted. In 
@tching, cutting trees, and other labor 
they must often work in water, and their 

@resses are suitable for such work. There 

ig no distinction based upon the criminal’s 

vious occupation. If she is a seamstress 
from the city she is put at the same kind of 
work as though her training had been in 
the field. There is no time when they do not 
vtork except on stormy days. In apportion- 
ing the!r labor no cognizance is taken of the 

’ fact that they are women and that heavy 
labor and dampness are not always advisa- 
bie. 


WOMEN WHIPPED. 

As a result many of them are in a broken 
Gown condition. This class of labor tends 
to remove all possibility of reform for they 
grow coarser and more degraded. The guard 
= the employé of the lessec, and as he is 

lly in. the interest of the employer the 
labor required is extreme. Women have been 
whipped daily for not completing tasks, unti! 
it has dawned upon the guard that they were 
ineapable of it. In Georgia the conditions 
ate but slightly better. Until within two 
‘years the women were leased out to work. 
on plantations, and the work and treatment 
were so brutal that they were taken in charge 
. by the State. The work is the same here as 
| fv Louisiana, and but little more considera- 


tion is shown them as women. Sometimes 
When they work in the cold or wet they are 
given coffee, quinine, or brandy to prevent 
colds. The squads are often divided into old, 
young, and feeble. The number of hours re- 
quired is the same for these, but the rate of 
work varies. The measurements reveal’ 
mn@merous organic defects and much depleted 
vitality through the labor. The excessive 
@mount of work required on the convict 
farms in the South is due to the fact that 
4 they are experiments, and the managers are 
7 4 @uxious to make the best possihle showing. 
q At present they sap the convicts’ vitality and 
4 prevent all reformatory influences. 
3 4. Discipline is equally important. As ap- 
: plied to men and women there is no difference 
7 in the administering of it. Flogging with a 
. heavy strap is the universal method of pun- 
fishment. The men are flogged upon the bare 
— batk, while the women are sometimes a!- 
_ lowed to retain their clothing. The number 
— ~ of lashes is limited in most of the States, but 
 & in Louisiana and Florida there are no re- 
| strictions. In most States it is administered 
by an under officer, in Alabama only in the 
pregence of.a State inspector, and not upon 
the same day when the offense is committed. 
’ @labama’s system of punishment has been 
severe. The negroes were often bucked and 
gagsed when whipped, and were given a pun- 
fishment called the water punishment. This 
was done by pouring water steadily upon the 
tipper lip. It so effectually prevented breath- 
ing that numerous deaths resulted. Georgia, 
in. some of its sawmill camps, still chains its 
men to the beds and to each other at night, 
Many of the men and women bear the evi- 
Gencés of brutal treatment during the lease 
system there. Punishment is usually in- 
Gicted for failure to perform tasks, for viola- 
tien of the rules of the prison, and for fight- 
ing or attempt at escape. In the States 
where there is not direct contro! of the crim- 
nals by State authority there are still grave 
abuses. 


FOOD OF CONVICTS. 

_& The food yaries but little in the different 
States. The. staple foods are pork, rice, 
corn bread, field peas, and molasses. Coffee 
is usually given once a week, and when ob- 
tainable the prisoners are supplied liberally 
with vegetables. On the farms these are 
raised, so the food is better. The food is not 
always well. prepared. In Alabama, North 
Carolina, and Virginia the convicts are 
allowed to. furnish themselves with extra 
food. This.privilege is carried so far at 
Virginia that they are allowed to use oil 
stoves and cook in their cells. Some of the 
convicts do not appear at regular meals. 
The men congregate there about twenty- 
five in a cell and often present an interest- 
‘ing spectacle in their culinary occupation, - 
gome cooking, some eating, and some trading 


foods. 

The well-ordered dining-rooms of the 
Worth are lacking. In Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Georgia, and North Carolina the convicts are 
fed from tin plates. They use their fingers, 
and eat in their sleeping-rooms or walk 
about the yard. Though Georgia has a good 
éining-room it is not kept up and the women 
git about under the house, on wood piles, or 
on the ground eating from tin plates or pails. 
a Nerth Carolina there is a dining-room, but 
© order is maintained, and some convicts 
e@ as good targets for crusts of bread, 
tables, etc. There is much trading of 
od. and it is amusing to hear the bickering 
.a8 to how many potatoes a beet is worth. 
what a piece of corn bread will bring. 
The food fs usually sufficient in quantity, 
though one prison allows only two slices of 
bread, a cup of water, and a dish of mo- 
Jasses. to men who have labored five hours 
@nd are to sleep nine heurs. Tobacco is sup- 
plied both men and women in al] institutions. 


CLOTHING PLENTIFUL. 
6. All of the institutions have uniform ma- 
terial for clothing. It is usually heavy 
atriped cotton goods, similar to the heaviest 
used for bedticking in summer and 
‘woolen in winter. In most of the States the 
clothing was plentiful, in good condition and 
» with the exception of underclothing. 
and Georgia this was not the 
case. The women wore any garments they 
could patch together and the men were at- 
in soiled and tattered clothing. When 
women came to the laboratory I some- 
— had to send them back for baths and 
n clothes. Sometimes they had nothing 
im reserve except their clothing when ar- 
tested. No time is allowed them for wash- 
img or mending their clothes, except on Sun- 
Gays and rainy days. Where the women 
make and care for the clothing, as in other 
Btates, cleanliness and whole clothing are as- 
sured. In most of the States, where the con- 
victs do not provide their own clothing, the 
-— ‘nderc for men and women is limited 
4 ko one garment. No special provision is made 
women in any institutions. There are 
‘farely any night garments furnished. In the 
Winter the clothing is sometimes insufficient 
and unless wraps are brought when arrested 
they are not provided with them. This isa 
: , for there is much outdoor work in 
winter. In North Carolina a vicious system 
4 prevails. The government is so lax that 
4 men and women often become acquainted 
| and the mele convicts are allowed to spend 
4 their money for undergarments and trinkets 
q for the women. It is no uncommon thing for 
4 the women to receive shoes; hose, corsets, 

a tnd finery from their admirers. 
. 7. Morality. The cendition among men and 
Women is not favorable. The free social life 
of the men and unrestricted intermingling 
permit many forms of immorality. It is 
much more serious with reference to the 
‘Women. No Southern institution, except

SOME SAY THESE MEN 
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» Charles Stewart Pa: nell. 


F all,the extraordinary stories 
that have found their way into 
print in connection with the 
south African war, now drawing 
to a close, there is none that at 
first sight appears more extrava- 
gant than the one widely circu- 
lated in the continental news- 
papers of the old world according to which 
Charles Stewart Parnell, the Irish leader 
and statesman, is not only alive and In good 
health, but has actually been fighting for 
several months past in the Boer ranks 
against the English. Indeed, some even go 
so far as to insist that the elusive General 
de Wet, the most successful of all the Trans- 
vaal leaders, and whose feats in harassing 
and tricking the English commanders have 
served to endow him with such a halo of 
fame that in the stories told of him it is 
impossible to define the point where reality 
ends and mere legend begins, is no other 
than the virtual creator of the home rule 
party, who is generally believed: to have 
been carried to his grave some ten years 


ago. 

Nor is this belief confined to the conti- 
nental press. It is prevalent among the 
peasantry and poorer classes in various parts 
of Ireland, where the people appear to be 
convinced that Parnell, realizing that his 
existence after the scandal in connection 
with the O’Shea divorce case would consti- 
tute a source of weakness to.the cause of 
his beloved country, resolved to disappear, 
either forever, or, at any rate, until such 
time as when Ireland had obtained her own, 
and the fact that he was stil] alive could 
no longer affect her destinies injuriously.. 
It is asserted that the coffin purporting to 
contain his remains holds nothing but a 
mere lay figure, or sand, and that, having 
shaved off his beard, he had without any 
difficulty whatsoever made his escape in 

oO ose who may feel disposed scoff. 
at this strange story, and to diamise tt from 
their minds as unworthy of any considera- 
tion, I would point out that Parnell’s career 
and character were utterly unlike those of 
the average English-speaking statesman and 
politician, that he was so thoroughly un- 
conventional and original in all that he 
did and even said, that he was just the kind 
of man to adopt some such peculiar method 
of withdrawing from public life, and from 
public view, either from motives of patriot- 
ism so intense ag to bordér on quixotism, 
or else because he had become tired and 
disgusted of the treatment to which he had 
been subjected by those of his followers 
and adherents whom he rightly considered to 
owe him a deep debt of gratitude and of 
loyalty. I do not for one moment believe 
that Parnell is still alive, or that he has 
anything in common with the Boer General 
de Wet, excepting a fondness peculiar to 
both of them for investing their movements 
with the most profound and impenetrable 
mystery. But what I do wish to say is this, 
that if there is any one man whom I have 
known, who in my opinion would be capable 
of playing such a hoax upon the public, it 
is assuredly Charles Stewart Parnell. 


It was in the spring of 1884 that I first 
made the personal acquaintance of the great 
Irish leader, and for several months I saw 
him frequently, invariably at the House 
of Commons. The Cabinet of the day was 
far from being united, nor was the ma- 
jority of which it was able to dispose in the 
House of Commons large. Certain negotia- 
tions were in progress between some mem- 
bers of the ministry who believed at that 
time that the Irish problem might possibly 
be solved by means of a statesmanlike com- 
promise, redounding to the honor of all par- 
ties concerned. So many years have passed 
since then that I cannot conceive of any 
harm being done by my stating today that 
I acted as the intermediary for a number 
of messages that passed between the Minis- 
ters in question and Mr. Parnell, communica- 
tions that were as oreditable to the one as 
to the other, for they were prompted on the 
side of the Ministers by an honest desire to 
solve in an equitable manner one of the most 
difficult problems that has ever confronted 
the English crown, while if Parnell was 
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unable to meet them half way, as they had 
honed, it was solely because he believed 
that he could not do so without doing an 
injustice to those who had intrusted «heir 
destinies to his keeping. 

These negotiations at one moment, how- 
ever, progressed sufficiently far to result in 
the entire Irish party, under the direction 
of Parnell, casting its vote at a critical mo- 
ment in favor of a government that com- 
prised among its members the statesman, 
who, though long since dead, still lives in 
the hate of the Irish people under the name 
of “ Buckshot Foster.” It was on the sub- 
ject of some Egyptian question, and the 
manner in which the Irish party came to 
the support of the Cabinet was so unex~ 
pected by the outer world that it catsed 
a nine days’ wonder. The Ministers chiefly 
concerned? in these negotiations with Par- 
nell convinced themselves thereby that it 
was useless to attempt to effect any set- 
tlement of the Irish problem on @& basis 
equally fair to both parties concerned, and 
from that time forth became the most vio- 
lent opponents of home rule doctrines. 


Disdain Except for McCarthy. 

While I was sitting and talking to Parnell 
his followers would frequently come to him, 
either to report or for instructions, and it 
was impossible not to be struck by the ex- 
traordinary hauteur with which he treated 
one and all of them, with the exception of 
Justin McCarthy. The latter he seemed to 
regard as a social and intellectual equal, 
whose advice was worthy of being taken

He was peremptory in the 
extreme, and if any one of them attempted 
to utter a werd that partook of the nature 
of argument, he would quietly cut them short 
with a well-bred insolence that made them 
wince. 

An aristocrat in appearance and bearing, 
and stamped with the hall mark of a graduate 
of one of the great English universities, there 
was a certain hard look about his face which 
seemed to indicate the knowledge that he 
had more or less broken with the men of his 
own birth; and I cannot recall any other man 
who so theroughly reminded me of Lucifer 
as portrayed by Milton. When at last the 
crash ‘came, and when the role which he 
played in the O'Shea divorce case having 
been turned to political account by his ad- 
versaries, Mr. Gladstone had been led to stip- 
ulate his temporary withdrawal from the 
leadership of the Irish party as a condition 
of his own championship to the home ru!'e 
cause, the Nationalists were encouraged to 
revolt against their chief, much of the in- 
ordinate bitterness displayed against him 
by his followers, such as Timothy Healy and 
cthers, was undoubtedly due to the remem- 
brance of the contempt with which he had 
invariably treated them—chilling. super- 
ciliousness by means of which the well-born 
Britisher is wont to repress the presumption 
of social inferiors. 

That there was ever any feeling of personal 
sympathy between Parnell and the rank and 
file of his party, save in political matters, I 
cannot for one minute believe after what I 
witnessed in 1884. While I do not for one 
moment venture to assert that.there is any 
truth in the popular superstition in Ireland, 
according to which the Squire of Avondale 
is still in the land of the living, it must be 
confessed that there is a certain amount of 
plausibility in the weird tale, since it would 
not have been out of keeping with the char- 
acter of Parnell to vanish from the scene by 
means of a simulated death after he discov- 
ered that his disappearance would advance 
the cause of. his beloved country when he 
realized that he could not longer rely on the 
loyalty or discipline of his followers, that 
every service which he had rendered had met 
with the basest ingratitude, and, last but not 
least, after he found that by marrying Mrs. 
O'Shea he had not made but marred the 
position of the ambitious and wonderfully 
brilliant woman to whom he had been so 
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devotedly attached and who played so great 
a role in his political career. 

Parnell is by no means the only man offi- 
cially reported as dead, and concerning 
whom a popular belief prevails that he still 
remains in the land of the living. Through- 
out Russia a similar superstition exists con- 
cerning that General Skobeleff whose sud- 
den death at Moscow has always remained 
shrouded in a certain amount of mystery. 
The ido] not alone of the army but likewise 
of the masses of the Russian people, the 
popularity of this heroic figure, who still 
lives in the hearts of his countrymen as the 
“White General,” at one momem gave se- 
rious concern to the government at St. Pe- 
tersburg, especially when the General, hav- 
ing without authority pledged Russia's co- 
operation in certain anti-German enter- 
prises of France, showed a disposition to use 
his influence with the people to force the 
Czar into an immediate war against Ger- 
many. Moreover, his close intimacy with 
the leaders of the pan-Slavist party at Mos- 
cow, and his pronounced sympathy with 
their views, all contributed to render him a 
species of enfant terrible’ to his govern- 
ment, @ fact of which every one was aware. 

It is these circumstances, coupled with the 
fact that. his alleged death took place pre- 
cisely at the moment when Russia found 
herself on the verge of a war with Germany, 
for which she was in no sense prepared, that 
has given rise to the so widespread belief 
that his demise was fictitious; that he mere- 
ly vanished from the scene, prompted by 
motives of patriotism and expediency, and 
that he remains to this day in the land of the 
living. So firmly is this conviction rooted 
in the mindg of the people that only two 
years ago the entire population of a large 
town in the interior of the empire, after 
adorning the chief thoroughfares with bunt- 

and triumphal arches, flocked to the 
railroad station with bands of music and sil- 
ver salvers bearing bread and salt, all for 
the purpose of welcoming the ‘“‘ White Gen- 
eral," who, according to a rumor, origi 
ated no one knew how, was to arrive by the 
midday express train. 

The late King John of Saxony is generally 
believed to heve survived his official obse- 
quies for a mumber of years, confined in a 
mountain monastery as a lunatic afflicted 
with homicidal mania. 

Archduke John of Austria, although de- 

scribed as dead, is so widely believed to be 
still in the land of the living that swindlers 
experience no difficulty whatsoever in pass- 
ing themselves off as this scion of the im- 
perial house of Hapsburg, who, as in the 
case of Parnell and Skobeleff, is popularly 
believed to have had political and personal 
motives for disappearing from the scene. 
_ Prince Frederick William, Landgrave of 
Hesse, set down officially as dead, may, 
according to the belief of a number of peo- 
ple in Germany, return some day or another 
to claim the throné@*of the sovereign Grand 
Duchy of Hesse, to which he would be heir 
apparent if still living. For he mysteriously 
disappeared from on board ship while on 
a voyage from Batavia up to Singapore and 
has never been heard o?P since. 

If the ancient and illustrious Dukedom of 
Somerset has passed into the possession of 
its present stalwart holder it is due to the 
mysterious disappearance in India of Lord 
Edward St. Maur, son of the twelfth and 
Sheridan Duke, a young nobleman who was 
secretary to Lord Lyons during the civil 
war. In this case, too, the belief in his sur- 
vival of his alleged death which, prevailing 
among the older tenants of the former es- 
tates of the ducal house of Somerset, has 
occasionally enabled impostors to reap as 
rich a harvest as did the bogus Sir Roger 
Tichborne in a similar instance. 

Scores of analogous instances could be 
cited, impersonations of the objects of these 
popular beliefs being facilitated by the ig- 
norance as to their personal appearance. 
Portraits of Archduke John, of General 
Skobeleff, of the Landgrave of Hesse, and 
even of Parnell are exceedingly rare, while 
so little did the great Irish leader mingle 
with his fellow-creatures that Lord Salis- 
bury has recently declared that he did not 
even know by sight Charles Stewart Par- 
nell.

siring to come holds the services. This sub- 
jects convicts to a variety of religious doc- 
trines and prevents any persona! interest or 
work. The mining camps in Alabama pre- 
sent the most favorable religious influences. 
They attempt to provide instruction in ele- 
mentary studies, have a resident chaplain, 
and sustain Sunday schoolsand a Y. M.C. A, 
The educational work is not successful, be- 
cause the schools are night schools, and the 
men, after laboring all day, are too tired to 
use them. They have no time to learn les- 
sons and the instructors are often lacking 
in the power to interest them. 

The Tesults wnder all these defects are en- 
couraging to an attempt under more favor- 
able circumstances. In the institutions the 
days are spent in idleness, in visiting, or in 
dancingand singing. Recreation Is especially 
unfavorable at South Carolina. The men go 
from the warm factory rooms to their cells, 
where they eat their suppers. As the cells 


are unheated and unlighted, they must retire 
at once. This deprives them in winter of 
all physical recreation except work in the 
close cell or factory. Those subjected to 
institution life feel this need more than 
those upon farms. This deficient physical 
recreation is one of the gravest defects in 
Northern inatitutions and must retard all 
reformatory progress. The routine in the 
South is much like that in the North, labor, 
meals, and sleep. In the mines at Alabama 
and in North and South Carolina, where 
tasks are given, there is more leisure time, 
.which the convicts spend in idleness, in sing- 
ing, dancing, or in such games as they can 
devise. .As they are paid for overtime work 
in Virginia and Alabama, they more often 
work than rest.

ures which exist in the North, which the 
South does not possess, are: 

No reformatories for children except one 
county institution at Augusta, Ga., and at 
Birmingham, Ala. Thus children work and 
associate with the older criminals. South 
Carolina, North Carolina, and Georgia are 
about to utilize a part of their farms so the 
boys can be kept separate. No provision 
is anywhere made for girls. 

Religious influences are meager or are un- 
systematic and in many camps do not exist 
at all. No attempts are made in education 
except at Alabama. No libraries are pro- 
vided, not even in the reformatories. 

No cultural influences are taught. In eat- 
ing, in dress, in the care of the body, in their 
relations to each other,.the convicts are not 
required to preserve even crude practices. 
Alabama alone ‘enforces these in regard to 
food and has a well appointed dining-room. 
In many of the States the condition of the 
clothes and care of the body depends on the 
convicts themselves. The result is clear. 
The officers over the convicts are often 
brutal and unrefined in their habits, and set 
no example for the convicts. 

The publicity of the labor is degrading and 
prevents reformation. A man branded as a 
criminal in a chain gang in the public streets 
finds reform difficult. The method of pun- 
ishment brutalizes both officers and men. 

Unrestricted social intercourse and the con- 
gregate cell system make Southern prisons 
training schools in crime. 

There is also a tendency to appoint wardens 
of these institutions who are politicians and 
mere tigureheads and who have little inter- 
est in the welfare of the prisoner. 

State institutions do not support chain 
gangs, as do nearly all the counties. The 
jails and city prisons are inferior to both 
penitentiaries and camps. Atlanta has a new 
jail, modeled upon modern plans, but no re- 
formatory measures are in use. These in- 
stitutions have but little to recommend them. 

Granting all the facts and defects which 
appear here, the South is, nevertheless, 
worthy of much credit for its progress. Five 
years ago almost all the evils of the lease 
system existed in most of the States, and 
the negro did not get the care necessary to 
maintain bodily vigor. Today this is the 
prime object, even though the incentive is 
financial not humanitarian. The progress in 
the last five years has been greater than in 
all the years succeeding the war. But so 
long as the present conditions exist there 
can be little lessening of crime among those 
who have already becom! first offenders, and 
prevention of crime through children is 
small, for all the child saving agencies of 
the North are unknown. ‘

Julia Holmes was born in Savannah, Ga., 
jon.

Her peo- 
ple were Southern in sentiment, most of them 
being pianters in various gulf States. When 
she was almost an infant. the child was given

of the young girl's life came from this aunt. 
-—am New Orleans she was sent to school 
in New York, attending Springler Institute,

At 18 years of age Miss Holmes was gradu- 
ated from this school. She made her début 
fn so@iety and was a factor in the Social 
| fabric of New York. At 18 years old she met 
‘Waldo Abbott,-son of the historian, Jacob 
“Abbott, and they were married. One child 
was Dorn of this union—Willis J. Abbott of 
Chicago. 

Th 1864 Mr. Abbott died. leaving the widow 
‘with a young son and no cansiderable means 
gor support. -For a period of eight years 


Mrs. Abbott supported herself and child by 
newspaper work, by literary efforts and by 
teaching. In 1872 she was married to Mr. 
Sabin Smith of New London, Conn.. and 
soon afterward they moved to Boston. It 
was while she was a resident of Boston that 
she saw her way open to the practice of a pro- 
fession that always had appealed to her.

Her first practice was 
among these employés, her work being for 
charity only.. She came to Chicago in 1877 
and finished her medical education in the

‘she was graduated in 1878. Since that time 


Dr..- Smith has practiced medicine in Chicago 
without a break in the period of twenty-two 
years. 


When Dr. Smith came to Chicago women 
physicians were a novelty. Dr. Mary Walker 
in her man's dress and hat stood for the com- 
mon people's idea of a woman physician. Dr. 
Smith had prejudices to break down, but she 
did it in the many ways that a resourceful, 
tactful woman can do such things. From 
the beginning of womanhood she had held 
“ advanced "’ ideas as to woman's place in the 
world and as she worked for her own chosen 
end, her influences were lent to the widen- 
ing of the horizon of all womankind. When 
women in the practice of medicine had grown 
numerous enough, Dr. Smith organized the 
Woman’s Medical association and was elect- 
ed to be its first President. She has held pos!i-

LL Chicago, indeed ali of the 
world, knows the broad high- 
way that leads to Chicago's 
front door—the wonderful 
sheet of blue water up which

TO. BE EATEN » 


OW does a man feel when he is 


tiger? That is an exceedingly 
interesting question, and the 
answer to it is obtained much 
more readily than is possible 
cs to get from men who come into 
deadly peril through some of 
the common accidents of life. 

_J. Crowther Hirst, an .Englishman, has 
written’ a book detailing the experience of 
big game hunters and others while under 
the attack of wild beasts. He relates the 
adventure of Lieutenant Vanderzee with an 
African lion, one of three which were found 
by the Lieutenant’s party. The lions were 
400 yards away, and one of them, being shot 
in the hind leg, turned and made for its as- 
sallant.

ILTON did not strictly. belong to 
any of the classes which we have 
esctibed. He wes not a Puritan. 
fot a free-thinker. He was 
not a yalist. In his character 
the noblest qualities of évery party were 
ombined in harmonious union. From the 
tiiament and from the rourt, from the 
conventicle and from the Gothic cloister, 
from the gloomy and sepulchra) circles of 
the Rowundheads, and frotfii the Christmas 
revel of the hospitable Cavalier, his nature 
selected and drew to itself whatever was 
great and good, while it rejected all the 
base and pernicious ingredients 
ke the 

Puritatis, he lived— 

As ever in his great taskimaster’s eye. 

Like them, he kept his mind cofitinually 
fixed on an Almighty Judge and an eternal 
reward. And hence he acquired their con- 
tempt of external circumstances, their 
fortitude, their tranquillity, their inflexible 
resolution. But not the coolest skeptic or 
the most profane scoffer was ‘nore perfectly 
free from the contagion of their frantic 
delusions, their savage manners. their 
ludicrous jargon, their scorn of science, and 
their aversion of pleasure. Hating tyrdnny 
with a perfect hatred, he had nevertheless 
all the estimable and ornamental qualities 
which were almost entirely monopolized 
by the party of the tyrant. There was none 
who had a stronger sense of the value of 
literature, a finer relish for every elegant 
amusement, Or a more chivalrous delicacy 
of hdnor and love. 

That from which the public character of 
Milton derives its great and peculiar splen- 
dor still remains to be mentioned. If he 
exerted himself to overthrow a foresworn 
King and a persecuting hierarchy, he éx- 
erted himself in conjunction with others. 
But the glory of the battle which he fought 
for the spécies of freedom which is the 


most valuable, and which was then the least 
understood, the freedom of the human mind, 
is all hisown. Thousands and tens of thou- 
sands among his contemporaries raised their 
voices against dat-tmoney and. the star- 
chamber. But there were few indeed who 
discerned the more fearful evils of moral 
and intellectual slavery, and the benefits 
which would result from the liberty of the 
press and the unfettered exercise of private 
judgment. These were the objects which 
Milton justly conceived to be the most im- 
portant. He was desirous that the people 
should think for themselves, as wéll as tax 
themselves, and should be é¢thaneipated 
from the dominion of prejudice as well as 
from that of Charles. 

He saw that they, like those whom they 
had vanquished, were hostile to the liberty 
of thought. He therefore joined the inde- 
pendents and called upon Cromwell to break 
the secular chain and to save free conscience 
from the paw of the Presbyterian wolf. With 
a view to the same great object, he attacked 
the licensing system, in that sublime treat- 
ise which every statesman should wear as 
a sign upon his hand and as frontlets be- 
tween his eyes. His attacks were, in gen- 
eral, directed less against particular abuses 
than against those deeply-seated errors on 
which almost all abuses are founded, the 
servile worship of eminent men and the ir- 
rational dread of innovation. 

That he might shake the foundations of 
these debasing sentiments more effectually 
he always selected for himself the boldest 
literary services. He never came up in the 
rear when the outworks had been carried 
and the breach entered. He pressed into the 
forlorn hope. At the beginning of the 
changes he wrote with incomparable energy 
and eloquence against the Bishops. But, 
when his opinions seemed likely to prevail, 
he passed on to other subjects, and aban- 
doned prelacy to the crowd of writers who 
now hastened to insult a falling party. 
There is no more hazardous enterprise than 
that of bearing the torch of truth into those 
dark and infected recesses in which no light 


has ever shown. But it was the choice and 
the pleasure of Milton to penetrate the 
noisome vapors, and to brave the terrible 
éxplosion. Those who most prove of 
his opinions must respect the hardihood with 
which he maintained them. 
It is to be regretted that the prose writings 
of Milton should in our time beso little read, 
As compositions they deserve the attention 


of év man who wishes to become ac- 
Guainted with the full poweg of the English 
lafiguagée. ‘“ Paradise Lost” is, to borrow 


majestic language, ‘a sevenfold chorus of 
hallelujahs and harping symphonies.”’ 
There are a few characters which have 
etood the closest scrutiny and the severest 
tests, which have been tried in the furnace 
and have proved pure; which have beén 
weigtted in the balance and have not be 
found wanting; which have been declar 
sterling by the general consent of mankind, 
and which are visibly stamped with the im- 
age and stuperscription of the most high. 
These great men we trust that we know 


how to price; and of these was Milton. The | 


sight of his books, the sound of his name, 
gre pleasant to us. His thoughts resemble 
those celestial fruits and flowers which the 
virgin martyr of Massinger sent down from 
the gardens of paradise to the earth, and 
which were distinguished from the produc- 
tions of other soils, not only by superior 
bloom and sweetness but by miraculous 
efficacy to invigorate and to heal. They are 
powerful not only to delight but to elevate 
and purify. Nor do we envy the man wh

But, of course, the 
lame, the halt, and the blind still frequent 
Chicago streets, and it is safe to say that 
they get many thousand dollars out of the 
public every year. Then, of course, there 
are the worthy individuals who have to be 
hunted out in their need and: whom only 
private charity can reach, All this sug- 
gests that the gifts of organized charity are 
heavily supplemented by individuals.”’ 

According to Mr. Bicknell, New York, as 
one item, is caring for 20,000 helpless chil- 
dren, against the possible 8,000 or 4,000 in 
Chicago. This suggestive comparison may 
prepare one for the. statement that Greater 
New York, with a total property valuation: 
of $6,080,000,000, raises $52,000,000 for charity 
each year, a figure close to :9 of 1 per cent. 
This takes in none of the probably large 
individual gifts made in the city. One of 
the chief features of this sum is that only 
about $11,000,000, or a lI{ttle more than 20 
per cent, gets to the beneficiaries; the rest 
is swallowed up in expenses and in salaries. 
London; raising $28,000,000 a year, distrib- 
utes $26,000,000 of that sum. Chicago, and 
perhaps every other city, has its community 
gifts heavily discounted before they reach 
the beneficiary, but New York’s showing is 
flagrant. 


COSTS OF COLLECTION. 

“A charitable organization must have 
money on which to live,’’ said an old worker. 
in the cause. ‘* To do this and to have mon-. 
ey on which to live, a society must collect 
money; money will not come to it In great 


money for this effort. You can’t send out 
solicitors for charity without paying for the 
work. Most of this work is paid for in com- 
missions, and just to the extent that money 
is hard to collect the commission must be 
increased, so that before a donation gets to 
the treasury of the society it may be heavily 
discounted. After that, expenses .of the 
office management have to be subtracted.

In Chicago a good 
many cripples adopt the sma!) merchandise 
business, and almost any day a minute's 
wait near such a crippled vender’s stand 
will enable a person to hear the “ kick” ofa 
purchaser.
